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Sale, management of hospital in air

Several hands of cards were dealt in the past week in a high stakes 
bid for control and ownership of Shelby Medical Center. 

A circuit judge was expected Oct. 3 to examine the hand played 
Tuesday night, Sept. 25, when SMC’s board of directors voted 6-2 to 
accept a 15-30 year, management contract -- expected to cost the 
hospital $850,000 -- with a private, non-profit foundation that in- 
cludes three of its own members and the present hospital ad- 
ministrator. 

The board’s hand was called last Friday when the Shelby County 
Tax Watch Committee was granted a temporary restraining order by 
Circuit Judge Kenneth Ingram. At 1 p.m. Wednesday, (after 
presstime) Ingram was scheduled to hear arguments for and against 
the management contract with the newly formed Shelby Health Ser- 
vices, Inc. 

At the same time news of the new contract broke, Alabaster realtor 
and former car dealer Sherman Holland was writting letters to the

He would neither confirm nor deny reports that his plan to sell SMC 
involves a $43-$45 million price tag. He did say, however, that there is 
‘‘a bunch of millions of dollars difference between my plan and the 
plan (management plan with the foundation) that’s out now.’’ 

He also said that his proposal to the commission would include 
placing the question of selling SMC on the Nov. 6 general election 
ballot in order to determine the sentiments of the voting public. 

Holland said he had been in iv. ih several groups interested in 


buying the county hospital, but he would neither deny nor confirm the 
report that the nation’s number one hospital chain -- Humana -- was 
involved in his deal. 

In arranging the deal, he said he had requested financial disclosures 
from SMC administrator Norman Price.

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‘*When I sent the commission letters, I didn’t know about the foun- 
dation,’’ Holland said. But ‘‘the hospital certainly knew I had 
something going. Surely they knew I was trying to structure a bid on 
the hospital.”’ 

According to a prepared SMC release, the contract with Shelby 
Health Services Foundation reorganizes the hospital board, but ‘‘does 
not change the authority of the board nor the control of the hospital.’’ 

“It is primarily an effort for Shelby Medical Center to diversify and 
remain competitive in one of the most competitive health care en- 
vironments in the southeast,’’ said board chairman Jerome Turner in 
the release. 

That diversification includes fund raising, grant applications, 
medical research, education and training, and active physician recruit- 
ment, according to the release. 

SMC administrator Price said that other public hospitals -- Druid 
City in Tuscaloosa and Northeast Regional Medical Center in An-

Calera’s former mayor and 
police chief are both in office 
again, 

On Monday evening, George 
Roy was sworn in as mayor and 
Cecil Harris was appointed to his 
former position as police chief. 
He replaces Billy O’Bryan. 

Although Harris lost his job as 
chief to Harry Deal when a new 
administration took office four 
years ago, he remained on the 
force. 

He has been with the city since 
1956 and was chief from 
1972-1980. 

O’Bryan is no longer with the 
city and is reportedly working as 
a truck driver for Essex Crane. 

Roy had previously served 11 
years as mayor. In 1969 he filled 
the unexpired term of Neal Far- 
ris, but was defeated by Arthur 


Davis by one vote in 1972. 

By a quirk of fate, when he 
again ran against Davis in 1976, 
he defeated the incumbent by a 
one vote margin. 

Other changes in personnel in- 
volve the city’s legal represen- 
tatives. 

Eason Mitchell took over John 
McBrayer’s job as prosecutor 
and McBrayer got Mitchell’s 
position as judge. 

A change was also made in law 
firms. Mitchell’s firm of Mit- 
chell, Green and Pino was ap- 
pointed to represent the city, 
replacing Harrison and Conwill. 

In other action, the council 
passed an ordinance keeping their 
meeting date on the first and 
third Mondays of the month. 

However, the meeting time was 
changed from 7 p.m. to 6:30 p.m. 


Hayes names new fire chief

According to one council member, some personnel changes had 
been discussed by the mayor and council at budget hearings when jobs 
were being evaluated. 

The idea, he said, was to cut costs and to achieve a more effective 
distribution of duties. 

Indications are that at least one other personnel change may be

For the second time this year, 
Shelby County voters will have 
the opportunity to vote on a three 
mill tax increase for education. 

Last Wednesday, the Shelby 
County Commission unanimous- 
ly approved placing the issue 
before the people on the Nov. 6 
general election ballot. 

Although voters turned down 
the referendum when a special 
election was held in February, 
school officials are more op- 
timistic about the outcome this 
time. 

An urgent shortage of 
classroom space is the reason for 
a second try at the polls. 

It’s estimated that the addi- 
tional three mills -- which would 
bring the total millage for educa- 
tion to 15 -- would make it possi- 
ble for the school system to bor- 
row enough money to pay for 
$9.7 million worth of building 
needs.

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Students in dilemma over 
which school to attend

A group of Shelby County students have been attending Jefferson 
County schools in Leeds. The reason is because their homes lie within 
the Leeds city limits and are only about two miles from the school. 

The closest Shelby County school for the students is Chelsea -- a 
distance of 25 miles. 

Now, Jefferson County has told those students that unless they pay 
tuition, they can no longer attend schools in Leeds. 

“*It was like a bombshell being dropped on us,’’ Shelby County 
Superintendent of Education Ellie Glasscox told board of education 
members at their regualr meeting last Tuesday. 

Several parents have called him about the situation, Glasscox said, 
When the problem was discussed with Jefferson school officials, they 
offered no alternatives, the superintendent said. 

However, neighboring St. Clair County has agreed to take the 
students if a school bus is provided. Glasscox said that a reserve bus 
could transport the students, and the board went along with that solu- 
tion to the dilemma. 

If the students were to attend school in this county, the superinten- 
dent explained, parents would have to transport them to a bus stop 
since State 25 has been proclaimed too dangerous for a bus to tavel. 

The closest school in St. Clair County is at Moody, six miles from 
where the students live. 

So far, 18 students have been identified, Glasscox said. But he told 
the board he didn’t know how many would transfer since a number of 
the students are already involved in band and extra curricular ac- 
tivities in Leeds. 

On the subject of extra curricular activities in Shelby County, the 
superintendent said that an effort is being made to bring them back in- 
to proper perspective. 

He presented the board a list of recommendations made by a com- 
mittee of principals, to be added to the policy manuel.

When asked last Thursday if the management contract was passed 
with intentions of blocking any possible sale of the hospital, Price 
said, ‘‘One of the main concerns was protecting the non-profit integri- 
ty of this hospital.’’ 

SMC chief of staff Dr. Tom Nolen called the creation of the foun- 
dation ‘‘essential."’ 

“I feel like the creation of the foundation has, in essence, allowed 
the hospital to expand beyond the limitations of county hospital 
base,’’ Nolen said Thursday. 

‘*I think the foundation is in everybody’s best interest,’ Nolen said, 
adding that he thought the sale of the hospital to a for-profit group 
would be detrimental to indigent and affluent patients alike. 

Tuesday morning, the executive board of the medical staff voted six 
to One to support the foundation contract as written. 

Non-profit incorporation papers for the foundation were filed last 
Tuesday afternoon at the county courthouse, several hours prior to 
the SMC board’s vote of approval. The incorporation papers list 
board chairman Turner of Vincent, and SMC board members Her- 
man Moore of Chelsea and Eloise Underwood of Alabaster as the in- 
itial board members of Shelby Health Services Foundation. 

The intitial registered agent is listed as Price, and the papers show 
his Montevallo home address as the corportion’s initial office. 

The foundation's board is set up to perpetually appoint its own 
members for one year terms. Price said that board would latter be ex- 
panded to as many as nine members who might represent the medical, 
educational, governmental, business and private sectors. 

The foundation board members serve without pay. Their 15-year 
management contract -- renewable for an additional 15 years -- can be 
terminated by the SMC board for ‘‘Good Cause.’’ 

The first purpose listed on the foundation’s objectives calls for the 
group ‘‘to enter into negotiations with any public or private health 
care provider in order to purchase, lease, manage or otherwise control 
and operate any hospital (or health) facility in any county in the State 
of Alabama, or in any other state."’ 

The contract also provides for a management fee of three precent of 
the monthly gross income of the hospital. Price projects that to be 
$850,000 for the upcoming year, and said that any portion of the fee 
not used for health service expenditures will be kept within the 
hospital. 

According to the contract, should the hospital board agree to sell 
the hospital to any group -- which can apparently be approved by a 
majority vote of the SMC board -- the new foundation has a 90-day 
period in which to exercise first refusal rights. 

The sale to the foundation can be paid for over a 20-year period by 
any combination of indigent care write-offs, applications of bad depts

The new policies include: 

eEnding extra curricular activities by 7 p.m.:

rallies held within the school year; 

Organizing field trips so that they are a continuation of class. 

In regard to the dress code approved earlier by the board, the 
superintendent said there have been complaints about the attire of 
cheerleaders, majorettes and pyhsical education teachers. 

From now on, Glasscox said, those type of outfits will only be worn 
during the activity for which they are intended. 

Another policy the board approved was awarding different types of 
diplomas. Those who do not complete high school requirements will 
be awarded an attendance diploma. 

In addition to the standard diploma, advanced academic diplomas 
will be awarded to students who take more than the required units in 
English, math, science, social studies and foreign language. 

In-school fund raising also came under the discussion of policies. 
Glasscox said that all fund raising activities must be done during non- 
instructional time.

The foundation -- which reportedly has been under consideration 
for a year Or sO -- was set up during the past month by a SMC board 
committee consisting of Turner, Underwood, Charles McCombs and 
Price, and Dr. Nolen as an ex-officio member. SMC board member 
Tom Lloyd set in on two of three committee meetings last month. 

While the six SMC members involved in the creation of the founda- 
tion supported it at last Tuesday’s vote, board members C.E. ‘‘Bull’’ 
Carter and Calvin Smith opposed it. 

‘*We had no indication that this was coming about,’’ Carter said. 
**They wanted to ram it (the foundation) through, and they did. We 
(the board) just gave it to them (the foundation) -- complete control of 
the hospital.”’ 

The contract also came under the criticism of the Shelby County 
Tax Watch Committee, which filed the restraining order Friday 
against the foundation. The tax committee also has a law suit pending 
in an effort to prevent SMC from returning to the county commission 
any of the four mills tax (about $1.2 million) earmarked for heglth 
care to cover some $12 million in outstanding hospital building bonds. 

Tax committtee chairman Tom Stubbs called the management con- 
tract a ‘‘brash takeover’’ of SMC, and said that it represents a conflict 
of interest because the hospital board members appointed themselves 
as foundation board members. 

He said that the hospital board is not, as it claims in the contract, 
the ‘owner’? of SMC, but that it belongs to the taxpayers. 

“The Tax Watch Committee wants better administration of the 
hospital,’’ Stubbs said. ‘‘We are opposed to the sale of it.’’ 

No county commissioners said they immediately support the sale of 
SMC, and all but Jake Morris (who was not home Monday night when 
sina indicated that they opposed the foundation’s contract with 

Cc. 

Leon Archer, Harold Davenport and John Ames indicated they 
were concerned that the SMC board gave away too much of its 
authority, and that the authority was given by, and going to board 
members who are expected to be replaced (by commission appoint- 
ments) either in March of 1985, or in 1987. 

**] don’t know why Herman Moore and a few of the others think 
they’re mandated to run the hospital,’* Ames said. ‘‘This is the most 
blatant act of power grabbing I’ve ever seen.” 

The commissioners also voiced reservations about the sale of SMC 
because last year it provided some $3.8 million in indigent care that 
the county would have otherwise had Birmingham hospitals to pro- 
vide. 

“If I thought Sherman Holland or anyone else was putting together 
a sale of the hospital for a $4.5 million fee (derived from the standard 
10 percent realtor’s fee for arranging a sale of $45 million), I don’t 
think I could support that at all.”’ 

‘‘What I have to propose will be right out in the open, and to the 
mutual benefit of all’’ Holland said. ‘‘It’s going to be like poker cards 
(to the foundation) when I lay my plan out -- time to read "em and 
weep."* 
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More asbestos 


discovered in 
county school

Asbestos: chapter four. : 

The discovery of asbestos in county schools seems to have no 
end, school superintendent Ellie Glasscox told board of educa- 
tion members last week concerning the latest finding under the 
annex at Montevallo High School. 

Calling the calling the continuing asbestos situation a 
nightmare, Glasscox said that it was only by accident that the 
latest discovery was made. 

He explained that a contractor who wanted to bid on remov- 
ing asbestos underneath the main high school building, went to 
the annex by mistake. Under the annex -- which houses the lun- 
chroom and several classrooms -- he found previously un- 
discovered asbestos. 

Bids were taken for asbestos removal underneath the main 
building, but no immediate action was taken on the annex pro- 
ject. 

H&H Asbestos Abatement was the low bidder for the initial 
project, with a price of $9,800. Video Pipe and Grouting -- the 
contractor that has removed other asbestos from county schools 
-- bid $21,306 after first telling school officials that the project 
would probably cost $25,000. 

Since the asbestos was found is a place where students will not 
come in contact with it, the superintendent said there was no 
need to replace the material. 

According to Glasscox, all the other asbestos found in county 
schools has been removed and the schools have been given of- 
ficial clearance. 

To date, the cost of asbestos removal and air monitoring has 
amounted to $100,741. It is anticipated that state oil and gas 
lease money will pay for the removal. 

Glasscox said that from now on the schools will be subject to 
annual checks to make sure there is no further trace of the 
material.

Even-handed policy needed 


A former American am- 
bassador to Arab peoples, com- 
menting on the recent atrocities 
at our Embassy in Beirut, observ- 
ed that terrorism doesn’t exist in 
a vacuum, but arises out of a 
deep sense of grievances. The 
point deserves elaboration, quite 
apart from the obvious local 
security failures. . 

Reflecting back over the last 
decades, most world terrorism 
had centered on and around the 
Moslems in the Near East. In- 
creasingly, Americans have 
become the target, and the Com- 
munists hardly at all. There must 
be ascertainable reasons for this 
pattern. 

Clearly, the Moslems of the 
Near East harbor a deep sense of 
frustration from the take-over of 
Palestine by the Israelites, and 
from their subsequent defeats in 
attempts at this recovery. This 
alienation of Palestinians and 
their supporters built on a 
background of ancient Moslem 
resentment against the West, 
reaching all the way back to the 


rejection of Christianity in favor 
of the new religion of Islam. This 
irritation was not included when 
the initially-successfully Arab 
world empire collapsed, and 
Europe and the New World 
recovered and raced ahead of the 
considerable Moslem ac- 
complishments. 

This hostility was strongest 
among the Moslem minorities 
who had been persecuted by their 
own people, and it is from these 
groups, augmented by the 
dispossessed Palestinians, that 
terrorist typically arise. Even the 
religious zealots of Iran, while a 
majority in their own country, 
belong to the sect that suffered 
oppression by the dominant 
Moslems elsewhere. 

In view of this historical ex- 
perience, it should be no surprise 
that the modern Moslem resent- 
ment concentrates on their most 
obvious embarrassment -- the 
replacement of Palestine by 
Israel. The natural focus of terror 
falls on Israel and her principal 
ally -- the United States. The ter-

TERRIBLE

Some might consider it to be bad taste, but 
realistically it should come as no surprise that 
the hospitalization of Gov. George Wallace last 
week touched off a tidal wave of political 
speculation. 

Gov. Wallace woke up last Thursday morn- 
ing with a high fever -- 102 degrees -- and on the 
advice of his personal physician, Dr. H. 
Hamilton Hutchinson, he was driven by car to 
University Hospital in Birmingham. 

At this writing there is absolutely nothing to 
suggest that the governor is seriously ill. There 
is every reason to believe he will shortly return 
to the Mansion and to his office. He may have 
already returned by the time you read this. 

But this most recent trip to the hospital -- the 
fourth since taking office in January, 1983 -- 
may have ended once and for all any liklihood 
that Wallace will seek a fifth term as governor 
in 1986. 

« This had been a very distinct possibility. 
Many of those closest to him -- including a few 
who have grown so accustomed to the good life 
that they never want to give it up -- have been 
pushing Wallace toward another term in office. 

Wallace himself most likely realizes that he is 
nearing the end of his remarkable political 
career. He had campaigned for a fourth term in 
1982 insisting that he was indeed physically able 
to handle the demanding job. The people 
believed him and elected him. Some of them are 
now beginning to have doubts. 

The impact of a Wallace - less governor’s 
race in 1986 is difficult to measure. He has so 
dominated Alabama politics for so long, that 
even now it is hard to realize that of the last six 
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gubernatorial elections in Alabama, the winner 
in five of them was named Wallace. 

Obviously, if Wallace is out of the '86 cam- 
paign, there likely will be a laundry - list of can- 
didates seeking the office...Baxley, McMillan, 
Graddick, for sure, and possibly Billy Joe 
Camp, Sen. Charles Bishop and who knows 


who else.

Odds and Ends--- 

Dr. Ralph Adams, president of Troy State, 
was still in hot water over the appointment of 
his son as a circuit judge, when even more hot 
water was added. The story broke that Adams 
proposes that a plot of ground on the Troy 
Campus be made into a burial ground for 
University dignitaries, which is to say, for Dr. 
Adams. 

This rather unusual expenditure of state 
money understandably created an uproar as 
well as a few predictable one-liners, to wit: One 
newspaper wag called it a ‘‘grave situation’’ 
and another wondered if the Troy State 
employees who tended the graveyard would be 
called a ‘‘skeleton crew’’... 

Two strong Wallace leaders in the 
Legislature, Speaker Tom Drake and Rep. Tom 
Coburn, have prefiled a bill for introduction in 
the next session that would put the $347.5 
million oil lease windfall money into an ir- 
revocable trust, and provide that only the in- 
terest it generates could be spent. 

In addition, the Drake/Coburn proposal re- 
quires that 10 per cent of the interest generated 
be put back into the fund so that it would grow 
each year.

If you think about it, it’s really good the way the seasons work out 
They have a built in boredom buster. 

About the time you get sick and tired of cold tootsies and frozen 
water pipes, winter fades into spring. As the pageant of blooming 
Starts to ease up, the fancies of young men and women naturally turn 
to, well, going to the beach. Right? 

But even soaking up warm rays can get old (can’t it?), so that’s why 
autumn starts knocking on the door in late September and early Oc- 
tober. 

Autumn -- or fall, if you prefer -- has its good points and bad 
points, too. 

For instance, in the fall you don’t have to cut grass with the lawn 
mower. Instead, you get to cut firewood -- for which most people DO 
NOT use their lawn mower... 

AUTUMN DOES INVOLVE AN ASSORTMENT OF 
SEASONAL CHORES, such as igloo-proofing your house, shaking 
the moths out of pockets in your winter clothes, and sculpting a pum- 
pkin. 

None the less, autumn is my favorite season. Easily. 

In fact, sometimes I get over anxious watching for the most famous 
of the tell tale signs to appear: the changing of the colors on the trees. 

A month or so ago -- acting somewhat oblivious of the calendar -- [ 
was driving along a country road and noticed that the small trees and 
shrubs had turned a dazzeling shade of flame tree red. 

*“Wow!’’ I exclaimed to my steering wheel, since I was in the car 
alone and I would never do anything crazy like talk to myself. 
(Naturally enough, the steering wheel didn’t answer, because steering 
wheels like summertime and vacations. I was unfazed.) 

“*Look at the colors! And so soon in the season! I bet it’s going to 
be a long, pretty fall!’’ 

No comment from the steering wheel. A few miles down the road, 
however, I noticed that there was no longer any color on the foliage. I 
mentioned this later to a friend who is wise in the ways of nature and 
non-nature, and immediately he burst my autumn bubble. 

‘“‘Where you from, kid? Tuscaloosa or Auburn? ’Tain’t fall yet,”’ 
he scorned. ‘‘That’s just where the power company sprayed to clear 
the plants off its right-of-way...’ 

Okay, okay. So I jumped the gun by a few weeks or so. At least my 
steering wheel had the good manners not to say anything snotty to me. 
But after that little embarassment, I decided to get scientific about 
autumn and signs that it’s approaching. 

FALSE ALARMS OF AUTUMN: We’ve all been warned about 
false prophets (and profits), and autumn has its share. Maybe these 
sound familiar to you... 

Your wife says she needs some new clothes. After all, she purrs, 
there’s nothing in the closet for the coming season. 

With a good purr, this can be an easy false sign over which to fall. I 
don’t know about you, but I hear the same comment in March, May- 
June, and November, so to me it doesn’t guarantee fall’s arrival. 

eHay fever and/or ear aches are often triggered by the approach of 
cooler weather. But don’t get too excited. You can have just as much 
fun with hay fever and ear aches in the spring when the weather warms 
up. 

eA dead garden is sometimes thought to be a classic sign of autumn. 
But hold your false prophets. As I live and breathe, I can swear ona 
pumpkin that it’s possible to have a dead garden three months before 
fall even THINKS about hitting the calendar. 

SO HOW DO YOU KNOW FOR SURE THAT AUTUMN HAS 
ARRIVED? Easy enough. Watch for the following signs: 

eFrom the depths of a closet, chest or attic crawls Mr. ‘Lectric 
Blanket, slinking, cord and all, for the bed. Fall’s here. This is a dead 
giveaway. Even the most cold natured people in the artic don’t sleep 
under an electric blanket in the summer. 

eYour German shepard chases down 35 ball throws and doesn’t 
even work up a good pant. If it was summer, he’d have dropped dead 
in his hot tracks after two dozen. Hunting dogs usually know when it’s 
fall, too. 

eCats, by the way, ARE good for something. They can clue you in 
on fall. If it’s 95° your cat will not sleep with you. When autumn ar- 
rives, your cat’s either in your lap, or curled up under Mr. ’Lectric 
Blanket. 

eBirds flying south are a good sign of autumn’s arrival, too, but 
you have to watch closely or you might read the sign wrong. 

If the birds are flying south by southeast, they’re heading for the 
beach and fall is here. If they’re flying due south, or south by 
southwest, then they’re heading for Bibb County, but I’ll be danged if 
I know why...

If you think about it, it’s really good the way the seasons work out 
They have a built in boredom buster. 

About the time you get sick and tired of cold tootsies and frozen 
water pipes, winter fades into spring.

FALSE ALARMS OF AUTUMN: We’ve all been warned about 
false prophets (and profits), and autumn has its share. Maybe these 
sound familiar to you... 

eYour wife says she needs some new clothes. After all, she purrs, 
there’s nothing in the closet for the coming season. 

With a good purr, this can be an easy false sign over which to fall. I 
don’t know about you, but I hear the same comment in March, May- 
June, and November, so to me it doesn’t guarantee fall’s arrival.

All of the District ties within Shelby 


(A) A service charge of $20.00 per 
year shall be levied upon 

4nd collected from each person own- 
ing non-commercial property within 
the district, with co-ownership or 
joint ownership of such property be- 
ing considered one ownership and 
with Contiguous parcels (if owned by 
the same person or persons) also be- 


ing considered one property unit pro- 
vided that the total of such com- 
tiguous parcels does not exceed 160 
acres, with an additional $20.00 an- 
nual charge being due from each pro- 
perty owner (or owners) for each tract, 
or fractional part thereof, in excess of 
160 acres, provided however, that the 
total amount of such charges shall 
not exceed the sum of $500.00 per an- 
num to any one ownership of such 
non-commercial property, regardiess 
of the total acreage owned? Each 
Seperate ownership actually oc- 
Cupied by the owner or owners 
thereot as his legal residence in any 
condominium building located within 
the District shall be considered non- 
commercial property subject to the 
annual fee of $20.00. Each apartment 
In any residential apartment house 
located within the District likewise 
shail be considered non-commercial 
property subject to the annual fee of 
$20.00. 


(B) A service charge of $20.00 per 
commercial structure, but in no event 
les6 than $20.00 per annum, shail be 
levied upon any and all buildings, 
Structures used for commerciaal pur- 
poses within the District. Commer- 
Clal structures shall include stores, 
restaurants, service stations, 
automobile repair garages and shops, 
Greenhouses, nurseries, office 
bulidings, research centers, manufac- 
turing and assembly plants, sales of- 
tices, boat landings, airports, night 
Clubs, dance parlors, warehouses, 
cabinet shops, printing shops, quar- 
ries, and all other premises not oc- 
cupied by the property owner for 
strictly residential purposes only. in 
those cases in which the living 
quarters of the property owner adjoin 


the commercial structure, the proper- 
ty shall be considered commercial 
Property, but a service charge of only 
$20,00 per year shall be applied to 
that portion of said premises actually 
used and occupied for residential 
purposes, with the remainder of such 
Structure being subject to the com- 
mercial service charge hereinabove 
set forth. 

Mobile homes and house trailor oc- 
cupled by the property owner as his 
residence shall be classified as non- 
commercial property subject to the 
service charge of $20.00 per calander 
year.

(0) Ten and no/100 ($10.00) for ap- 
peal to the Trustee of the District of 
any of the foregoing service charges 
which amount would be refunded if 
the Trustees determine that the ser-

Once a request for appeal has been 
tiled, the Trustees shall notify and ob- 
tain agreement trom the user of the 
services, a8 to a mutually satisfactory 
date for the appeal Nearing no sooner 
than (10) ten days from the date of 
reaching such agreement. An appeal 
must be requested within thirty (30) 
days of the original billing for the ser- 
vice. The Trustees decision shall be 
final. 

(E) A tate fee of $10.00 shail be add- 
ed to all service charges not paid 
within three months of the date of 
billing tor such charges. 

(F) The property owner shall be 
lable tor ail costs involved in entorc- 
ing collection including a reasonable 
attorney's fee, and under foreciosure 
proceedings would be liable for in- 
terest at maximum legal rates in the 
event the property owner should pay 
off the debt within three years and 
recover possession. After three 
years, all rights of the property owner 
in the property would be extinguish- 
ed. 


(G) Failure to pay charge subject to 
a Late Payment Fee shall empower 
the Trustees to establish liens 
against the property, and continuing 
disregard for demands for payment 
will result in the establishment of 
foreclosure proceedings. 
(H) So long as any Federal Govern- 
ment financing of a District is entorc- 
0d, attempts to improperly evade the 
payment of established rate charges 
may cause the Trustees to request 
the Federal Government to institute 
charges for fraud against the land 
owner. 
()) Unless the District is notified of 
another address for mailing pur- 
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Poses, bilis delivered to the property 
shall be deemed to have been 
delivered to the owner of the proper- 
ty, whether or not the owner provides 
maliboxes for the receipt of such 
mail, 

(J) The Board of Trustees shall have 
the right, exercisable after a hearing, 
but In their sole discretions, to waive 
current charges if any property owner 
if found to be indigent considering 
his total assets, in the opinion of the 
Trustees. 

(5) The hereinbelow named interim 
Trustees hereby certify that all 
revenues derived from the above and 
foregoing service charges, it any, 
hereafter imposed shall be used for 
the interest and maturities on all out- 
Standing debt of the District and for 
the purchase, procuring and 
maintenance of additional fire- 
fighting and emergency medical 
equipment and facilities so as to best 
serve the needs of the District which 
already owns a basic fire station, a 
fire truck, and other vehicles and 
equipment. 

(6) The property and income of the 
District, all bonds issued by the 
District, the income from such bonds, 
conveyances by or to the District, and 
leases, mortgages and deeds of trust 
by or to the District shall be exempt 
from all taxation in the State of 
Alabama. The District shall be ex- 
empt trom all taxes levied by any 
county, municipality, or other 
political subdivision of the state, in- 
cluding, but without limitation to 
license and excise taxes imposed in 
respect of the privilege of engaging in 
any of the activities that a District 
may engage in. The District shall not 
be obligated to pay or allow any fees, 


taxes, or costs to the judge of pro- 
bate, certificate of incorporation, or 
the recording of any document. 

(7) The service charge specified in 
Paragraph 4 (a) and (b) above and as 
many henceforth be amended in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Act 
No. 62 Acts of Alabama, 1977, First 
Special Session, and as amended on 
July 18, 1979, by Act No. 79-639, Acts 
of Alabama shall be a personal 
Obligation of the owner of the proper- 
ty served by the system and shall 
constitute a lien against said proper- 
ty in favor of the District, which lien 
shall be enforceable by sale thereof

It’s a long way from Alabaster to Auburn. 

Maybe not in actual miles, but the small — town 
atmosphere of Alabaster is very far from the 
“*fishbowl’’ feeling of attention that centers on the 
major college football program down on the 
Plains. 

Four former Thompson Warriors have made 
that journey in recent times, but none appear too 
travel weary from the excursion. 

Arthur Johnson, Demetrius Threatt, and Luvell 
Bivins — — each a runningback that achieved suc- 
cess while wearing the Thompson red and white 
—-— are now wearing the Auburn orange and 
blue. 

Tim Smith —— a split end and part time 
quarterback for the Warriors — — was not signed 
by a major college, but cast his lot withe Tigers as 
a walk on. 

John and Threatt made the trip in the sum- 
mer of 1983 and played for the Tigers SEC cham- 
pionship team last fall. Bivins and Smith made 
their journies in the summer of 1984, and join 
their former teammates to give the Tigers a 
quartet of Shelby Countians as they tackle the 
1984 football season. 

Threatt and Bivins continue as runningbacks in 
the Auburn offensive scheme. Johnson gets iis 
playing time on the other side of the ball, at the 
strong safety position. 

Smith is receiving on the scout team. 

“It’s a long way from Shelby County,’’ said 
Johnson, ‘‘but I really like it here. It’s great to be 
a part of something this big.’’ 

Being a part of the football program at Auburn 
has expanded Johnson’s horizons. Already, he has 
traveled with the Tigers to New York, New 
Orleans and other places. 

‘*I had a great time doing that,’’ he said in the 
locker room following Auburn’s win over 
Southern Mississippi. ‘I got to see some things I 
really never thought I would see.”’ 

In fact, the whole experience has worked out

A new 1,000 gallon per minute 
pumper fire engine was recently 
purchased, and the development 
of a new park is about to get 
underway. 


On top of that, the city has also 
spent $25,000 on street paving 
projects and is now taking bids 
on installing a six-inch water line 
to the Wyatt-Wallace area of 
town. 

At a meeting Thursday even- 
ing, the council approved im- 
mediate payment of the new fire 
engine which cost $57,500. 

With only one truck, 
firefighters had been unable to 
answer calls outside the city 
limits. 


Now that the city has a second 
truck and plans for reorganizing 
the fire department, the fire in- 
surance rating may be reduced 
from an 8 to a 7. 


The city’s new park was also 
discussed at the Thursday 
meeting. Engineer Bennett 
Tucker told the council that plans 
for the 8.3 acres on Chancellor 
Ferry Road call for building two 
lighted and fenced tennis courts, 
plus a ballfield. 


He said that the first project 
will be tennis courts and a paved 
parking area. 

Work on developing the land, 
which was purchased last year, is 
expected to cost around $35,000 
-- a price that includes building a 
road to the park. 


Mayor J.W. Donahoo said 
that the water line project is ex- 
pected to cost somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $60,000. ‘‘That 
will afford better fire protection 
to people in the Wyatt-Wallace 
area,” he said. 

When a community develop- 
ment block grant the city applied 
for didn’t come through, the 
mayor said the city used its own 
money to pay for the street pav- 
ing and water line projects. 

The city’s 1984-85 budget, 
passed earlier this month, totals 
$135,562. 

However, city clerk Wilma 
Finn says that money for the 
street work, the park and the 
water line, have come from 
surplus funds that have ac- 
cumulated over a period of 
several years.

Viewer satisfaction will be based on prior expectations

Reviewing reactions to Larry Spangler’s motion picture about ‘‘The 
Bear,’’ which premiered recently in Birmingham, I’ve been reminded 
of the relevance of a reality of Reelworld activity. The experiences and 
expectations one TAKES TO a cinematic close encounter are at least 
as important as what one FINDS IN it... in explicating one’s reaction 
to the film constituting it. 

If , for example, one has personal knowledge of the subject of a film 
or if one has high expectations of it, one is likely to be DOUBLE 
disappointed if it turns out to be less than great. Indeed, if it turned 
out to be merely good movie entertainment, such a film may well be 
damned and dismissed by the overly expectant and knowing movie- 
goer. 

That’s exactly what appears to be the case of what some reviewers, 
popular and professional, have been saying of the Embassy Picture 
about fifty years in the life of Coach Paul Bryant, directed by Richard 
Sarafian from a Michael Kane screenplay. 

After all, despite some inexplicable technical flaws* and in spite of 
the generally unimaginative screenplay (which requires at least a little 
knowledge of Bryant’s coaching career to follow understandably), 
‘“‘The Bear”’ is a thoroughly watchable, entertaining PG-rated ‘‘B pic- 
ture’’ of a film, featuring a powerful performance by Gary Busey as 
the Coach and a stirring score by Bill (‘‘Rocky’’) Conti. Moreover, the 
$8 million production is easily the best film Spangler has ever made... 
which, admittedly, is faint praise.

was (as I did), and if one did not know Coach Bryant well (as I did 
not),** one could and should leave the theatre entertained and 
satisfied that the movie had ‘‘held together,’’ portraying him inspira- 
tionally in a way that squared with what was generally known of him. 

But, if one expected more... if one’s expectation was of say, a sports 
‘‘Patton’’ that both entertained and enlightened -- then one isn’t likely 
to be satisfied with a movie as superficial as ‘‘The Bear.’’ Any more so 
than if one knew him well and so failed to find on the screen the depth 
and details with which one would be familiar. 


So, my counsel to cinematic consumers is this. Now that ‘‘The 
Bear’’ has opened in 700 or so theatres in the South and West,*** go 
see for yourself if it bears watching. And, beware of the impact on 
one’s viewing of the expectations and experiences taken to it!

After three games, Johnson is 
among the top ten tacklers on the 
Auburn defense. 

His 13 tackle total — — shared 
by all—American cornerback 
David King —-— ranks second 
only to Powell among defensive 
backs. 

Although Johnson is not a 
“‘starter,’’ he does not let the lack 
of that label bother him. 

‘The pressure of starting isn’t 
on me,’’ he said. ‘I’m more com- 
fortable with what I’m doing now

Judge lifts ban 
on foundation

The Shelby County Commission has approved a 
$9 million budget that calls for an eight percent 
payraise for many county employees. 

The budget also allows for an additional 
employee in the probate judge’s office, an assis- 
tant for planning commission director Paul Owen, 
a new programer for data processing, two new 
deputies, one additional sheriff’s dispatcher and 
one additional correctional officer.

The budget -- presented at Monday’s regular 
commission meeting by commission chairman 
Tommy Snowden and unanimously approved by 
commissioners John Ames, Leon Archer, Harold 
Davenport and Jake Morris -- marks the second 
time in as many years that expected expenditures 
have jumped by about $1 million. 

The 1983-84 budget of $8,049,000 was 
$1,016,026.25 higher than the 1982-83 budget. 
This year’s $9,027,940 budget calls for a $978,940 
increase over last year. 

Revenues sources listed with the new budget in- 
clude $257,135 which is being carried over from 
from the year. which just ended in the black. 

Ad valorem taxes (real estate), sales taxes and 
gasoline taxes (both seven and four cent taxes) are 
the major revenue producers, and are expected to 
generate about $1.5 million each.

A Shelby County circuit judge lifted an order 
Wednesday evening which had temporarily 
halted a new hospital foundation’s management 
contract with Shelby Medical Center. 

The temporary restraining order was added 
Sept. 28 to an outstanding lawsuit filed against 
the Shelby County Commission and SMC by the 
Shelby County Tax Watch Committee. 

The restraining order was based on affidavits 
signed by SMC board members C.E. ‘‘Bull’’ 
Carter and Calvin Smith, both of whom had 
voted against the controversial management con- 
tract with Shelby Health Services Foundation, 
approved Sept. 25 by a 6-2 hospital board vote. 

In lifting the restraining order, Ingram said 
that the tax watch committee had failed to show 
that: (1) the three SMC board members who 
make up the foundation board have conflicts or 
dualalities of interest; and (2) that the founda- 
tion will derive funding from the $1 million the 
hospital receives in county tax funding. 

Carter and Smith testified that they knew 
nothing about a management contract When 
previous board discussions were held on the then 
proposed foundation. They said too that infor- 
mation on the makeup of the foundation board 
and the contract was secretly kept from them. 

‘*The bylaws require a disclosure of interest’’ 
before the hospital board votes on an issue, said 
tax watch attorney Jim Pino. 

He argued that board members Jerome 
Turner, Herman Moore and Eloise Underwood 
-- who make up the board on the new founda-

The Pelham City Council passed a 
budget of $2,981,135 Monday -- represen- 
ting nearly a 30 percent increase from last 
year. 

With anticipated expenditures of $2.9 
million, the city expects to end the year 
with a balance of $72,494. 

The budget does not include across the 
board raises. Mayor Bobby Hayes said that 
is because inadequacies in pay which came 
about last year are now being corrected. 

Hayes said, that department heads had 
been given ‘‘X’’ number of dollars to give 
raises as they saw fit, up to 12.32 percent. 

That resulted in getting departmental 
pay scales completely out of whack, with 
some people getting 4 five percent raise, 
and others as much as 19 percent, Hayes 
reported. 

He said that the new budget calls for 
raising the salaries of some people to get 
them back in line. He said no one’s salary 
was being cut. 

Hayes said it is taking $8,200 to correct 
inadequacies in pay in the police depart- 
ment, and $8,700 for the fire department.

Alabaster realtor Sherman Holland literally

Ames named North Shelby pharmacist Neil

unsuccessful bid this year for the Pelham City 
Council; and former SMC board member and 
county commissioner Doug Ballard. 

The commission also re-instated Pete Raughley, 
Snowden’s appointment to the SMC board, who 
resigned several months ago. 

In reply to a comment about SMC’s board 
room having seats for nine directors, Ames said, 
‘| would think they’ll bring in some folding 
chairs. They’ve spent enough on the board 
room.’’

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Media’s role discussed 
in reporting education 


Two panel discussions during the Third Annual 
‘‘What’s Right in Public Education in Alabama 
Today’’ conference Tuesday at the University of 
Montevallo examined the relationship between the 
media and education -- what is being done now 
and what can be done to improve media coverage 
of education in the future. 

The panelists all seemed to agree that Alabama 
media realize the importance of education. Com- 
munication between education and media 
representatives and an understanding of the work- 
ing limitations of the media are keys to enhancing 
education coverage. 

‘‘The editors and reporters | know have a 
favorable attitude toward higher education,”’ said 
Debbie Lane, public information specialist with 
the Alabama Commission on Higher Educaiton. 
“But (they have) little tolerance for excesses or 
what they consider the inefficient use of 
resources.”’ 

During interviews with the news directors of 
nine Alabama television stations, Judy Stone, 
director of University Television Services, 
discovered that one to five stories per week on 
education appear on each station. Several news 
directors said that education is the most important 
story they cover. 

Skip Hinton, general manager of Alabama 
Public Television, told educators in the afternoon 
session that they have to take the responsibility to 
keep the media informed on the background of 
stories and that they have to approach the media 
as they would a student by being able to make 
them understand what is being said and by 
recognizing their needs. 

Because television news needs a strong visual 
impact, Ann Johnson, news director for the six 
o’clock news on WBRC-TY tirmingham, asked 
the educators to ‘the’. us visualize (a story). We 
need to see what w~ .2 talking about.’’ 

Commercial television, and the media as a 
whole, is criticized a lot, as is education, Johnson 
noted. ‘*This makes us look at each other with a 
critical eye.”’ 

Any coverage of education is positive in a sense, 
said Jean Bouler, education reporter for ‘The Bir- 
mingham News’, 
one of society’s most important issues.”’

She noted that a News poll showed that readers 
rank education as the third most important area of 
interest, behind local and state news. She urged 
the educators to communicate with the news 
organizations and be able to tell them what is go- 
ing on and why they should be there to cover it. 

Shelton Prince, editor and publisher of ‘The 
Selma Times - Journal, said that ‘‘the dialogue 
between public education and the media has 
brought about a heightened public awareness of 
the needs and the problems in our schools. Public 
education is the public’s business. Professional 
educators must lead the way, but if they do it ina 
manner that attempts to inform and educate the 
public, support for their efforts will be there.’ 

Moderators for the panel discussions were Dr. 
Wayne Teague, state superintendent of education, 
and Dr. Bill Keller, executive director of the 
Alabama Press Association. 

Prince and his newspaper were the first reci- 
pients of the ‘‘What’s Right in Media - Public 
Education Relations in Alabama Today’’ award. 

They were honored for their work in the 
‘*Newspaper in Education’’ program, which grew 
out Of the Alabama Press Association. 

Two resolutions also were presented to State 
Revenue Commissioner James White, also a UM 
trustee, and Ann James, president of the Alabama 
Congress of Parents and Teachers. Accepting the 
resolution on behalf of Mrs, James, who was 
unable to attend the conference, was Sue MclIn- 
nish, executive director of the state PTA. 

Citing a lack of partnership and cooperation in 
Alabama, H. Brandt Ayers, publisher of *The An- 
niston Star’, said in the keynote address that new 
leadership is needed in the state. 

**I hope you will look and listen along with me 
for a leader, a candidate for governor who can 
lead us out of an era of conflict and toward an 
epoch of cooperation where education is one of 
the free and voluntary partners for progress in 
Alabama,”’ he said. 

‘**T think we have among us a man who knows 
the words and the way toward that epoch of 
cooperations. It is too early, and I am not certain, 
so I will not name names. But you will know the 
voice when you hear it. Be alert. Keep listening.

Hezekiah Wagstaff has come out of another 
awkward situation smelling like a rose.

He also has a 
state car assigned to him permanently. 


Unfortunately, up until a week or so ago he 
had no drivers license. His license to drive had 
been suspended some seven years ago after he 
failed to pay several speeding tickets. It was 
when he was stopped by a State Trooper recent- 
ly for yet another violation was it learned that 
Wagstaff had no license. Even at that time, 
Wagstaff tried to beat the rap. He first told the 
Trooper he had ‘“‘left his license at home’’ but 
later he told the truth... that his license had in- 
deed been suspended because, to quote him, he 
had ‘‘disremembered to pay the fines.’’

In later years, its major concern was 
developing young people, using projects, competitive 
‘events, trips and camps as educational tools. 

Enrollment Today: 115,000 in Alabama. In the United 
States, 4.7 million. 

Distribution: 84 percent live in towns under 10,000 with 
21 percent living on farms. Seven percent are from central 
cities, and nine percent from cities and suburbs. 

Most Popular Projects: Gardening, fish and wildlife, 
food and nutrition, clothing, child development, 
livestock. 

Cost: Members pay nothing to belong to 4-H. Four-H is 
supported by the county, state and federal governments. 
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4-H Colors - The National 4-H Club colors are green and 
white. The white background is for purity; the green 
stands for growing things - plants, flowers and crops - and 
is a symbol of life, youth and growth. 

4-H Motto - To Make the Best Better. 

4-H Pledge - 

I Pledge my head to clearer thinking, 

My heart.to greater loyalty, 

My hands to larger service, 

And my health to better living, 

For my club, my community, my country and my world. 
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The green and white four-leaf emblem of 4-H is one of 
the most widely recognized insignia of any organization. It 
evolved during the early days of the youth movement. 

Historians have traced the clover symbol back to 1903 in 
Iowa. 

The now familiar four-lear clover emblem came into be- 
ing in 1911. 

O.B. Martin, a USDA field agent, proposed the formal 
adoption of the four-lear clover as the official insignia of 
the youth organization at a conference for education in the 
South in Richmond, Va., in 1913. 

Gertrude Warren is given credit for giving the name 4-H 
to the program. She joined the USDA in 1917 to organize 
expansion of canning demonstrations and promote food 
conservation during World War I. 

By 1924, 4-H was recognized as the name of the 


organization.

SCHEDULE OF SERVICE CHARGES 
FOR ESTABLISHING AND MAIN- 
TAINING THE DISTRICT, AS PROVID-

ing considered one property unit pro- 
vided that the total of such com- 
tiguous parcels does not exceed 160 
acres, with an additional $20.00 an- 
nual charge being due from each pro- 
perty owner (or owners) for each tract, 
or fractional part thereof, in excess of 
160 acres, provided however, that the 
total) amount of such charges shall 
not exceed the sum of $500.00 per an- 
num to any one ownership of such 
non-commercial property, regardiess 
of the total acreage owned? Each 
seperate ownership actually oc- 
Cupied by the owner or owners 
thereof as his legal residence in any 
condominium building located within 
the District shall be considered non- 
commercial property subject to the 
annual fee of $20,00, Each apartment 
in any residential apartment house 
located within the District likewise 
shall be considered non-commercial 
property subject to the annual fee of 
$20.00 


(B) A service charge of $20.00 per 
commercial structure, but in no event 
less than $20,00 per annum, shal! be 
levied upon any and all buildings, 
structures used for commerciaal pur- 
poses within the District. Commer- 
cial structures shall include stores, 
festaurants, service stations, 
automobile repair garages and shops, 
greenhouses, nurseries, office 
buildings, research centers, manufac- 
turing and assembly plants, sales ot- 
fices, boat landings, airports, night 
clubs, dance parlors, warehouses, 
cabinet shops, printing shops, quar- 
ries, and all other premises not oc- 
cupled by the property owner for 
Strictly residential purposes only, In 
those cases in which the living 
quarters of the property owner adjoin 
the commercial structure, the proper- 
ty shall be considered commercial 
property, but a service charge of only 
$20.00 per year shall be applied to 
that portion of said premises actually 
used and occupied for residential 
purposes, with the remainder of such 
structure being subject to the com- 
mercial service charge hereinabove 
set forth. 

Mobile homes and house trailor oc- 
cupied by the property owner as his 
residence shail be classified as non- 
commercial property subject to the 
service charge of $20.00 per calander 
year, Mobile homes and house 
trailers not actually occupied by the 
property owner as his residence but 
rented by him or her to others for any 
monetary amount whatsoever shall 
constitute commercial property sub- 
ject to the service charge of $20,00 
Per annum for each such mobile 
home or house trailer located on the 
premises.

(I) Uniess the District is notified of 
another address for mailing pur- 
poses, bills delivered to the property

(J) The Board of Trustees shall have 
the right, exercisable after a hearing, 
bul in their sole discretions, to waive 
current charges if any property owner

(5) The hereinbelow named Interim 
Trustees hereby certify that all 
revenues derived trom the above and 
foregoing service charges, if any, 
hereafter imposed shall be used for 
the interest and maturities on all out- 
standing debt of the District and for 
the purchase, procuring and 
maintenance of additional fire- 
fighting and emergency medical 
equipment and facilities so as to best 
serve the needs of the District which 
already owns 2 basic fire station, a 
fire truck, and other vehicles and 
equipment, 

(6) The property and income of the 
District, all bonds issued by the 
District, the income trom such bonds, 
conveyances by or to the District, and 
leases, mortgages and deeds of trust 
by or to the District shall be exempt 
from all taxation in the State of 
Alabama. The District shall be ex- 
empt from all taxes levied by any 
county, municipality, or other 
political subdivision of the state, in- 
cluding, Dut without limitation to 
license and excise taxes Imposed in 
respect of the privilege of engaging in 
any of the activities that a District 
may engage in. The District shail not 
be obligated to pay or allow any feas, 
taxes, or costs to the judge of pro- 
bate, certificate of incorporation, or 
the recording of any document.

Wyatt: Vincent, Paris, Harpersville 


by Bert Seaman 

Christmas in Bavaria... Easter in Holland... A s 
few days vacation on Lake Como in Italy... 

These things may sound like dreams to most 
people, but they were real life experiences for a 
couple from Vincent. 

The furnishings and accessories in the home of 
Gloria Wyatt -- who now lives in Harpersville -- 
are reminders of the three years that she spent 
abroad with husband, Leonard, who died in 1982. 

At the time they were overseas -- 1960-1963 -- 
her husband was assigned to Supreme Head- 
quarters Allied Powers Europe (SHAPE) in Paris. 


As she recalls those years, Gloria remembers ex- 
periences that were funny and others which left 
her with a feeling of awe at the beauty of her sur- 
roundings. 

The place which impressed her the most with its 
beauty was the Italian town of Tremezzo on Lake 
Como, where there were mountains of azaleas, 
and orange trees, and such clear, blue water. 


It turned out there was a simple solution to the 
problem -- the hotel keeper dropped a huge 
boulder down the chute... 

At the first dinner party she gave in Paris, 
Gloria says the guests were seated on the floor 
because the only apartment they could find at the 
time was unfurnished. 

‘*l had bought some beautiful paintings at a flea 
market, and I had those on the walls,’’ she says. 
**But I still hadn’t bought any furniture.’’ 

So, as it worked out, the turkey dinner she 
prepared was served on a sheet spread on the 
floor. 

A banquet and charity ball that she and her hus- 
band attended at the Palace of Versailles was at 
the opposite end of the entertainment spectrum. 

The tables were set up in an immense room, and 
the rows of seated people seemed to go on and on 
forever, she says. 

By chance, the ball was held on the Wyatt’s 
wedding anniversary, which was December 7. 

She and her husband began their romance when 
she moved from Jefferson County to Vincent at 
the age of eight. 

*‘I knew from the moment I saw him that he 
was the one for me,’’ she says. 

The couple married in 1942 after Wyatt was 
drafted during WW II. While her husband served 
in the South Pacific, she worked at Chicago 
Neumatic Tool Company in Birmingham. 

When he returned from overseas, he joined the 
87th Reserve Division in Birmingham where he 
stayed three years. 

During the Korean War, Wyatt again saw ser- 
vice overseas when he went to Korea with a group 
of officers to set up ‘‘I’’ Corp. 

During that term of duty, Gloria worked at Bir- 
np ; mingham Electric Company doing bookkeeping. 

“I bought a huge loaf of the delicious bread,”’ In the early 1950’s, Wyatt was assigned to the 
Gloria says, ‘‘so we could have some for the next cement-like block.

Arriving from the States for assignment in 
Paris, Gloria says the biggest problem she faced 
was the language. For instance, when the hot 
water heater didn’t work, she used a French dic- 
tionary in trying to relate the problem to the 
repairman. 

“I’ve never known what I said,’’ she laughs, 
‘‘but he put his arms around the tank and kissed 
at-2" 

The garbage disposal in the building where they 
stayed was another source of amusement -- it 
seems that Gloria stopped it up with a loaf of 
French bread. 

She explains that the disposal was simply a 
chute running from the top of the building to the 
basement.

Wilton Baptists observe 
100th anniversary of church 


The Wilton Baptist Church 
was Organized under a brush ar- 
bor in the fall of 1884. It was in 
the western part of the communi- 
ty in a place known as Sanders’ 
Field. 

On Sunday, Sept. 30, church 
members celebrated their 100th 
anniversary with a dinner on the 
grounds and an afternoon sing- 
ing. 

From the 30 original members, 
the church has grown to a 
membership of 344 -- 195 of 
whom are Wilton residents. 

Ninety-three-year old Dora 
Beasley, a resident of Briarcliff 


Nursing Home, is now the chur- 
ch’s oldest member, Her mother, 
Katie Coshatt, was a charter 
member. 


A Sunday School was organiz- 
ed around 1903 on Smith Hill in 
the eastern section of Wilton, and 
later preaching servies and Sun- 
day School were both held in a 
one-room school. 

The Methodist Church, then 
located in front of the school, of- 
fered to let the Baptists use their 
building two Sundays a month. 

In 1921, Wilton Baptists 
started constructing their own 


building. The mortgage was 
burned and the building 
dedicated in 1925. 

An educational building was 
added in 1955 and a pastorium 
was built in 1972. 


Rev. Richard Bryant now 
serves the church, adding to a 
heritage which includes 29 
pastors and two interim pastors. 


Mrs. Gladys Whetstone headed 
the program comittee which plan- 
ned the event. Committee 
members were: Alice Brum- 
baugh, Billie Ann Ward, Sadie 
Little, Louise Lucas.

If a vote were taken last week, the people of Shelby County would 
elect not to sell Shelby Medical Center. 
That’s the public sentiment indicated in an independent telephone 
survey conducted last week by Connections, Inc., a Mountain Brook 
based survey firm which was hired by Shelby Health Services Founda- 


tions to conduct the poll. 


The survey, taken Wednesday and Thursday evenings in 11 Shelby 
County telephone exchange areas, showed that 72 percent of those 
polled were for a county owned hospital managed by a local founda- 
tion and controlled by the hospital board. 

Sixty-two percent said that the would vote against the sale of the 
hospital if a countywide vote were held today. Sixty percent said they 
thought hospital care cost would increase if the hospital were sold, 
while 13 percent thought it would decrease. 

Connections vice president and co-owner Louis Wilhite said the 
foundation told him of the proposed sale, of media coverage on the 
issue, and that one of the county commissioners had suggested that 
such a survey would be a useful tool in determining public opinion on

SMC sale: crazy 


Sixty-two percent of Shelby County 
people polled last week in an independent 
telephone survey said they would vote 
against the sale of Shelby Medical Center. 
We weren’t called, but we would have 
thrown our two cents worth in the same 
pot. 

Because the pollsters did not ask 
‘‘why’’ people were opposed to selling 
SMC, we can only speculate at the reason- 
ing behind their answer. But we do know 
why we feel the way we do. 

First, state law mandates that the coun- 
ty commission pay for indigent health 
care. Trust fund or not, we have doubts 
that there would be enough money 
available from any sale of the hospital to 
cover the medical needs of the poor peo- 
ple in Shelby County. 

As far as that goes, considering what 
it’s buying us, the four mills tax (about $1 
million) now going to retire a $12 million 
building bond at SMC, isn’t really a bad 
price. 

That bond enabled the hospital to ex- 
pand to the point where it can afford to 
absorb some $3.8 million in indigent care 
last year alone. If the hospital didn’t pay 
that tab -- and if a for-profit chain owned 
SMC, it would not pay for indigent care -- 
the county would be liable for the cost, 
and we bet our bottom tax dollar that 
we’d all be paying more than four mills in 
hospital taxes. 

Also, we don’t see anybody coming in- 
to Shelby County to make a return on a 
$45 million investment -- a price offered

by one realtor -- and not increasing pa- 
tient costs. (An executive with one of the 
nation’s major hospital chains has con- 
firmed this with us by telephone.) 

If $45 million for SMC sounds too 
good to be true, it probably is. 

Moreover, there’s still the matter of the 
contract with the newly formed and con- 
troversial foundation. Until such a time as 
a judge rules that contract to be illegal -- 
and one shot at killing it has already failed 
in court -- it remains binding. 

This binding contract gives the founda- 
tion first refusal rights if the hospital goes 
up for sale. 

We’re not judges or attorneys, but 
from our studies of the contract it appears 
that once the foundation pays off the $12 
million bond indebtedness, it can pay off 
the balance of the sales price over 20 years 
in either future indigent writeoffs, or by 
back billing the county for past indigent 
care. 

That’s not selling the hospital, you say, 
that’s giving it away. And you’re right. 

The foundation talks a lot about how it 
can now legally diversify and better com- 
pete and serve in a health market we calla 
corporate battlefield. We hope this is 
true. 

But if you press some of those involved 
with the foundation, they will tell you that 
the bottom line in setting up the founda- 
tion was to block the sale of the hospital 
to a for-profit organization. 

Even if one discards other good reasons 
for not selling SMC, the sales stipulations 
in the foundation’s contract make the the 
notion of selling the hospital plain crazy. 
However, since no one in his or her right 
mind would want to give away the 
hospital -- we seriously hope -- it could be 
that the foundation has been successful in 
accomplishing what the majority of the 
people polled last week said they want. 

Whether or not the ends justify the 
means, whether or not the foundation 
wears a white hat or black hat, only time 
will tell. 

Meanwhile, as far as we’re concerned, 
selling our hospital has gone from a bad 
idea, to a crazy one. And that’s a point 
worth thinking about if and when the 
question comes up again.

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Cougars spoil SA homecoming

In the Shelby Academy Raider pre — game war- 
mup huddle, SA head man Dewayne Kervin asked 
questions his team had heard before. 

“On offense you ... 

‘*BLOCK,”’ answered the Raiders. 

*‘On defense you... 

“‘TACKLE!”’ 

‘‘And if you do something wrong... 

“YOU DO IT FULL SPEED.” 

‘“‘That’s right,’’ said Kervin. ‘‘You do it full 

speed.’”’ 
Less than half a football game later, Kervin had 
a full speed run-in with officials. Right or wrong, 
the penalities that followed — — paired with the 
second half that was played with Kervin 
noticeably absent from the sideline — — left the 
Raiders working at a disadvantage and eventually 
at the short end of a 21 — 13 score. 

In a game filled with first half penalities, the 
visiting Southern Cougars spoiled the Shelby 
Academy homecoming festivities. Kervin, 
however, refused to blame the loss on the of- 


ficiating alone, saying —— after watching the 
game films — — that his Raiders ‘‘made a lot of 
mistakes.”’ 


Many of those mistakes came in the second 
half, which Kervin was forced to miss after being 
ejected from the contest with little more than a 
minute remaining in the first half. 


The Raiders opened in good fashion with a 
66-yard scoring drive on their first possession. 
Doug Thomas passed 32 yards to Jeff Dunaway 
for the TD, with Vince Pickett adding the PAT for 
a 7-0 lead. 

Southern answered with a drive that resulted in 
a TD on the first play of the second period. The 
Cougars two-point conversion gave the visitors 
an 8-7 lead. 

From that point, the game turned downhill for

Shelby. On a drive aided by 60 yards of penalities 
(45 of which were stepped off against Kervin), 
Southern scored a second touchdown moments 
before the close of the half. It was on this drive 
that Kervin’s discussion with the officials occured. 

“They were simply over— officiating the 
game,”’ he said later. ‘‘They said I was on the field 
cursing them, but I did not do that.”’ : 

Kervin said that he asked the referee for a listing 
of the officials names, saying that they would not 
again call a contest at Shelby. = i 

The discussion resulted in Kervin’s ejection 
from the game, and 45 yards in penalties. 

In the second half, the Raiders appeared to be 
driving for a tying score when a pass interception 
halted the march. The intercept was turned into a 
66-yard touchdown run that made the Southern 
lead 21-7. 

The Raiders added a late score on an 11-yard 
pass from Jeff Dunaway to Doug Thomas, but 
could not draw closer than 21-13. 

The Shelby defense -- which gave up only 10 
yards in second half offense -- was led by Vince 
Pickett and David Ingram. Mike Upton led the 
Raider’s offensive effort with 91 yards rushing. 

As a team, the Raiders amassed 325 yards in 
total offense while the defense allowed only 110. 

It was, however, one of those game where Ker- 
vin said, ‘‘It just doesn’t pay to show up.”’ 

Following the contest, the Shelby fans and 
players who were asked, were all supportive of 
Kervin. 

‘I didn’t see him do anything wrong,”’ said Bill 
Townsley. ‘‘I back him as a board member. I pro- 
bably would have pulled the team.”’ 

Senior Robert Thomas echoed the sentiment. 

**Coach Kervin was in the right. I’d back him 
whatever he did.”’ 

‘*It was a no win situation,’’ said one fan who 
asked that his name not be used. ‘‘But sometimes 
you have to stand up for principles.’’

STATE OF ALABAMA 
PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 

WHEREAS, the Alabama 
Legislature at its First Special Ses- 
sion of 1981 ordered an election to be 
held by the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama on a certain pro- 
posed amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama, set out here as Act 
No. 81-889, and further ordered in 
Act No. 81-889 that such election be 
held at the first statewide primary 
or general election after the expira- 
tion of three (3) months from the 
final adjournment of the First 
Special Session of 1981; and 

WHEREAS, the Alabama 
Legislature at its Third Special Ses- 
sion of 1981, by House Joint Resolu- 
tion 75 as set out in Act No. 81-1190, 
ordered the election date on this pro- 
posed constitutional amendment 
postponed until the September 1982 
primary or November 1982 general 
election, and then further at its 
Regular Session of 1982, by House 
Joint Resolution 165 as set out in Act 
No, 82-414, ordered the election date 
postponed again until the first 
primary or general election in 1984; 


WHEREAS, the Alabama 
Legislature at its Regular Session of 
1982, by House Joint Resolution 166 
as set out in Act No. 82-270. further 
ordered that Act No. 81-889 setting 
out this amendment be returned by 
the Secretary of State to the 
Legislature for further considera- 
tion, and also declared that tne set- 
ting of the election date at the 
September 1982 primary or the 
November 1982 general election be 
rescinded; and 

WHEREAS, the Alabama 
Legislature, also at ifs Regular Ses- 
sion of 1982, by House Joint Resolu: 
tion 165 as set out in Act No. 82-414, 
further ordered that the election on 
this proposed amendment be held at 
the first primary or general election 
in 1984; and 

WHEREAS, as a result of conflic 
ting expressions of Legislative in- 
tent regarding the date of and the 
necessity for an election on this pro- 
posed amendment, and asa result of 
litigation that arose regarding the 
validity of this amendment, an elec- 
tion date has finally been set by 
Judge William R. Gordon, Circuit 
Judge of the Fifteenth Judicial Cir- 
cuit, in his ruling in the case of 
Siegelman Vv. Hobbie, ef al., case 
number CV 84-373 - G, Montgomery 
County, such election on this propos- 
ed constitutional amendment to be 
held at the November 6, 1984 
General Election: and 

WHEREAS, nofice of such elec 
tion, together with this proposed 
amendment, is required by law and 
by the provisions of Act No. 81-889 to 
be given by a Proclamation of the 
Governor, to be published in every 
county in the State of Alabama for 
four successive weeks next 
preceding the day appointed for the 
election, in a newspaper published in 
each such county; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, George C. 
Wallace, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tuesday 
the sixth day of November, 1984, an 
election will be held at the several 
polling places within the State of 
Alabama in the manner and form 
Provided by law_upon the following 
Proposed amendment to the Con- 
Stitution of 1901 of the State of 
Alabama: 


"(A) The following words 


and phrases, whenever used in 
this Amendment, shat! have 
the following respective 
meanings: 

“Basic Appropriations’ 
means, with respect to any 
regular session of the 
Legislature, such appropria- 
tions as the Legisiature may 
deem appropriate for the ex- 
penditures by the State during 
the ensuing Budget Period for 
the ordinary expenses of the 
executive, legisiative and 
judicial departments of the 
State, for payment of the 
Public debt, and for education 
(excluding, however, any item 
within the scope of the forego- 
ing that is at the time provided 
for by a continuing appropria- 
tion or otherwise). 

“Budget Period’’ means a 
fiscal year of the State or such 
period other than fiscal year 
as may hereafter be fixed by 
law as the period with respect 
to which State budgets are 
Prepared and State appropria- 
tions are made. 

(B) On or before the second 
legislative day of each regular 
session of the Legislature, 
beginning with the first 
regular session after January 
1, 1983, the Governor shall 
transmit to the Legistature for 
its consideration a proposed 
budget for the then next ensu- 
ing Budget Period. 

(C) The duty of the 
Legislature at any regular 
session to make the Basic Ap- 
propriations for any Budget 
Period that will commence 
before the first day of any suc- 
ceeding regular session shall 
be paramount; and, accor- 
dingly, beginning with the 
first regular session held after 
January 1, 1983, no bill (other 
than a bill making any of the 
Basic Appropriations) shall be 
signed by either the presiding 
officer of the House or Senate 
and transmitted to the other 
house until bills making the 
Basic Appropriations for the 
then ensuing Budget Period 
shall have been signed by the 
Presiding officer of each 
House of the Legislature in ac- 
cordance with Section 66 of 
this Constitution and 
presented to the Governor in 
accordance with Section 125 of 
this Constitution; provided, 
that this paragraph (C) shall 
not affect the adoption of 
resolutions or the conduct of 
any other legislative functions 
that do not require a third 
reading; and provided fur- 
ther, that following adoption, 
by vote of either house of not 
less than three-fifths of a 
quorum present, of a resolu- 
tion declaring that the provi- 
sions of this paragraph (C) 
shall not be applicable in that 
house to a4 particular bill, 
which shall be specified in 
said resolution by number and 
title, the bill so specified may 
Proceed tc final passage 
therein. 

(DB) Upon the signing and 
presentation to the Governor 
in accordance with the said 
Sections 66 and 125 of bills 
making the Basic Appropria- 
tions, the provisions of the 
foregoing paragraph (C) pro- 
hibiting the final passage of 
bills in the House and Senate 
(other than bills making any 


part of the Basic Appropria- 
tions) shall cease to be effec- 


tive and shall not be revived or

*All spouse abusers come from 
violent homes. 

eThe victim of abuse is always 
innocent. 

These are two of the 
misconceptions about domestic 
violence. 

Karen Lovvorn-Long, director 
of the HomePeace program in 
Birmingham, says that while 
abusers often come from violent 
homes, this is not the general 
rule. 

In the case of the ‘‘innocent’’ 
victim, she says that they are 
often aware of the kind of 
behavior that triggers their mate 
to violence. 

The HomePeace program -- 
which until recently has been call- 
ed the Family Violence Project -- 
was founded in 1979 to offer help 
and safe shelter to victims of 
spouse abuse in Shelby County 
and neighboring areas. 

There is a confidential shelter 
in the city which provides a wide 
range of referral, legal and 
counseling services for family 
members who are abused, as well 
as for the abusers. 

These include a 24-hour hot 
line and emergency intake to the 
shelter, support services, and the

“I was brought up with a long list of ‘ladies 
can’t...’ For instance, women didn’t work unless 
they absolutely had to. 

‘‘My mother was a lady. What a lady did -- it 
sounds great -- was supervise the household help 
while her husband worked. At three o’clock, when 
everything was perfectly neat, she’d freshen up 
and then wait for my father. 

**He’d come in and have a drink and they sit 
and discuss world events until dinner was ready at 
7:30. We didn’t have to dress formally for dinner, 
but we had to put on clean clothes. It was all 
rather proper.’’ 

With her father, Roger, being a well off 
businessman, and with her mother’s determina- 
tion to raise a lady, it might have seemed to the 
family that the basic -- if not protected and 
isolated -- direction in Fran’s life was pretty well 
etched out. 

Fran, however, was tinted with a colorful streak 
of Texan non-conformity. 

To boot, at an early age she began to develope 
artistic inclinations which -- tempered with a flair 
towards the dramatic inheirted from her father -- 
set her course in different direction than her 
parents had planned. 

At age two, she was drawing faces. 
what I could do.”’ 

Her parents wanted what she drew to be pretty, 
good and nice, she explains. But somehow, that 
didn’t sit true with her.

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HomePeace 


aids abuse 


victims

eAll spouse abusers come from 
violent homes. 

eThe victim of abuse is always 
innocent. 

These are two of the 
misconceptions about domestic 
violence. 

Karen Lovvorn-Long, director 
of the HomePeace program in 
Birmingham, says that while 
abusers often come from violent 
homes, this is not the general 
rule. 

In the case of the ‘‘innocent’’ 
victim, she says that they are 
often aware of the kind of 
behavior that triggers their mate 
to violence. 

The HomePeace program -- 
which until recently has been call- 
ed the Family Violence Project -- 
was founded in 1979 to offer help 
and safe shelter to victims of 
spouse abuse in Shelby County 
and neighboring areas. 

There is a confidential shelter 
in the city which provides a wide 
range of referral, legal and 
counseling services for family 
members who are abused, as well 
as for the abusers. 

These include a 24-hour hot 
line and emergency intake to the 
shelter, support services, and the

Following the catastrophes, the 
congregation occupied the pre- 
sent day building in 1911. 

Sunday School rooms were 
completed in 1929, an educa- 
tional wing in 1936, and a new 
parsonage in 1962.

‘*It just makes me work harder,’’ Johnnie said 
of the disease. ‘‘Twirling sometimes helps me take 
my mind off of it.”’

As any proper person knows, 
one should never have their name 
in the paper but three times: 
birth, marriage and death. The 
contest prize was forfeited. 

By age 16, Fran’s artist abilities 
had already earned her three 
scholarships. Eventually, she 
would graduate from the Univer- 
sity of Houston with a bachelor 
of fine arts degree. 

‘‘But I had problems at col- 
lege,’ she says. ‘‘They wanted 
me to reveal myself.’’ 

Beyond any frustrations and 
uncertainties, there were ap- 
parently two things to which Fran 
was committed, and which even- 
tually came out: (1) she didn’t 
want to be a “‘lady,’’ and, (2) she 
did want to be a good painter. 

“I had to decide to do it, to 
make it myself, It’s easier to say, 
‘I could have been a famous 
painter, but I didn’t have time.’”’ 

Her time became consumed 
with a man from South Dakota 
named Harold -- she calls him 
Hal -- Knueppel, an engineer by 
career. 

“I got married and had three 
little kids (later four). I tried to 
live like a lady, but didn’t have 
any help, and that just doesn’t 
work. It took me about ten years 
to figure out that was crazy.”’ 

More time was taken up with 
involvement in Texas politics, the 
League of Women Voters, 
writing features for a weekly 
newspaper, and working for the 
American Field Service finding 
homes for exchange students. 

Some ten years ago the Knuep- 
pels decided to build a house out- 
side Houston. Despite what 
‘ladies shouldn’t,’’ Fran did the 
roofing, framing, insulating, and 
says, ‘‘I loved it!”’ 

All this time, she worked on 
her committment -- painting. She 
found landscapes easy to paint, 
and easy to sale, but she did not 
limit herself. 

A self-proclaimed ‘‘colorist’’, 
her works -- with their subtle 
humor, underlying meanings, 
and reoccuring symbols such as 
bird cages, eggs and period hats -- 
started hanging in galleries and 
shows; she was commissioned to 
do the cover for the program to 
the finals of the World Tennis 
Championship in Dallas. Ina city 
with a strong art community, 
Fran Knueppe! made a name for 
herself and developed a follow- 
ing. 

Much of her paintings and 
statements come from her life, 
and after her father died four 
years ago, empty rooms keep fin- 
ding their way into Fran’s work. 
Later, windows appeared in the 
rooms, letting in light and nature. 

“I want my paintings to peek 
your interest,’ Fran says. ‘‘My 
paintings are often about passive 
people with things going on 
around them -- people letting 
things happen to them. But I’m 
not like that. I’d rather fight.’’ 

“A lot of my background is 
what I paint. The ‘Southern 
Lady’ for instance -- that’s a life 
that isn’t appropriate for the 
world today, Besides, you miss 
something if you’re isolated from 
the real world, if you keep your 
head in the sand.’’ 

But taking one’s head out of 
the sand -- and painting accor- 
dingly -- is risky. You expose 
yourself. Fran says that risk, that 
exposure, is fun, but it also sets 
one up for disappointment, 

whether the risk was taken in life, 
or blended on canvas with oils 
and acrylics.

‘*That was a mightly lonely time,’’ says Garner. ‘‘then it was 
time for little league. One day Elizabeth called...” 

The problem of child molestation began to concern Elizabeth 
Patt last April. She contacted Gilmer in Washington, who in turn 
gave her Garner’s phone number. 

Reaching Garner was not easy, and it was several months before 
contact was made. In the meantime, Patt began making friends 
with a new neighbor, Susan Clark. 

“*In the process of getting to know Susan, I brought up abuse, 
and said I was very hyped on it,’’ says Patt. 

Initially, Clark — who had ‘*been around the block a few times” 
with other projects was lukewarm to Patt’s urging to do 
something locally about the problem. Until she could see some 
tangible way of getting something done, she didn’t want to waste 
her time. 

‘*] think that’s anybody’s approach to a problem that doesn’t 
directly effect them,’’ Clark says. ‘‘People don’t think it (abuse or 
molestation) could happen to their children. But it could.’ 

‘*Pinally, we talked to Jeane and that was the turning point,”’ 
Patt says. *‘That’s when the ball began to roll.”’ 

‘*We decided to start our own group,”’ says Garner. They met at 
the end of July, along with Katherine Grindle of Mountain Brook 
who soon departed to return to school.

‘*That the community is responding this way before we've really 
gone out and asked for money, is great,’’ Clark says. ‘‘It makes it 
easier for us, and makes us much more confident in our ap- 
proach.’’ 

Their approach appears to be taking off swiftly, On Oct. 24, 
Hands Off will participate in a panel discussion at Birmingham 
Cable in connection with a new, nationwide program connected 
with Child Find. 

This Friday the group will give talks at the Shelby County Area 
Vocational School, and at the end of the month it is scheduled for 
the Sunday Report on Channel 13. 

Other programs are set for the Nov. 5 Baptist Ministers Con- 
ference at the Triple J Restaurant in Alabaster, and in December 
with two Helena Brownie troops.

Dust poses danger on Columbiana road

The city of Columbiana put chert on the Walker-Nelson Road 
several years ago when residents living along the road off County 47 
South complained of pot holes. 

Last Thursday, residents were back to tell the council the road really 
needs to be paved. 

At the same time the chert was put on, the city did some more work 
on the road, straightening and extending it to connect with the Egg 
and Butter Road. 

Joyce Lacey said that the increased traffic stirs up so much dirt that 
it affects the health and safety of the families who live there. 

She told the council that every time a window or door is opened, her 
house fills with dust and bothers her son who suffers from asthma. 

The dust is sometimes so thick, Lacey said, that motorists can 
hardly see the car ahead or the children who are playing along the 
road. 

Mayor Buck Falkner said that it had probably been a mistake for 
the council to build the road through without having the funds to pave 
it. 

Another danger mentioned by Jasper Wood was the speed at which 
cars travel. 

Wood said that there is no speed limit along the road and motorists 
drive like the road is a freeway. 


Approximately 16 families live on Walker-Nelson Road and on 
roads leading off it, with new families building there all the time, 
Lacey said. 

The mayor appointed a committee composed of Frank Owen, 
Willard Cross and Harold McCord to study the situation and to make 
a recommendation to the council. 


‘They will have to see if we can afford it and what our priorities 
are,’’ the mayor said. 

A request for a mobile home in the city limits that was made at the 
previous meeting, was brought up again Thursday. 

Wiley Bibb told the council there had once been a mobile home on 
the Lester Street lot where Bobbie Joe Walton now wants to put a 
mobile home. 

But Falkner said the council will not act on any more mobile home 
requests until the city adopts an ordinance setting up specific 
regulations. 

At a called meeting two days earlier, council members were given 
mobile home ordinances used by other cities so they could study them. 

In connection with the study the public safety committee is doing on 
the police department, Columbiana resident Bob Hume presented 
some information he had gathered on two vandalisms. One was at the 
Boy Scout Hut, the other at the unoccupied Greenwald home. 

A study of the operation of the police department was instigated at 
the previous council meeting when two council members expressed 
dissatisfaction with the performance of police chief Howell Horn. 

Horn was reappointed to his position by a majority vote, but the 
council agreed to take a close look at the department. 

Hume wanted his information incorporated into the minutes of the 
meeting, but the mayor said he wanted the city attorney to look it over 
first. 

Bibb cautioned the council to act only on fact and not innuendo in 
any decision they make. ‘‘You must have proof,’’ he said. 

In other business, the council named three people to city boards. 

Glenn Milstead was named to the medical clinic board; Stancil 
Handley to the industrial development board, and Randy Roe to the 
park and recreation board.

Land deal draws controversy

Short of burial plots, it might 
have been Shelby County’s 
smallest recorded land 
transaction had it gone through. 

But Monday morning, after 
receiving an opinion from the 
Office of the Attorney General, a 
frustrated Shelby County 
Commission voted not to sell a 
small strip of county land next to 
the courthouse because of what 
commissioners indicated was an 
undue amount of controversy 
over the sale. 

The 400 square foot strip of 
land - big enough to accomodate 
but two parked cars - was initially 
sought for expansion purposes by 
Shelby County Abstract, a title 
firm in business next to the 
courthouse since 1903. 

The commission had indicated 
several months ago that it was 
willing to sell the strip to the title 
company at a fair price. After 
paying for an appraisal, firm 
representative Mike Atchison 
offered $600 for the land - $100 
over the appraisal. 

Alabaster realtor Sherman 
Holland then came forward and 
said that if the county land was to 
be sold, ti should bring the 
taxpayers the best price. He 
offered $1,200 for the land. 

Monday, Commission 
Chairman Tommy Snowden read 


an attorney general’s opinion 
that said the county may sell the 
land, and that ‘‘public policy 
dictates that the property be sold 
for the highest price offered.’’ 

Commissioner Harold 
Davenport urged taking 
Atchison’s $600 offer, noting the 
firm’s long standings and need to 
expand. He noted that the county 
had offered 10 acres free to a 
company that once thought 
about locating in Shelby County. 

When county attorney Frank

Little goblins, witches, pirates 
and princesses will be running 
across yards, porches and streets. 
To ensure a safe Halloween, the 
Attorney General’s Office of 


Consumer Protection urges 
parents to follow special 
precautions. 

eCostumes are a major 


concern, Make sure that they are 
fire resistant. Check costumes, 
masks, beards and wigs for 
“‘Flameproof’’ labels. Avoid 
flimsy materials and outfits with 
baggy sleeves and illowing skirts. 


Bright and light colors will help 
make the costume and the child 
more visible to motorists on the 


dimly lighted residential streets. 
Reflective tape and flashlights 
could prevent tragedy. 

*Nevel allow children to carry 
candles or other open flame 
devices. Candle-lighted 
pumpkins on doorsteps ot 
candles in protable pumpkins 
that a child carries around will 
have flames eagerly awaiting to 
ignite a thread from a long 
flowing costume. 

Parents of younger children 
should always follow these safety 
guidelines: 

1) Young children should 
always be accompanied by a 
responsible older person when 
out trick-or-trealing, 

2) Tell youngsters to avoid 
running across lawns or 
backyards becuase they could trip 
over lawn ornaments or run into 


clotheslines which are almost 
invisible in the dark. 

3) Children should not eat any 
of the treats collected until the 
parents have examined them, 
Glass, drugs, poison, razor 
blades, and pins have been found 
in treats passed out by real life 
ghouls. 

4) Always trick-or-treat in your 
own neighborhood where you are 
familiar with the street and the 
neighbors. 

5) Remind the excited children 
of the everyday rules of safety 
such as to avoid dashing out 
between parked cars, etc. 

Foresight can often prevent 
accidents from happening. A few 
simple warnings given 
particularly to younger children, 
might be the difference between 
life and death.

WHEREAS, the Alabama 

Legislature at its First Special Ses 
sion of 1981 ordered an election to be 
held by the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama on a certain pro 
posed amendment to the Constifu 
tion of Alabama, set out here as Act 
No. 81-889, and further ordered in 
Act No, 81-889 that such election be 
held at the tirst statewide primary 
or general election after the expira 
tion of three (3) months from the 
final adjournment of the First 
Special Session of 1981; and 

WHEREAS, the Alabama 
Legislature at its Third Special Ses 
sion of 1981, by House Joint Resolu 
tion 75 as set out in Act No. 81-1190, 
ordered the election date on this pro 
posed constitutional amendment 
postponed until the September 1982 
primary or November 1982 general 
election, and then further at its 
Regular Session of 1982, by House 
Joint Resolution 165 as set out in Act 
No. 82-414, ordered the election date 
postponed again until the first 
primary or general election in 1984; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Alabama 
Legislature at its Regular Session of 
1982, by House Joint Resolution 166 
as set out in Act No. 82-270. further 
ordered that Act No. 81-889 setting 
out this amendment be returned by 
the Secretary of State to the 
Legislature for further considera: 
tion, and also deciared that the se? 
ting of the election date at the 
September 1982 primary or the 
November 1982 general election be 
rescinded, and 

WHEREAS, the Alabama 
Legislature, also at its Regular Ses 
sion of 1982, by House Joint Resolu 
tion 165 as set out in Act No. 82-414, 
further ordered that the election on 
this proposed amendment be held at 
the first primary or general election 
nN 1984; and 

WHEREAS, as a result of conflic 
ting expressions of Legislative in 
tent regarding the date of and the 
necessity for an election on this pro 
posed amendment, and as a result of 
litigation that arose regarding the 
Validity of this amendment, an elec 
tion date has finally been set by 
Judge William R. Gordon, Circuit 
Judge of the Fifteenth Judicial Cir 
cuit, in his ruling in the case of 
Siegelman v. Hobbie, ef al, case 
Number CV 84-373. G, Montgomery 
County, such election on this propos 
®0 constitutional amendment to be 
held at the November 6, 1984 
General Election; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elec 
tion, together with this proposed 
amendment, is required by law and 
by the provisions of Act No. 81 889 to 
be given by a Proclamation of the 
Governor, to be published in every 
county in the State of Alabama for 
four successive weeks next 
Preceding the day appointed for the 
election, ina newspaper published in 
®ach such county; 

NOW, THEREFORE, |, George C 
Wallace, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice. 
direct and prociaim that on Tuesday 
the sixth day of November, 1984, an 
election will be held at the several 
Polling places within the State of 
Alabama in the manner and form 
Provided by law upon the following 
Proposed amendment to the Con 
Stitution of 1901 of the State of 
Alabama: 

"(A) The following words 


and phrases, whenever used in 
this Amendment, shall have 
the following respective 
meanings: 

‘Basic Appropriations’’ 
means, with respecf to any 
regular session of the 
Legislature, such appropria 
tions as the Legisiature may 
deem appropriate for the ex 
penditures by the State during 
the ensuing Budget Period for 
the ordinary expenses of the 
executive, legisiative and 
judicial departments of the 
State, for payment of the 
public debt, and for education 
(excluding, however, any iter 
within the scope of the forego 
ing that is at the time provided 
for by a continuing appropria 
tion or otherwise) 

“Budget Period’’ means a 
fiscal year of the State or such 
period other than tiscal year 
as may hereafter be fixed by 
law as the period with respect 
to which State budgets are 
prepared and Stale appropria 
tions are made 

(B) On or before the second 
legislative day of each regular 
session of the Legislature 
beginning with the first 
regular session after January 
1. 1983, the Governor shall 
transmit to the Legislature for 
its consideration a proposed 
budget for the then next ensu 
ing Budget Period 

(Cc) The duty of the 
Legislature af any regular 
session to make the Basic Ap 
propriations for any Budget 
Period that will commence 
before the first day of any suc 
ceeding regular session shal! 
be paramount; and, accor 
dingly, beginning with the 
first requiar session held after 
January 1, 1983, no bill (other 
than a bill making any of the 
Basic Appropriations) shall be 
signed by either the presiding 
officer of the House or Senate 
ano transmitted to the other 
house until bills making the 
Basic Appropriations for the 
then ensuing Budget Period 
shall have been signed by the 
presiding officer of each 
House of the Legislature in ac

proceed to final passage 
therein. 
(D) Upon the signing and 


presentation to the Governor 
in accordance with the said 
Sections 66 and 125 of bills

The idea of being the mascot came from a science teacher at 
Thompson Middle. ‘‘Mrs. Daniel thought it would be a good idea, so 
I asked my parents and here | am,’’ Byrd said. 

One of the most interesting parts of the job for Byrd was resear- 
ching the proper clothes to wear. Byrd’s dress is authentic Navajo 
warrior’s attire. His family already had most of the pieces, but elkskin 
for his breeches had to be added before the ensemble was complete. 

‘It was interesting trying to find out exactly how I should dress,”’ 
he said, 

As with all jobs, being a mascot has advantages and disadvantages. 
“Girls walk Over on the sidelines and | can stand and talk to them,”’ 
Byrd said. ‘‘I sure wouldn't do that if I weren’t the Indian.’’ 

The disadvantage becomes evident as Byrd relates his most comical 
experience as a mascot. ‘*The first time they tried to get me to do a 
dance would have to be the funniest,’’ he said. ‘*l just don’t know 
how.”’ 

Byrd says he enjoys going to the games and meeting all of the peo- 
ple. In the future, he may value even more the opportunity to live out 

even in a small way his Indian heritage.

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Ed budget tops 
$31.6 million 


by Bert Seaman 

The Shelby County Board of Education has approved a $31.6 
million budget for the 1984-85 school year. 

Although $1.3 million of the budget is designated for school con- 
struction, superintendent of education Ellie Glasscox said that 
amount falls far short of what is needed. 

During the next 7 —8 years, it will take $20 million to take care of all 
the building needs because of the rapidly increasing student popula- 
tion, Glasscox said. 

This year, the school system expects to get $5.5 million in local 
revenue. Ad valorem taxes and the money derived from car tag sales is 
expected to bring in $3.6 million; sales tax, $1.7 million and beer tax 
money, $136,000. 

Federal funding coming to the school system this year will amount 
to $2.3 million, but the bulk of the school system's support — 68 per- 
cent — comes from the state. 

The state funding this year will amount to $20.2 million, plus some 
$655,194 in one-time monies. 

Of the one-time funds, the board will use $483,356 to purchase 
18-19 new school buses; $76,122 for school libraries; $17,122 for 
math, science and computer supplies; $12,973 for the vocational pro- 
gram; and $59,926 to pay for teacher aides. 

With a child nutrition program which feeds 10,000 students, 
Glasscox said that the United States Department of Agriculture reim- 
burses the program in the amount of $1 million. 

Glasscox said that $162,863 of that money will go towards air con- 
ditioning seven school lunchrooms this year. 

Helena wasn’t included in that category, but the superintendent said 
he hoped that funding slated for new construction could be used for 
renovation of the lunchroom there. 

Glasscox said that average daily enrollment (ADE) allotments to

The board will pay $2.2. million for maintenance and operations. 
Glasscox pointed out that there had been a ten percent increase in 
utility bills — which topped $1 million last year — and a $370,000 in- 


crease in maintenance. 


Additional air conditioning accounted for the increase in utility 
bills, Glasscox explained, with the increase in maintenance costs 
resulting from the age of many of the school buildings. 

Jim Davis, the board’s financial coordiantior, said that the sytem is 
right on budget in most areas for the 1983-84 fiscal year. 

That was despite the school sytem being shorted $670,000 by the 
state. Glasscox said that the public school trust fund came short 
because an anticiapted $5 million in state ad valorem taxes did not 


come in, 


He said that State Superintendent of Education Wayne Teague has 
filed a suit to recover the lost revenue. 

Glasscox there is an estimated $200 million in unappropriated 
surplus in the state’s special education trust fund.

I have just finished re-reading 
the article ‘‘Vandiver District 
Draws Flack’’ and I can’t help 
but be concerned that one item in 
the law could be played up 
enough to cause a ‘‘no’’ vote. 
Having served as president of the 
department for six years I fully 
realize the jealousies and discords 
that can enter into community af- 
fairs.

No one seems to object to the 
$20 per year (the lowest in the 
area) yet few have paid it. In spite 
of this, we have three trucks with 
a combined carrying capacity of 
over 4,000 gallons of water, and 
equipped with capable pumps, an 
army 6-by for woods fires, and a 
well equipped emergency vehicle - 
with only a small indebtedness. 


Also, a heated fire-house that can 
store but two trucks. 

In most areas fire protection is 
a tax supported department, and 
certainly regarded as an essential 
community function - along with 
roads, water, sewers, and police 
protection. Do citizens have the 
right to@#freedom of choice’ for 
these taxa@s - or gasoline taxes, or 
income taxes? Do these people 
want the men on the fire truck to 
exercise ‘‘freedom of choice’’ 
when their house is on fire?, 

How many taxes can you pay 
that reduce your insurance 
premium by more ¢han the tax? 
We have already reduced them by 
away more than the twenty 
dollars that we have asked for, 
and that applies to Sterrett and 
Dunnavant. I have also heard 
that one company is cancelling 
Class 9 policies - that is a real in- 
centive to vote ‘‘yes’’. 


Also, you still have the oppor- 
tunity to appeal to the Board if 
you are unable to pay - another 
feature that few taxes provide. 
Remember that you are voting 
only for the fire district law and 
five ‘temporary’ trustees - if there 
are others you prefer, all you 
have to do is get a petition with 
25 signatures prior to the election 
of the permanent trustees, elected 
for terms of two and four years.

What to many seems like the longest 
presidential campaign in history (it started 
months ago with the lowa caucus) comes to a 
welcomed end next Tuesday. On that day the 
voters will determine if the pollsters are right. 
The latter have unanimously predicted a win of 
near-landslide proportions for the incumbent, 
Ronald Reagan. 

In Alabama the polls have said much the 
same thing -- that Reagan will get a huge ma- 


jority of the white votes, Mondale will get a. 


huge majority of the black votes... and sincé 
there are more white voters than blacks, 
Reagan will win by a comfortable margin. 

Four years ago Reagan beat incumbent Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter by a paper-thin margin of 
19,000 votes. The fearless forecasters say it 
won’t be that close this time. Time will tell. 

The other two statewide races in Alabama are 
also expected to be one-sided... if the pollsters 
are correct. U.S. Sen. Howell Heflin, a 
Democrat, is heavily favored to destroy 
Republican hopeful Albert Lee Smith, himself 
a former congressman. 

PSC President JIm Sullivan is an odds-on 
favorite to defeat Republican challenger Gor- 
don Tucker. Sullivan in fact may write his name 
in the Alabama election record book. If it is a 
big turnout, as expected, Sullivan may get the 
biggest vote ever received by a candidate for 
state officein Alabama.

with interest, In the Ist District (Mobile area) 
Democrat Frank McWright and Republican 
Sonny Callahan (a former Democrat) are lock- 
ed in a fierce struggle for the seat being vacated 
by Rep. Jack Edwards; Republican Rep. Bill 
Dickinson is being challenged by Democrat 
Larty Lee in the 2nd district. It would be an 
upset of major proportions if Lee won. 

In the 6th District (Birmingham), incumbent 
Democrat Ben Erdreich is a slight favorite to 
defeat Jabo Waggoner, another Democrat - 
turned - Republican. The heavy black voter 
population in Birmingham gives Erdreich the 
edge. 

Two amendments to the State Constitution 
of more than one-county import are also on the 
General Election ballot. The so-called “‘budget 
isolation’? amendment - already ratified once 
but on the ballot again because of a technicality 
- is No. 1 on the ballot. It would require the 
Legislature to approve the state budgets in a 
regular session before being allowed to vote on 
other legislation. 

Amendment No. 2 would lower hunting 
license fees for non-residents in eight Alabama 
counties -- Sumter, Choctaw, Greene, Hale, 
Pickens, Wilcox, Perry, Dallas and Wilcox 
counties. The license now is $100 a year, the 
amendmem would reduce it to $50 a year. 
Sponsors say it would attract more out-of-state 
hunters into Alabama and that would be good 
for the economy.

Lions take OT win 


Briarwood defense holds

It was a football classic... 


a tale of two defenses. 


One defense would bend but never break. 
One defense that did not waver through four quarters, but broke 


and was defeated in overtime. 


The Briarwood Lion defense bent but would not break. The Vincent 
Yellowjackets played staunch defense but broke in the end. 

The result was a 6-0 overtime win for the Lions, an upset that also 
spoiled homecoming at Vincent. 

“We won,”’ said BCHS coach Rick Sayle. ‘‘That’s about all you 
can say about it.

Vincent coach Harold Garrett felt the same way about his team’s ef- 
fort. ‘‘We played a heckuva defensive football game,’’ he said. ‘‘We 
just never could put the ball in the endzone.”’ 

Sayle was extensive in his compliments of the Yellowjacket 
defenders. 

“‘They have the most aggressive defensive unit we’ve played all 
year,’’ he said. ‘‘We have been in games where we were beaten when 
we didn’t get our ears laid back like they did. We couldn’t move the 
ball at all on them.’’ 

The Lion defense played differently. 

**Sometimes we did a real good job,’’ Sayle said. ‘‘Other times, they 
really stopped themselves.’’ 

Whatever was responsible for stopping the Jackets, the yardstick of 
the scoreboard measured a big win for the bendable Briarwood 
defense. 

The statistics of the game show the dominance of the Yellowjacket 
defense, as Vincent gave up only 63 yards in total offense for the 
night. Hidden within those stats, however, are six passing yards that 
proved to be the difference in the ballgame - a touchdown pass from 
Jimmy Collier-to Bob Farris during overtime. 

Vincent accumulated over 200 yards in total offense, only to have 
four turnovers, 85 yards in penalities, and a tough-when-it-had-to-be 
Briarwood defense keep them out of the endzone. 

Three times the BCHS Lions stopped Vincent on fourth down calls 
deep in their own territory, once on the final Vincent overtime call.

Dogs fall to Oak Grove

It has been a long and 
' sometimes hard season for 
Richard Gilliam’s Montevallo 
Bulldogs. After last Friday’s trip 
. to Oak Grove, the Dogs must

‘It’s down to a one game 
season,’’ Gilliam said after his

Rutledge had put together a 
good defensive game before get- 
ting hurt in the third period, 
recording three tackles and four 
assists in only a half of play. 

The Bulldogs got a second 
standout individual performance 
from runningback Anthony 
Prentice. The senior carried the 
football 24 times for 136 yards 
and a touchdown. That total 
gives Prentice 1,011 yards for the 
season, the first time in his car- 
reer at Montevallo that Prentice 
has broken the 1000-yard rushing 
mark. 

Throughout the _ night, 
Montevallo seemed just a step 
away from that kind of ac- 
complishment as a team.

such growers in this State, 
levy upon themselves and col- 
lect assessments, fees and 
charges, based upon the 
amount of acreage of cotton 
planted. The Legislature is 
authorized to make provisions 


for non-payment of such 
assessments. The Legislature 
shall provide for the collection 
and distribution of 
assessments or charges 
authorized hereunder and to 
provide penalties for failure to 
Pay said assessments.

Wallaces: Inverness to China

Rita and Jerry Wallace enjoy traveling. As Rita 
says, ‘‘It’s really our hobby.’’ 

Although the trips are something of a busman’s 
holiday for Jerry — who is a traveling salesman — 
he is just as enthusiastic about seeing new places as 
his wife.

‘‘But the way they were going about it, it looked 
as though it would take ten years to finish a 
building,” Jerry says. 


He says there was no sign of any type of

‘*There seemed to be a lot of idleness,’’ Rita 
says, adding that she had thought that with 
everything government owned, everyone would be 
working. 


Although the couple say that the brief China 
tour itself was depressing, it did end on a bright 
note. 

The tour group was taken to a luxurious hotel, 
which Rita says was obviously for tourists, and 
there they were served a delicious meal. 

In contrast to the austerity they had seen earlier, 
the couple say that across the street from the hotel

was a huge shopping complex. 

Jerry says that everything from groceries to 
televisions and washing machines were sold there. 

But most of the Chinese, Rita says, still shop for 
food at the open air stalls along the street. 

Rita was impressed with the cloisene for sale in 
the shopping mall — especially the vases which 
sold for $25-$50 a pair. She says she also liked the 
carved jade pieces and jewelry. 

‘“‘Whenever you would start to ask about an 
item,’’ she laughs, ‘‘the merchant would im- 
mediately whip out an abacus. That’s what they 
use in place of a calculator.’’ 

Although the items were inexpensive for an 
American, they were beyond the pocketbooks of 
the Chinese. 

Jerry says that an average income would be 
$40-$50 a month, which often would be saved up 
to buy a bicycle or a water buffalo. 

The couple say they were happy to leave the 
drabness of China and get back to Hong Kong 
which they described as a city that is both modern 
and clean. 

Their hotel was on the peninsula of Kowloon, 
and to reach the island of Hong Kong, they had to 
take a ferry or drive through the underwater tun-

nel. Once there, the easiest way to get around, the 
Wallaces say, was by bus. 

‘*It was really a shopper’s paradise,’’ Rita says, 
*‘with the exchange rate of eight of their dollars 
for one American dollar.’’ 

The style of clothing was a mixture, the 
Wallaces say, with the younger people wearing 
Western attire and the older generation still dress- 
ing in the native Chinese style. 

Although the people were always polite, Rita 
says they were not very friendly. 

An historic occasion took place while the couple 
was in Hong Kbng. Rita saved the newspaper with 
the banner headline proclaiming that China will 
take over the British Crown colony in 1997. 

‘*A lot of the merchants told us they will pro- 
bably leave before then,’’ Jerry says. 

Three other Inverness couples accompanied the 
Wallaces on their trip to the Orient. They were: Jo 
and Gib Ennis, Mike and Diane Alexander and 
Bill and Myra Davis. 

The family’s next trip, Jerry says, will be out 
west, and their two daughters, Wendy, 17 and 
Heather, 13, will be going along. 

The girls also accompanied their travelling 
parents on a Caribbean cruise this summer.

was a huge shopping complex. 

Jerry says that everything from groceries to 
televisions and washing machines were sold there. 

But most of the Chinese, Rita says, still shop for 
food at the open air stalls along the street. 

Rita was impressed with the cloisene for sale in 
the shopping mall — especially the vases which 
sold for $25-$50 a pair. She says she also liked the 
carved jade pieces and jewelry. 

‘*‘Whenever you would start to ask about an 
item,’’ she laughs, ‘‘the merchant would im- 
mediately whip out an abacus. That’s what they 
use in place of a calculator.’”’ 

Although the items were inexpensive for an 
American, they were beyond the pocketbooks of 
the Chinese. 

Jerry says that an average income would be 
$40-$50 a month, which often would be saved up 
to buy a bicycle or a water buffalo. 

The couple say they were happy to leave the 
drabness of China and get back to Hong Kong 
which they described as a city that is both modern 
and clean. 

Their hotel was on the peninsula of Kowloon, 
and to reach the island of Hong Kong, they had to 
take a ferry or drive through the underwater tun-

nel. Once there, the easiest way to get around, the 
Wallaces say, was by bus. 

‘*It was really a shopper’s paradise,’’ Rita says, 
‘‘with the exchange rate of eight of their dollars 
for one American dollar.’’ 

The style of clothing was a mixture, the 
Wallaces say, with the younger people wearing 
Western attire and the older generation still dress- 
ing in the native Chinese style. 

Although the people were always polite, Rita 
says they were not very friendly. 

An historic occasion took place while the couple 
was in Hong Kbdng. Rita saved the newspaper with 
the banner headline proclaiming that China will 
take over the British Crown colony in 1997. 

**A lot of the merchants told us they will pro- 
bably leave before then,’’ Jerry says. 

Three other Inverness couples accompanied the 
Wallaces on their trip to the Orient. They were: Jo 
and Gib Ennis, Mike and Diane Alexander and 
Bill and Myra Davis. 

The family’s next trip, Jerry says, will be out 
west, and their two daughters, Wendy, 17 and 
Heather, 13, will be going along. 

The girls also accompanied their travelling 
parents on a Caribbean cruise this summer.

Flow study begins 


on stretch of Coosa 


A flow study of the 25-mile 
stretch of the Coosa River from 
Logan Martin Dam in St. Clair 
County to Wilsonville began 
Saturday, Oct. 27. 

The study is being conducted 
jointly by the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Environmental Manage- 
ment (ADEM) and the U.S. 
Geological Survey. 

The process involved injecting 
a harmless fluorescent red-dye 
tracer immediately below the 
dam on Saturday for a period of 
approximatley six to 10 hours.

‘ime-of-tra' el downstream will 
be monitore? "sing sensitive elec- 
tronic da. ices called 


fluorometers. 

Although discoloration of the 
water will be visible for several 
miles during the first day of the 
study, the material poses no 
threat to aquatic life. 

Flow study information is used 
in determining the suitability of 
selected sites for new point source 
discharges, the need for 
upgrading existing discharges, 
and in the event of sudden spills 
to predict when the pollutants 
will arrive, and in what concen- 
trations, at other points at which 
they could cause damage. 

Because minimal disruption of 
the water surface and flow is im- 
portant to the accuracy of the 
study, boating and fishing ac- 
tivites should be limited to the 
area below Kelly Creek, which is

Poll officials responsible for security 


America’s system of govern- 


ment is based on the principle of 


secret ballot elections. In order to 
keep the system operating as it 
was designed, the responsibility 
for ballot security is a job for 
many. 

Shelby County poll officials 
are responsible to see that only 
qualified, registered voters, 
assigned to their respective boxes 
and beats, vote in each election. 
They must guard against any 
election irregularity because it is 
their duty and because they are 
sworn to uphold the election laws 
contained within the Code of 
Alabama. 

Potential poll workers attend a 
school conducted by the county 


which acquaints them with these 
laws before they can work in 
local polling places. 

Actual assignments are then 
made by Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden with names chosen 
from lists submitted by the 
Democratic and Republican par- 
ties in the county. 

A second group concerned 
with ballot security is the poll 
watchers. 

The Alabama Code permits the 
poll watcher to be present at any 
polling place from just before 
balloting begins until the final 
tally is made. They are also sworn 
by law to uphold the provisions 
of the Alabama Code. 

Poll watchers are not permitted

to suggest to any person how they 
should vote or to give assistance 
to any voters. 

Voters needing assistance may 
secure it from poll officials or 
any other person they voluntarily 
solicit for aid, providing the pro- 
per paperwork is filled out and 
filed at the time. 

The poll watcher is a volunteer 
secured by either party for the 
purpose of insuring ballot securi- 
ty. 

The voter also plays a major 
role in ballot security. He has the 
right to question any election 
procedure and report any 
suspected irregularities. He is 
subject in the matter to the 
authority of the chief poll inspec-

The voter may engage in no 
electioneering within 30 feet of 
the polling place.

In the year 1816, Richard 
Crowson built a two-story log 
cabin north of Montevallo. When 
he died, he was buried behind the 
pioneer home he built. 

The log cabin has been 
remodeled by its present owners, 
Jack and Martha Ward, and 
stands on County 22 just west of 
Shelby Academy. But Crowson’s 
burial site — about a quarter ofa 
mile from the highway — has 
almost disappeared. 


Realizing that the location of 
the grave might be lost forever 
unless they acted soon, Crowson 
Family descendants chipped in to 
buy a marker. 

On Oct. 20, family members 
came from north Alabama, 
Arkansas and Mississippi to see 
the granite monument put in 
place at the old Shelby County 
homestead. 

Bricks from the fallen wall 
which once surrounded the grave 
of Richard Crowson and two 
others, lay scattered on the 
ground which is now part of a 
pasture where Jack Ward’s cows 
graze 


The family is also considering 
putting up a fence around the 
grave sites. 

Martha Ward said that a 
former resident of the cabin told 
her and her husband about the 
graves in the late 1970’s, several 
years after they bought the pro- 
perty,

After realizing that the grave 
site might be lost unless some ac- 
tion was taken, family members 
from seven states contributed to 
the fund to buy a marker. 

Elton Crowson of Florence, 
who headead up the project, says 
there are 1,400 Crowson 
households across the country. 

He says that 416 family 
members from 22 states attended 
the first family reunion held in 
Tull, Ark. in 1977. 

Although that number was ex- 
pected to double at the second 
reunion in Hot Springs two vears 
later, Crowson says that a gas 
shortage kept the number in the 
400’s. 

No other reunions have been 
planned, Crowson says, but he 
notes that a family history is 
available for those who want to 
delve into their past. 

The book was written by Dr. 
William L. Crowson of Ellisville, 
Miss. 

Elton Crowson says that he 
also plans to write a book, adding 
information that he has come 
across since the first history was 
written. 

The, first book chronicles the 
birthdate of Richard Crowson as 
April 17, 1770. He was born in 
North Carolina, the oldest of 12 
children born to William and 
Mary Thomas Crowson. 

He lived for a while in east 
Tennessee and was a first lieute- 
nant in the militia there. 


When he first moved to 


Alabama, Crowson lived around

Huntsville where he was a 
Methodist class leader. 

After moving to Shelby Coun- 
ty, he served as a justice of the 
peace when the area was still part 
of the Mississippi territory, and 
was later reappointed to the posi- 
tion when the Alabama territory 
was formed. 

Crowson died Sept. 12, 1826 at 
the age of 56. 

Speaking about the marker put 
at his ancestor’s grave site, Elton 
Crowson says that it wasn’t put 
up just for his family. 

‘*We dedicate it to the memory 
of all who added constructively 
to the making of this nation,”’ he 
says.

Residents living south of the 
Simmsville Road and east of U.S. 
31 are to take their test at the Col- 
umbiana office, located behind 
the courthouse. 

The Pelham office, opened 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednes- 
day, will give written tests from 
8:30 a.m. and 10 a.m. and from 
12:30 p.m. until 2:30 p.m. Road 
tests will be given from 10:15 
a.m. until 11:30 a.m. and from 
2:45 p.m. until 4:30 p.m. 

The Columbiana office, open- 
ed Thursday and Friday, will give 
written tests from 7:30 a.m. until 
9:30 a.m. and from 1 p.m. until 
2:30 p.m. Road tests will be given 
from 9:45 a.m. until 11:30 a.m. 
and from 2:45 p.m. until 4 p.m. 

‘*We are urging residents to go 
to the office in their area because 
permanent files are maintained at 
each office and we can’t keep 
tranferring them back and 
fourth,”’ said Sgt. L.R. Dale, of- 
ficer in charge of the Birmingham 
Driver's Licecse Division. ‘‘But if 
someone in the Columbiana area 
wants to test at the Pelham of- 
fice, or vice versa, he needs to 
continue using the office he was 
tested at because that’s where his 
record will be.”’

even when potholes are filled, 
they wash out again in a short 
time. 

While it appeared that there 
was no way to keep the trucks off 
the road, Sen. Butch Ellis said 
that he would look into seeing if 
the weight limit could be reduced. 

Most of those present said they 
would prefer the road being 
widened rather than four-laned. 
One resident said that four-laning 
would only increase the traffic. 

Realizing that funding would 
be a problem in getting any type 
of improvement, Rep. John Tan- 
ner said that he has already 
spoken to State Highway Direc- 
tor Ray Bass about the matter. 

But residents insisted that they 
wanted something done im- 
mediately to improve the situa- 
tion. 

Jeffreys said that he would 
have a traffic study done this 
week to see if a reduction in speed 
limit is justified. 

With so many subdivisions ex- 
iting onto 119, many residents 
said that.the present 55 mph was 
too fast. 

They pointed out that the 
valley is one of the few residential 
areas in the state through which 
trucks can travel at that rate of 
speed. 

Shelby County Commissioner 
John Ames said the county is 
limited in what it can do in such 
areas. A municipality, he said, 
has more legal authority to act. 

That gave Pelham Mayor Bob- 
by Hayes the opportunity to tell 
residents that he would like to 


have them become part of the ci- 
ty. Besides lowering the speed 
limit, the area would also be 
patrolled by Pelham police, he 
said. 

Another advantage Hayes 
mentioned was sewer service. He 
said that he expects the city will 
contract with a private firm to 
build an extension to its present 
system. 

Hayes told residents that the ci- 
ty operates on a 14 mill tax base, 
which means that a _ resident 
would pay $140 in city taxes on 
property with an assessed valua- 
tion of $10,000. 

Because the area’s growth rate 
is the highest in the state, the 
county’s planning commission 
chairman, Al Knight, agreed that 
it should be annexed or incor- 
porated. 

He pointed out that neither 
county nor state could handle the 
needs of such a fast growing area. 

If the North Shelby County 
area ever hopes to get its own 
school system — something that 
has been talked about for a 
number of years — Knight said 
that it would be necessary to have 
an adequate tax base. 

One of the major concerns of 
those present at the meeting was 
the number of accidents that oc- 
cur on 119. Several people re- 
counted accidents in which they 
had been involved, or near 
misses. 

_ But State Trooper Cpl. Leon 
Hampton said that only 4.97 per- 
cent of the county’s accidents 
have occurred on the road this

Becauue of her 
lung ailment, Bell says his client 
will not be able to climb the stairs 
to the courtroom and defend 
herself. . 

‘“‘We have brought the suit 
because of one fact - the cour- 
thouse is inaccessible to my 
client,”’ says Bell, adding that no 
monetary damages are now being 
sought. ‘‘We hope the outcome 
gives accessibility to either a new 
or an old courthouse.”’ 

Bell goes on to say that beyond 
architectual barriers, the cour- 
thouse is an extreme fire hazard. 
Because of ‘‘apathy,”’ he says the 
county commission ‘‘has com- 
pletely ignored the safety con- 
siderations... and the space needs 
of the judges.”’ 

“I knew the need for a new 
courthouse,’’” says Snowden. 
‘I’ve been talking that way a 
long time. It’s just now coming to 
a head. 

“‘We were expecting a lawsuit. 
We're not being forced to do 
anything we don’t want to.”’ 

In September, Snowden, seek- 
ing support for the need to 
remove probate records from the 
crowded records room, asked the 
state fire marshall to inspect the 
courthouse, 

The inspection noted 20 fire 
code violations, including: 

eLack of a second means of 
egress to Circuit Judge Robert 
Armstrong’s thrid floor office. 

eStorage of a large amount of 
combustible materials in the third 
floor attic and other areas with 
no sprinkler. 

eOnly one means of egress 
from the second floor cour- 
troom. 

eInadequate fuses for electrical 
circuits and use of extension 
cords instead of permanent wir- 
ing. 

eFire extinguishers which have 
not been inspected since 1977. 

In 1981 the county hired the 
Alabaster architectual firm of 
Dampier-Harris and Associates 
to design plans for renovation of 
the old wood-framed courthouse, 
and plans for a new facility.

Those plans have been designed 
along the lines of the firm’s 
masterplan which was proposed 
when it designed the $2 million 
county jail. 

Snowden says the choice of 
plans will hinge on the money 
available from a bond issue 
without additional taxes, ‘and the 
need for expanding the branch 
office now in Pelham. 

Architect Al Dampier says 
renovating the present building 
would cost between $.5 and $1 
million, and variances would still 
be needed to meet certain codes. 

Besides renovations, plans he 
has turned over to the county in- 
clude a proposed addition adja- 
cent to the courthouse, and a new 
‘judicial administrative center’’ 
on the southwest corner of the 
jail’s lot. 

Ames says the commission has, 
in part, been waiting for the out- 
come of Tuesday’s elections so it 
can work with the new commis- 
sioner. 

He says the county probably 
should be throwing a lot of 
‘*patchwork’’ money away on an 
old building. Ames also notes 
that the growing use of the 
branch office in North Shelby, 
and the needs for courtroom 
space in Columbiana, should be 
studied before any decision is 
made. 

By Monday’s commission 
meeting, some of the questions 
should be answered, Ames says. 

Following any future public 
hearings and bond arrangements, 
he said the earliest that ground 
probably could be broken would 
be nine months. Construction 
could take up to two years. 

‘I just hope that a federal 
judge would see that we have 
plans to meet the criteria and 
would not put us under any un- 
due financial burden,’’ Ames 
says. ‘‘I think everybody is in 
agreement and is aware of the 
need,’”

Pelham mayor: 


‘Changes have been 


for good of city’

Pelham Mayor Bobby Hayes took office Oct. 1, and wasted 
little time in making sweeping changes at city hall. 

Immediately, he replaced Bill Bryars — the city’s first and on- 
ly fulltime fire chief — with Pelham firefighter Lt. Gary Waters. 
A cleaning firm was then contracted and the former janitor 
released. 

In an unrelated situation, City Clerk Willie Mae Dennis 
retired after 20 years service to the city. Hayes replaced her with 
city hall staffer Neal Lambert. 

Monday, a week ago, Hayes gave police chief D.O. Watsona 
choice: retire or resign. Hayes said that Watson said he didn’t 
have enough time with the city to qualify for retirement, and 
could not collect unemployment if he resigned, 

Hayes then released Watson and replaced him with Pelham 
Police Capt. Allan Wade. 

‘*T got a lot of votes because people wanted a change,’’ Hayes 
said, calling his election win over incumbent Mayor Burk 
Dunaway (1,069 votes to 603) a mandate of the people. ‘‘There’s 
no reason to wait when you come in on the margin of victory 
which I had.”’ 

“*The changes have come about rather quickly, but they are 
for the good of the city,’’ Hayes said. ‘‘We’ve done things we 
feel will help the city employees better supply services to the peo- 
ple. 

“If you’re going make them (changes), make sure you’re 
satisfied and that they’re for the good of the city. I’m totally 
satisified with the people we now have, and I’m looking fowards 
to Pelham stepping out and growing like it should.”’ 

Both Waters and Wade said they were not bucking for their 
promotions, but now that they have them, they intend to im- 
prove their respective departments. 

**We’re going to be more service oriented to this community,”’ 
Wade said, ‘‘In the past, emphasis was directed towards revenue 
gathering pursuits. Enforcing the laws is what we'll do, but we 
want to do whatever we can to improve our relations with the 
community we serve."’ 

Wade said that crime prevention efforts would be beefed up in 
the patrol division, mainly by putting a supervising officer in 
charge of each shift, It’s not good management, he said, to have 
a patrolman supervise the three units that operate on each shift. 


In having a ranking officer on each shift, Wade promotea, 


Mark Delk to patrol sergeant, following Delk’s top score on a 
promotion test given last week. Lt. Tommy Thomas continues 
to head up the partol division. 

Wade, who formerly headed the detective divsion, promoted 
detective Sgt. Donnie Gyer to detective lieutenant, and 
transfered patrol Sgt. Sherwood Florence to the slot vacated by 
Gyer. 

The department’s $748,000 budget calls for hiring four addi- 
tional officers. Two of those slots have been filled by the hiring 
of Ward Hairelson and Tim Gray, bringing the deaprtment’s 
complement to 2: sworn officers and four dispatchers. 

‘‘There’s absolutely no need to go outside our department,” 
said Wade, 35. ‘‘We’ve got some of the best policemen in the 
State of Alabama. 

Wade came to Pelham 10% years ago from a management 
position at Rust Engineering in Birmingham. He is a 1982 
graduate of the FBI National Academy, holds a BS in criminal 
justice from UAB, and is working on his Masters. 

Waters, 29, followed Bryars from Baldwin County to Pelham 
7% years, and became the city’s first fulltime firefighter. The 
department boasts 24 fulltime employees and a budget of 
$707,353. 

Waters has hired four new firefighters for budgeted positions, 
and two more as replacements: Bill Kline, Clarence Stone, Blair 
Sides and Phillip Gillespie, David Payne and Sam Douglas. The 
additions, Waters said, will allow scheduling of a second 
paramedic on each shift. 

Last week he promoted — all from driver/engineer — James 
Robert to captain, Mike Knight, Danny Endress, Joey Lovelady 
and — from firefighter — Al Spurlock, all to lieutenants. 
Stephen E. Powell was promoted from firefighter to fire mar- 
shall. 

‘“We have alot of good men,”’ Waters said. ‘It’s been tough 
the last year with some internal problems and the elections, but I 
want the citizens ot know that the firefighting service has not 
diminished a bit. If anything, it’s better.”’ 

‘J don’t see anymore personnel thanges on the horizon,”’ said 
Hayes. Future changes he said, will be outside city hall, such as 
offering citizens the option of sewer service through a possible 
city contract - privatization - with a private firm, and seeking to 
expand the city through annexation in the Cahaba Valley. 
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Columbiana okays mobile home

In October, the Columbiana 
council said that no more mobile 
homes could be moved into the 
city until a mobile home policy 
was adopted. 

Following that, the council 
stuck to its guns when Bobbie Joe 
Walton asked for permission to 
put a mobile home on Lester 
Street. 

But last Thursday, by a 3—2 
vote, the council backtracked on 
what was said earlier and approv- 
ed a request by Jadie Powell to 
set up a mobile home on 
Jonesboro Circle. 

Powell will be allowed to move 
in a mobile home provided he 
gets approval from the Shelby 
County Health Department for a 
septic tank. 

Councilmembers Jessie Jones 
and William Rasco opposed the 
request. 

“*I don’t see how you can ap- 
prove one and not the other,”’ 
Rasco said. 


But the way mayor Buck 


Falkner saw it, the two mobile 
home requests were entirely dif- 
ferent. 

Falkner said that Powell, who 
wants the mobile home for his 
elderly mother, owned the lot, 
which Falkner said was of ade- 
quate size. 

Willard Cross noted that there 
are other mobile homes located 
on Jonesboro Circle which would 
make it unfair to deny Powell’s 
request. 

Jones contended — as she has 
on other occasions when request 
on mobile homes were made — 
that the council is discriminating 
in the way it handles these situa- 
tions. 

She said that every city in the 
county the size of Columbiana 
has a mobile home ordinance. 

The council has been studying 
several ordinances, and Tuesday 
(after deadline) they agreed to 
meet with the city attorney to see 
if one can be drawn up for Col- 
umbiana. 

Another matter that came up 


at the meeting concerned the 
placement of a railing for the 
handicapped at city hall. 

Street superintendent James 
Palmer estimated that the cost 
for 100 feet of aluminum railing 
would be $1,950. 

The mayor instructed the 
public works committee to study 
the matter and also to see how 
many garbage receptacles on 
Main Street needed to be replac- 
ed. 

Although a pickup truck was in 
his budget last year, Palmer said 
that he did not get it and still 
needed one. 

The same committee was also 
asked to look into that situation. 

Another committee was asked 
to investigate the possibility of 
the council making a donation to 
the Shelby County High School 
Athletic Boosters. 

George Bentley told the council 
that there are plans to build a 
$60,000 field house which will be 
named for the school’s late prin- 
cipal, Don Bulger.

Calera pays police 


$1,600 ‘comp’ time

The issue of ‘‘comp pay’’ for police officers was solved - 
at a price — Monday night by the Calera City Council. 

The city decided to pay officers for comp hours accumulated 
during the previous administration. 

At that time, officers could build up comp time for overtime 
hours or extra duty hours worked. The officers then had the op- 
portunity to take pay or take time off their overtime hours. 

Four city officers reported a total of 211 hours in comp time 
owed at the rate of $7.77 per hour. The vast majority of those 
hours - 199 total - were held by C.P. Martin, 

The total comp hours will cost the city over $1,600. 

In asking the council to pay the comp time hours, councilman 
Bill Geeslin - chairman of the police and rescue committee - said 
he had questioned Martin as to the large number of hours he ac- 
cumulted. Martin responded that he simply built them up over 
the three year period, Geeslin said. 

Geeslin informed the council that the city’s attorney had in- 
dicated that it would be a good idea to pay the comp time hours. 

Geeslin also told the council that the practice of comp time 
hours for overtime compensation had been abolished, with 
police officers receiving regular overtime pay for any hours 
worked beyond a normal shift. (A certain number of these hours 
are customary as officers are involved with city court.) 

“*T want to pay this and get it out of our hair,’’ Gesslin said. 
**This will clear the books.”’ 

After the meeting, Geeslin said that he had no way of disprov- 
ing the number of hours reported by Martin, and he had no 
reason to question the amount. 

As part of his duties, Martin was charged with keeping up 
with comp hours. 

‘It is hard for me to understand how a man can build up that 
much comp time,’ he said. 

The council also hired sheriff's department dispatcher Dale 
Glass as a Calera dispatcher, 

Glass will begin work in one to two weeks. 

The council also moved to spend some $3,700 to rebuild the 
engines in two of the city’s police cars, That will give Calera five 
cars in good working order and should preclude the purchase of 
a new car this year. 

Geeslin requested that the council consider applying the 
money saved to repair and improvements on the police radio 
system. 

In other business, the council opened bids on two separate 
sewer projects and will accept low bids at the next council 
meeting after specifications have been checked. 

The council agreed to have councilmen Sonny Davis and Bob- 
by Phillips inspect the city’s streets for the purpose of putting 
priorities on repair work needed. 

In a special meeting held October 29, the council made sereval 
appointments to city boards: Richard Gibson was named to the 
cemetery board; A.M. Crawford was named to the planning 
board; Jim Phillips was named to the zoning board of appeals; 
Joe Hall and A.V. Martin were named to the industrial develop- 
ment board. 

During the special meeting, the council also began preliminary 


budget work.

for a rainy upset. 

The come-from-behind win 
assures the Rebels of entering the 
private school state playoffs in 
two weeks as the state’s number 
one 2A team, and gives Coosa 
Valley home field advantage for 
that contest. 

“It wasn’t a pretty win,’’ 
Breland said, ‘‘but all things con- 
sidered, it means a lot.’ 

Despite the rain that left the 
Rebels playing in what Breland 
called ‘‘slop,’’ Coosa Valley 
moved out to a quick 7-0 lead.

Davenport named 


new Giants manager

What is southern about San 
Francisco? 

The San Francisco Giants now 
have a decidely southern flavor as 
a former Alabaster resident takes 
over the reigns as manager. 

James Houston ‘‘Peanut’’ 
Davenport was named last week 
as the manager of the national 
league club. He succeeds Danny 
Ozark, who took over the Giant 
reigns midway through the 
season just past. 

For Davenport, the opportuni- 
ty comes finally in answer to 28 
years of service and loyalty to the 
Giant organization. 

Davenport grew up in 
Alabaster as one of then chidlren. 
He was a successful quarterback 
on the Thomspon Warrior foot- 
ball team, gaining all-state 
honors twice. Baseball was not 
big at Thompson in 1951. 

The 150-pound quarterback 


then signed a grant to play foot- 
ball with Mississippi Southern 
(now the Southern Mississippi 
Golden Eagles) because schools 
like Alabama told him he was too 
little to play college football. 

Davenport responded to those 
assumptions by quarterbacking 
the Mississippi Southern team to 
two straight wins over the Tide 
and two consecutice Sun Bowl 
appearances. Davenport was 
recently named to the Mississippi 
sports hall of fame for his efforts 
at Mississippi Southern. 

After college, Davenport 
played sandlot baseball until the 
Giants signed him in 1955. Three 
years later, he was one of only 
two ‘‘original Giants’’ to make 
the trip west to San Francisco 
from New York. The other was 
Willie Mays. 

Davenport played third base 
for the Giants for 13 years, in-

Late in the fourth quarter, Chelsea drove to a 
field goal try that would have won the game, But 
Vincent’s Rouglass Datcher broke through to 
block the attempt and send the game into over 
time. 

In the overtime period, Jeffery Kelley blocked a 
Chelsea field goal attempt to preserve tie. 

Chelsea then got OT heroics from Larry Of- 
ford, as he intercepted a Vincent pass to end the 
first overtime period at 8-8. 

In the second overtime, Vincent’s Vernon Kidd 
was able to break the deadlock with a 22-yard field 
goal. That kick - ‘It was good with very little to 
spare,” Garrett laughed - gave the Jackets an 11-8 
win. 

Individually, the Vincent defense was lead by 
Datcher from his nosegurd spot, Heath Reynolds 
in the secondary and defensive back Frankie Kim- 
brell. 

Datcher recorded a total of 30 defensive hits - 
the most ever made by a Vincent player in one 
game - blocked the field goal and returned the 
block 50 yards, and recovered a blocked field goal 
attempt. 

Reynolds turned in several big plays, including 
batting down a Chelsea pass in the endzone that 
could have won the game for the Hornets in the 
first overtime. 

Kimbrell has come from an early season second 
team spot to a standout at defensive back for the 
Jackets. 

Offensively, Garrett said the rain hurt his 
squad, and the Chelsea defense hurt it more.

‘Reading the text of the new 
national report on excellence in 
undergraduate education, I was 
Struck with two things,’’ Univer- 
sity of Montevallo President Jim 
Vickrey said this week.

culture.”’

Prepare for next year’s garden 


by David F. Moore 

Even though cold weather’s 
not here yet — that may be 
assuming a lot — it’s not too ear- 
ly to take a few easy steps 
towards next year’s garden. 

It’s called a soil test. Now wait 
a second! Don’t get all excited. 
There’s no way you can flunk a 
soil test (I don’t think). 

And no, it’s not a test to see if 
you have any soil in your dirt. 

In a not particularly exclusive 
interview last week with the 
somewhat haggard but still kick- 
ing ‘‘Regressive Farmer,’’ county 
extension agent John Jones said 
that taking a soil test or sample 
now, could be a key in harvesting 
a successful garden next summer 
and fall, especially if the test 
shows that lime in needed. 

**What’s a successful garden?’’ 
I asked, recalling my recenlty 


ended first experiment with grow- 
ing veggies. 

Moving right along, Jones said 
that Auburn University will 
analyize the samples and return a 
readout on how much lime and 
other fertilizers one might need 
for their soil. 

AU charges $3 for the service, 
but from now through Nov. 27, 
you can a save a buck or more 
because the extension office will 
deliver the samples to Auburn for 
free. 

To save a trip to the county 
courthouse where the extension 
office is located, Jones said the 
sample kits are available free at 
the following locations:

e‘‘Job: A Comedy of Justice,”’ 
by Robert A. Heinlein, is his 
most unusual if not bizarre work 
of science fiction. It is an 
apocalyptic novel of the days 
before Armageddon, when once 
again God tests the faith of man 
far beyond that of Job. 

°‘‘The Sicilian,’’ based on a 
true story, is not so much a sequel 
to Mario Puzo’s ‘‘The God- 
father’’ as it is a mirror, with all 
the winning elements of an 
American epic - treachery, pas- 
sion, plus Puzo’s calculated 
drama put to full effect again.

Fighting in the midst of a mined field five 
minutes into his first combat, a mortar shell ex- 
ploded on top of the tank in which Lambert was 
then a gunner. Shrapnel tore through the face of 
the lieutenant who manned the .50 calibre 
machine gun on the turret. The wounded man’s 
blood dripped on Lambert below. 

‘*It didn’t take long,’’ Lambert said. *‘l found 
out what war was all about. It scared me so bad. 
It was so fierce for days no one on either side 
could pick up their dead.’’ 

‘*You could smell the dead,’’ Shaw said. 
‘“*That’s where I lost my appetite.”’ 

“Wd rather not talk about it,’’ said Edwards, 
who drove a half-track. ‘‘It just makes me sick. I 
don’t even watch war movies, I just want to 
forget about it.”’ 


The battalion pushed on against heavy 
resistance. As the German's retreated across 
France they set up Panzer tanks and .88 mm ar- 
tillery with their sights trained on hedgerow 
passages through which the Allies would have to 
pass. Shells wailed like Banshees bearing tidings 
of death. 

Before it was over, Lambert, who eventually 
became a tank commander, had four tanks 
blown out from under him. One day an .88 shell 
took a plug out of the 1'2-inch armor plating 
behind his neck. 

Shaw’s tank, rolling through a village one day, 
came into the sights of a Panzer hidden behind a 
building. The long barrel of its .88 coughed once, 
hitting the Sherman in the engine. The turret fill- 
ed with fire. 

“*T got out,’’ Shaw said. ‘‘But not fast enough 
for my taste.”’ 

All one night the tankers heard the nearby 
rumblings of the German Panzers. In the morn- 
ing they discovered that the 70 or so tanks in the 
battalion faced an entire division (325) of 
Panzers. 

‘‘We were the only armor around,’’ Lambert 
said. ‘‘We had no choice but to fight.’’ In short, 
bloody order 3! Americans were killed, a dozen 
tanks lost, 

Mortain. Gremice Forest. Sens, Troyes and 
Nancy. Bastogne, winter storms, the Battle of 
the Buldge and on to Luxembourg. The 737th — 
which earned the nickname ‘‘Patton’s Spearhead 

ground its way across eastern Europe and into 
Germany. 


Crossing the Rhine on a pontoon bridge, two 
tanks were strafed by two Germans planes flying

in low along the river. Fortunately, Shaw said, 
the pilots were bad shots. 

‘We hadn’t crossed yet,’’ Lambert said. ‘‘l 
was very nervous. I knew they’d come back.” 

Shaw recalled the day his tank was pulled up 
behind a hedgerow. Through the gunners 
periscope, he could see a giant tree; beneath its 
branches passed the scurrying legs of a mass of 
advancing German soldiers. 

He opened fire with the machine gun. 

‘It just had to be,’’ Shaw said, pausing to 
think. ‘tl hope from here on out the it doesn’t 
bother me anymore than it has already. 

‘| think about those things, but not all the 
time. It’s nothing to dwell on, to worry about,”’ 
he said. ‘But it was a bad experience.”’ 

The war was full of bad experiences. 

Life inside a small cramped army tank or half- 
track was no Sunday tea. Sometimes the men 
were crammed inside for days on end. In the 
summer it was oven hot, in the winter a cold steel 
freezer. 


To go three weeks or so without taking off 
one’s boots, without washing one’s face was not 
uncommon, Lambert said. There was food, but 
K rations and C rations got old. Fast. 

None the less, the war had its lighter moments 
— at least a few. 

Lambert said that one day a former butcher in 
his outfit was dressing a cow which had been kill- 
ed on the roadside. A jeep rumbled past carrying 
General Patton, pearl handled revolvers, gruff 
personality and ail. 

‘*He saw us with the cow,’’ Lambert recalled, 
‘tand said, ‘You S.O.B.’s eat better than I do!’”’ 

Because of the size of the battalion, and the 
way it fought — usually spread out in platoons 
of five tanks supporting various ground troops 
— many of the men, even from Shelby County, 
never knew each other until they started holding 
reunions after the war. 

Some did become friends in the service, and 
would occasionally have leave time together. 
Edwards said he has pleasant memories of 
liberated towns, and swapping cigarettes and 
chocolate bars for eggs and potatoes. 


The 737th was in Czechoslovakia when Berlin 
fell and World War II in Europe ended. The 
wearied soldiers sailed home aboard the USS Ex- 
change and, like thousands of other men and 
women, exchanged a military life for the life of a 
civilian. 

‘*T wouldn’t take a million dollars for the ex- 
perience, but I wouldn’t give you nine cents for 
any more of it,’’ Edwards said. *‘Most of us 


came back, but some of us didn’t.”’ 
Leaving Shelby County just out of high school 
in January of 1943, the three veterans and others

from that time may have shared the common 
emotions of patriotism, fear and excitement. 
Now, after the war, it would seem they share 
much more, although these other things are ap- 
parently hard to label. 

‘It is hard to explain,’’ said Shaw. “‘It’s kind 
of like the ‘Star Spangled Banner.’ The war 
made home feel a whole lot different. I really ap- 
preciated it more. 

‘It had more meaning.”’ 


As such, the three men said that Veterans’ Day 
— observed on Nov. 11-12 this year — carries for 
them a special meaning that is perhaps lost on 
some people, especially in light of the Korean 
and Vietnam conflicts. 

Said Lambert, now a consultant for U.S. 
Steel: ‘‘Vietnam was the most cruel thing we’ve 
ever been in. Nobody knew who the enemy was, 
and we didn’t go in to win, The Vietnam vet is 
being blamed for what our government did, and 
it’s not fair. I would have gone to Nam, but I 
would have felt entirely different than I do about 
World War Two.”’ 

Every year, Edwards and his wife, Margaret, 
put up a flag at their house in Columbiana. 

‘*T just put it up in memory of everybody,”’ 
said Edwards, who works at the Alabama Power 
steam plant in Wilsonville. ‘‘I feel I should to 
show that I’m proud.”’ 

‘It would be hard to drive down the road on 
Veterans’ Day with all the flags, and not think 
about what happened over in Europe,’’ said 
Shaw, now retired from U.S, Steel.’’ 

“T have patriotic feelings towards my coun- 
try,’’ Lambert said, ‘‘When I see the flag it 
makes me feel how important some things are, 
and how lucky I am to be an American.”

GI captures Germans 


in embarrasing situation 


Occasionally a man can be a 
hero. Occasionally, he gets 
caught with his pants down. 
Every once in a while, both 
happen at the same time... 

It was World War II, and 
Cpl. Leonard Shaw of Colum- 
biana was gunner in a Sher- 
man tank driven by Luther 
Nasworthy of Georgia. 

The tank crew — part of the 
737th Tank Battalion — was 
driving towards the village of 


Hoscheid when it was ap- 
parently hit by a German 
-88mm shell, and caught fire. 

No one was hurt, but they 
were unable to put out the fire. 
Disgusted and marooned, they 
spent the night in a deserted 
farmhouse. 

The next morning, while 
pulling on his trousers, Shaw 
spotted two German soldiers 
walking out of the woods 
towards the house. Not only 


were his pants only halfway 
on, but he couldn’t find his 
belt either. 

Unfazed, he grabbed his 
carbine in one hand, the waist 
band of his pants in the other, 
ran outside and captured the 
Germans. Nasworthy captured 
two others. 

“*] never thought I’d ever be 
too embarrassed to take 
prisoners,’’ Shaw said, ‘‘but | 
came close to it that time.”’ 


Vets looking for combat buddies

periences from WWII. 

Members of the outfit said they 
think there are other 737th 
veterans in the area they don’t

1ur new county courthouse 


by David F. Moore 

A plan was there. 

The proposal for a new Shelby 
County Courthouse calls for a modern, 
three-story structure sitting across and 
blocking off Depot Street, adjacent to 
the county jail in Columbiana. Ar- 
chitect Al Dampier’s rendering of the 
building was displayed during Mon- 
day’s county commission meeting. 

A financer was there, too. 

Ashton Stuckey, executive vice presi- 
dent of SouthTrust Bank of Alabama, 
told the commissioners that, as a pro- 
jected starting point, they could figure 
on a 10.27 percent interest rate on 20 
year bonds. The average annual 
payback on $6 million would be 
$712,577, and $831,191 on $7 million. 

But no one at the meeting passed out 
groundbreaking shovels. 

Commission chairman Tommy 
Snowden said he would appoint a com- 
mittee this week to study courthouse 
needs, and needs for the service center 
in Pelham. He said the committee 


would have representatives from the 
judicial system, the bar association, 
administration, and each elected office , 
in the courthouse. 

‘‘We obviously need to start mov- 
ing,’’ said commissioner John Ames, 
“but I don’t know if we can afford $6 
or $7 million.’’ 

Dampier said that the proposed 
85,000 square foot building — one of 
several options being considered -— 
would include four courtrooms, 
meeting rooms for lawyers and clients, 
a grand jury room, juvenile court 
facilities, and space for the probate, 
tax and other offices. 

A bridge would connect the court 
building with the jail for prisoner 
transfers. 

‘*This is working with all the needs 
we perceive the county to have,’’ Dam- 
pier said. ‘‘This is starting point. 
Nothing’s in concrete.’’ 

He said that even with improvements 
to the present 1901 courthouse, it 
would still be a violation of a number 


of codes. 

Commissioner Harold Davenport 
challenged the need to move all county 
offices under one roof with the judicial 
system. Noting its historic architecture, 
he also indicated it would be a shame 
not to find some utility for the old 
courthouse, and suggested that the pre- 
sent annex could possibly be used by 
several agencies. 

‘*After what I’ve seen here, and over 
the last couple of years, 1 wouldn’t 
vote to spend much money,”’ he said. 
And ‘‘nobody’s showed me that we 
can’t do anything with the old cour- 
thouse.”’ 

Davenport and Ames both said there 
had been some confusion about the 
branch office in Pelham, and stressed 
that they did not favor moving the 
courthouse to the other side of the 
county. 

Davenport said the Pelham branch 
Office ‘‘is certainly serving a purpose’’ 
and indicated a need for expansion 
there. 


Superintendent explains school tax

The additional three mill school tax 
will benefit most of the schools in 
Shelby County. However, a difference 
of 50 votes means that Vincent will not 
receive any of the tax money. 

Voters in Vincent — which com- 
prises school district 1 — voted 
171—121 against the tax on Nov. 6. 
The rest of the county — which lies in 
district 2 -— passed the tax 
9,589 — 8,188. 

But Vincent schools won’t be left out 
of the capital outlay projects planned 
for this year, said Superintendent of 
Education Ellie Glasscox. 

Money from the 12 mills the school 
system presently gets will be used to 
work on problems in that area, 
Glasscox said.

Although Vincent schools are 
crowded, he said that end of the county 
is not in a high growth area. Therefore, 
the main objective is to maintain what 
is there, he said. 

Vincent middle school classrooms 
and the high school auditorium need 
renovation. Glasscox. said that some 
action needed to be taken on the inade- 
quate heating system in the building 
which houses both the middle and high 
school. 

Even though new school construc- 
tion isn’t needed in Vincent at the pre- 
sent time, Glasscox said he anticiaptes 
that growth will eventually come to the 
area. 

When that happens, the school 
board will probably again bring the tax 
issue before the Vincent voters, 


Glasscox said. 

The failure of the tax to pass in Vin- 
cent will not have a serious effect on 
the revenue derived from the new tax, 
because Vincent’s share would only 
have amounted to some $11,000. 
However, it will mean more work in 
the bookkeeping department, since an 
extra set of books will have to be kept 
to ensure none of the tax money going 
to that district, Glasscox said. 

Another, difficulty created by the 
failure of Vincent to pass the tax, is 
that school district voting lines don’t 
always conincide with school zone at- 
tendance lines. 

Some families whose children are 
zoned for Vincent schools, live and 
vote in district 2.

A plan was there. 

The proposal for a new Shelby 
County Courthouse calls for a modern, 
three-story structure sitting across and 
blocking off Depot Street, adjacent to 
the county jail in Columbiana. Ar- 
chitect Al Dampier’s rendering of the 
building was displayed during Mon- 
day’s county commission meeting. 

A financer was there, too. 

Ashton Stuckey, executive vice presi- 
dent of SouthTrust Bank of Alabama, 
told the commissioners that, as a pro- 
jected starting point, they could figure 
on a 10.27 percent interest rate on 20 
year bonds. The average annual 
payback on $6 million would be 
$712,577, and $831,191 on $7 million. 

But no one at the meeting passed out 
groundbreaking shovels. 

Commission chairman Tommy 
Snowden said he would appoint a com- 
mittee this week to study courthouse 
needs, and needs for the service center 
in Pelham. He said the committee 


would have representatives from the 
judicial system, the bar association, 
administration, and each elected office 
in the courthouse. 

‘“*We obviously need to start mov- 
ing,’’ said commissioner John Ames, 
“but I don’t know if we can afford $6 
or $7 million.”’ 

Dampier said that the proposed 
85,000 square foot building — one of 
several options being considered — 
would include four courtrooms, 
meeting rooms for lawyers and clients, 
a grand jury room, juvenile court 
facilities, and space for the probate, 
tax and other offices. 

A bridge would connect the court 
building with the jail for prisoner 
transfers. 

‘*This is working with all the needs 
we perceive the county to have,’* Dam- 
pier said. ‘‘This is starting point. 
Nothing’s in concrete.’’ 

He said that even with improvements 
to the present 1901 courthouse, it 
would still be a violation of a number 


of codes. 

Commissioner Harold Davenport 
challenged the need to move all county 
offices under one roof with the judicial 
system. Noting its historic architecture, 
he also indicated it would be a shame 
not to find some utility for the old 
courthouse, and suggested that the pre- 
sent annex could possibly be used by 
several agencies. 

‘*After what I’ve seen here, and over 
the last couple of years, I wouldn’t 
vote to spend much money,”’ he said. 
And ‘‘nobody’s showed me that we 
can’t do anything with the old cour- 
thouse.”’ 

Davenport and Ames both said there 
had been some confusion about the 
branch office in Pelham, and stressed 
that they did not favor moving the 
courthouse to the other side of the 
county. 

Davenport said the Pelham branch 
office ‘‘is certainly serving a purpose”’ 
and indicated a need for expansion 
there. 


Superintendent explains school tax

The additional three mill school tax 
will benefit most of the schools in 
Shelby County. However, a difference 
of 50 votes means that Vincent will not 
receive any of the tax money. 

Voters in Vincent — which com- 
prises school district 1 — voted 
171—121 against the tax on Nov. 6. 
The rest of the county — which lies in 
district 2 — passed the tax 
9,589 — 8,188. 

But Vincent schools won’t be left out 
of the capital outlay projects planned 
for this year, said Superintendent of 
Education Ellie Glasscox. 

Money from the 12 mills the school 
system presently gets will be used to 
work on problems in that area, 
Glasscox said.

Although Vincent schools are 
crowded, he said that end of the county 
is not in a high growth area. Therefore, 
the main objective is to maintain what 
is there, he said. 

Vincent middle school classrooms 
and the high school auditorium need 
renovation, Glasscox. said that some 
action needed to be taken on the inade- 
quate heating system in the building 
which houses both the middle and high 
school. 

Even though new school construc- 
tion isn’t needed in Vincent at the pre- 
sent time, Glasscox said he anticiaptes 
that growth will eventually come to the 
area. 

When that happens, the school 
board will probably again bring the tax 
issue before the Vincent voters,

Glasscox said. 

The failure of the tax to pass in Vin- 
cent will not have a serious effect on 
the revenue derived from the new tax, 
because Vincent’s share would only 
have amounted to some $11,000. 
However, it will mean more work in 
the bookkeeping department, since an 
extra set of books will have to be kept 
to ensure none of the tax money going 
to that district, Glasscox said. 

Another, difficulty created by the 
failure of Vincent to pass the tax, is 
that school district voting lines don’t 
always conincide with school zone at- 
tendance lines. 

Some families whose children are 
zoned for Vincent schools, live and 
vote in district 2.

Pecan sales put up building 


by Bert Seaman 

A two-story, buff colored 
building stands on a ridge in the 
Dunnant Valley, nestled between 
two mountain ranges. 

It’s empty now, but next spr- 
ing, Sanford Parks expects the 
building to be occuppied, and the 
rolling land surrounding it to be 
planted with pecan trees. 

For the past four years, Parks 
and other members of the 
Alabama Foundation to Aid 
Aphasoid Children, have been 
using money from their pecan 
sales to construct the new brick 
structure. 

The goal of the organization is 
to ‘have a place where young 
adults with learning disorders can 
learn a trade. 

One of those young adults is 
Parks’ son, Wayne, who was 
born in 1944 with learning 
disabilities because his mother 
had German measles during her 
pregnancy, 

In addition to being a training 
facility, the building in Dunna- 
vant will also serve as a plant for 
packaging and sending out 
pecans. 

The pecans are sold locally, as 
well as all over the United States 
and abroad. 

The sale of pecans has paid for 
the building, which Parks values 
at $500,000. 

Since the group started selling 
the shelled pecans in 1957, Parks 
estimates that yearly sales have 
averaged $30,000. 

He says that the pecans have 
been ordered by such notables as 
Jack Benny and John F. Ken- 
nedy. 

Because the group has not had 
to seek state or federal funding, 
Parks says it can proceed at its 
own pace, and not be under any 
pressure. 

“I want to start out with just 
two or three of these young peo- 
ple,’’ he says, ‘‘to see how things 
work out.”’ 

When Parks purchased the 150 
acres of land 12 years ago, he 
says he was told that it was choice 
farm land. 

**So we’ll grow vegetables and 
have a blueberry patch,’’ he says, 
‘‘and we’re even planning to 
grind our own wheat and corn.”’ 

There will also be cows and 
other farm animals, and the farm 
will produce its own butter and 
cheese. 

Parks says that close attention 
will be given to both the physical 
and mental well being of those on 
the farm. 

Since it’s important for a per- 
son to be able to figure, Parks 
says some basic math will be 
taught and also good penman- 
ship. He also hopes the young 
people can be taught to ap- 
preciate good literature. 

‘“‘We hope to develop these 
young people to their highest 
potential,’’ Parks says. 

One of his ideas is to give the 
learning disabled something to 
shoot at. 

So he plans to employ several 
young men who have expressed 
an interest in farming, to work 
with the aphasoid group. 

Two rooms on the ground 
floor of the 8,000 square foot 
building will be used as 
classrooms. A spacious room on 
the opposite end of the building 
will be used for recreation, 
socalizing and for lectures. 

Parks is especially proud of the 
kitchen, where young people will 
learn kitchen arts. He’s sure that 
those with an appitude for that 
type of work will be able to ob- 


‘ 


tain employment in that field. 

A former food chemist with 
Procter and Gamble Company in 
Cincinnatti, Ohio, Parks says 
that nutrition is especially impor- 
tant for the learning disabled. 
For that reason, he plans to pro- 
vide a carefully controlled diet 
for farm residents. 

Parks also believes that exer- 
cise is important, so he has plans 
to build both a swimming pool 
and a running track on the 
grounds. 

Although he expects that most 
of the participants in the program 
will commute, Parks says that the 
upstairs dormitory could ac- 
comodate as many as 35-40 peo- 
ple. 

As soon as anyone is capable 
of being employed, Parks says 
they will leave the program. 
Those unable to function outside 
on their own will stay at the farm 
indefinitely. 

Only a few minor things need 
to be done before the building is 
ready for ‘occupancy, One of the 
projects still to be completed is an 
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elevator for those who are 
physically handicaped. 

Parks says he believes he will 
be able to get the elevator from a 
building that is being torn down. 


The Aphasoid Foundation was 
begun in 1956 by Parks and other 
parents of brain injured children. 
The farm will serve aphasoid vic- 
tims between the ages of 17-28. 


Presently, two aphasoid young 
people are working at the foun- 
dation’s building in Cahaba 
Heights where pecans are being 
packaged and shipped. 

**We start getting ready for our 
sales in August,’” Parks says, 
‘‘and we continue packaging and 
mailing through April.”’ 

The pecans are sold locally at 
the G&G Outlet in Columbiana, 
and at Western Supermarket in 
Alabaster.

“They still have to pay the 
tax,’’ Glasscox said. 

The school board will try to 
borrow $6-$10 million for con- 
struction projects with the an- 
ticipated $889,000 the tax is ex- 
pected to generate in district 2. 

Those projects — which in- 
clude new classrooms, indoor ac- 
tivity areas and lunchroom 
renovation — are slated for 17 
school campuses. A new school 
building is planned for Thomp- 
son High on land already pur- 
chased on County 264. 

Glasscox said that school 
board bond attornies will advise 
the board on the longevity, in- 
terest and payback cost of the 
bonds. 

However, the board will not be 
able to get a loan until the re- 
quired updated audit is com- 
pleted — probably not until the 
first of the year. 

Glasscox said that at the Nov. 
27 school board meeting, ar- 
chitects will be chosen for various 
projects. 

But the work cannot be started 
until the bond money is secured, 
which Glasscox said won’t be un- 
til March, at the earliest.

Hill said that now his office 
can prosecute a case within 15 
days of a complaint being 
registered.

One of the joys of life is the 
hearty chuckle evoked by a 
patently absurd story. For exam- 
ple, an early teacher told the tale 
about the fire-breathing dragons 
terrifying the neighborhood, so 
vicious they sneaked down from 
their lairs after midnight to eat 
the lettuce out of the gardens. 
Then, my mother told about the 
lady who, learning that faith 
could move mountains, prayed 
that the high peak cutting her off 
from her neighbors be removed - 
when it was still there next morn- 
ing, she said, ‘‘I didn’t think it 
would be one anyway.”’ 

Similar logic seems to lie 
behind what may be the best joke 
of the year - that, ‘‘The big- 
spending Democrats would 
balance the national budget.’” It 
begins to look equally absurd to 


assume that the Republicans will 
do much better. 

Other than the initial relief 
from the laugh, small comfort 
can be found in that non- 
sequitur. Rather, the harsh truth 
is that no political party offers 
any credible plan or demonstrates 
any reasonable strategy to bring 
the deficit under control. 

The Republicans proposed 
budget cuts and ended up being 
called unfair by both: the 
Democrats and just about every 
interest group whose subsidies 
would have been reduced or even 
slowed in growth. The 
Democrats, while blocking the 
cuts, blamed the deficit entirely 
on the President, even that part 
due to the rebuilding of neglected 
defenses they themselves had ap- 
proved.

nominee hastened out with a 
deficit-reduction scheme compos- 
ed mostly of tax increases, cuts in 
the defense buildup, hopeful 
assumptions of savings, and in- 
creased spending.

“One mother told us that everything her child does now is like a 
miracle,’’ Hall says with a pleased smile. 

Indeed, a great deal of progress seems to have been made since 
September. 

Not only is Cindy speaking and using the bathroom, she has also 
learned to ride a tricycle despite being paralyzed on one side. 

And because no one says anything when he throws up, John does it 
less often now. 

With children like John in the class, behavior management is ex- 
tremely important, says teacher Charmion Hain. Both she and Hall 
believe that early intervention is important in the development of 
children with physical and mental handicaps.

“This not only helped their fine motor siklls, eye — hand coordina- 
tion and language skills,’’ Hain says, ‘‘but it was also a way to in- 
crease their attention span and develop their social skills,"’ 

Another activity that went along with the unit was a trip to the 
Shelby County Humane Society, where the children saw some of the 
animals they had been studying. 

Hall stresses the importance of getting services to handicapped 
children as early as possible, and wishes Shelby County could be a 
leader in developing this type of program. 

Citing the reasons for putting children in the hands of experts at an 
early age, Hall says that the three children who were not toilet trained 
when they entered kindergarten were trained within three weeks. 

‘*‘Doctors were amazed at the child who had only pointed before she 
started school, and now has started to talk,’’ Hall says. 

Hall also mentions a boy who has started walking, and another 
child who has learned to feed himself. 

‘The success of these children isn’t measured by honor rolls, mak- 
ing the football team or cheerleader squad,’’ Hall says. ‘‘It’s 
measured by accomplishments everyone else takes for granted.”’ 

She goes on to say that the goal of the kindergarten program is to 
mainstream as many children as possible into special education classes 
in the school system. 

She says this can probably be done with half of the present 
kindergarten class. 

One teacher and two aides handle the new kindergarten class, which 
will soon have ten students. 

The money for furniture — tables, chairs, desk, filing cabinets 
was provided in the education budget as for other kindergarten classes 
in the public school system. 

However, $1,000 came through the budget for special education for 
toys and other equipment.

However, the kindergarten class these two students (not their real 
names) and six other youngsters attend, is no ordinary kindergarten 
class — it’s a kindergarten for exceptional children. 

Beverly Hall, director of the Center for Exceptional Children, 
located in Columbiana, says that the new class was mandated by the 
state’s fully funded kindergarten program. 

“‘We felt that we would get the class in 1984,’’ she says, ‘‘so we 
started making preparations last year.’’ 

With the new class, it’s especially gratifying for Hall and other 
workers at the center when parents express amazement at the progress 


their children have made. 


“One mother told us that everything her child does now is like a 
miracle,’* Hall says with a pleased smile. 
Indeed, a great deal of progress seems to have been made since 


September. 


Not only is Cindy speaking and using the bathroom, she has also 
learned to ride a tricycle despite being paralyzed on one side. 
And because no one says anything when he throws up, John does it 


less often now. 


With children like John in the class, behavior management is ex- 
tremely important, says teacher Charmion Hain. Both she and Hall 
believe that early intervention is important in the development of 
children with physical and mental handicaps. 

‘The handicaps wouldn’t be nearly as severe,’’ Hall says. ‘*When 
we get them now, so many things are past correction.”’

“*This not only helped their fine motor siklls, eye — hand coordina- 
tion and language skills,’* Hain says, ‘‘but it was also a way to in- 
crease their attention span and develop their social skills.’’ 

Another activity that went along with the unit was a trip to the 
Shelby County Humane Society, where the children saw some of the 
animals they had been studying. 

Hall stresses the importance of getting services to handicapped 
children as early as possible, and wishes Shelby County could be a 
leader in developing this type of program. 

Citing the reasons for putting children in the hands of experts at an 
early age, Hall says that the three children who were not toilet trained 
when they entered kindergarten were trained within three weeks. 

‘‘Doctors were amazed at the child who had only pointed before she 
started school, and now has started to talk,’’ Hall says. 

Hall also mentions a boy who has started walking, and another 
child who has learned to feed himself. 

**The success of these children isn’t measured by honor rolls, mak- 
ing the football team or cheerleader squad,’’ Hall says. ‘“‘It’s 
measured by accomplishments everyone else takes for granted.”’ 

She goes on to say that the goal of the kindergarten program is to 
mainstream as many children as possible into special education classes 
in the school system. 

She says this can probably be done with half of the present 
kindergarten class. 

One teacher and two aides handle the new kindergarten class, which 
will soon have ten students, 

The money for furniture — tables, chairs, desk, filing cabinets 
was provided in the education budget as for other kindergarten classes 
in the public school system. 

However, $1,000 came through the budget for special education for 
toys and other equipment. 

Hall says that various groups have also made contributions to the 
center.

Upchurch: teacher, principal, board member

“If I could call it all back — preparing to teach 
and the years I’ve spent in education — I wouldn’t 
change a thing.”’ 

That’s the sentiment Jack Upchurch expressed 
following his last meeting as a member of the 
Shelby County Board of Education. 

The board held a reception Oct. 23 to honor 
Upchurch, whose 44-year involvement with educa- 
tion includes nearly six years as board member. 

A native of Clay County, Upchurch came to 
Columbiana in 1958 when he was named principal 
of Shelby County High School, a position he held 
for 16 years. 

Before he retired as an educator, he went back 
to the classroom for three years to teach science. 

‘*I started out as a teacher, and I wanted to get 
back to the classroom again before I ended my 
career,’’ he explained. 

His decision to teach, Upchurch says, was made 
as a 10th grader at Lineville High School. 

It was his admiration for the Lineville principal 
and agriculture teacher that influenced his deci- 
sion to enter the field of education. 

‘They took a special interest in each student,”’ 
he said. ‘‘I decided I wanted to do what they were 
doing.”’ 

After graduation from high school, Upchurch 
attended Auburn University. 

His first teaching job was as an ag instructor at 
Perry County High School in Marion. ‘‘I earned a 
salary of $150 a month,”’ he laughed. 

However, his room and board only came to $30 
a month. He even bought a new car for $935. 

After a year at Perry County, Upchurch’s 
teaching career was interrupted by a four-and-a- 
half-year hitch in the military. 

He joined the U.S. Air Force in July 1941, and 
during his 27 months overseas, he served in 
Africa, India and China. 

After his tour of duty with the Air Force, Up- 
church got a job as an ag teacher at Excel in 
Monroe County. 


He then taught 11 years in Clay County at 
Millerville’s Bibb Graves High School before com- 
ing to Columbiana. 

Talking about the years he spent at the helm of 
Shelby County High School, Upchurch said that 
he enjoyed every day that he was principal. 

Still, he said, he missed being in the classroom. 
‘*You know, that’s where a teacher loves to be.”’ 

Upchurch said that he has seen a great deal of 
progress made in education. 

‘*But we’ve had good schools all along,’’ he 
said. ‘*The products of our schools prove that.’’ 

It has made him especially proud, he said, to see 
pupils from his schools at professional meetings 
he has attended. 

‘‘A number of my former students have gone 
into the field of education.’’ 

Upchurch said he also takes pride in the fact 
that students from Shelby County High School 
have been accepted to such prestigious schools as 
Yale. 

After he retired from teaching, Upchurch was 
branch manager in Alabaster for the Jefferson 
County Teacher’s Union. 

Over the years, he was not the only one in his 
family tied to education. His wife, Esther, retired 
from teaching elementary school in 1979. 

The couple — who were high school sweethearts 
— married in 1943 just after Upchurch completed 
Officer Candidate School. 

Their family consists of two married daughters, 
Beverly McDow of Montgomery, and Judy Knight 
of Lake City, S.C. There are also four grand- 
children — Kelly and Lisa McDow and Laura and 
Jay Knight. 

Always an avid fisherman, Upchurch has taken 
up golf since his retirement. 

He said he didn’t begin golf earlier because he 
realized how time consuming it would be. Now, 
with all the time that he needs to pursue the sport, 
Upchurch spends two or three days a week on the 
Alpine Bay Course in Childersburg.

ABC board considers 
rules for ‘Happy Hour 


The ABC Board is expected to 
consider proposed regulations at 
its November 15 meeting that will 
define ‘‘Happy Hour’’ re- 
quirements for restaurants and 
lounges. 

Henry B. Gray IIl, ABC Board 
administrator, said the Board is 
not attempting to abolish the 
traditional Happy Hour, but to 
define it as several other states 
have done. 

‘Rather than selling drinks 
two-for-one or three-for-one dur- 
ing the traditional after-work 
Happy Hour period, we felt it 
would be better all around if 
single drinks are sold at a reduced 
price,”’ he said. 

Gray said some lounges are 
already selling single drinks dur- 
ing the Happy Hour period at 
half price, rather than selling 
two-for-one drinks. 

If the ABC Board adopts the 
proposed regulations dealing 
with Happy Hour, they will not 
go into effect immediately.

Poland: anxious for US approval

EDITOR'S NOTE: Marcia and 
Ralph Sears, former publishers 
of the Shelby County Reporter, 
recently returned from a four- 
week Study Mission to Eastern 
Europe, sponsored by the Na- 
tional Newspaper Association. 

In the capital cities of seven na- 
tions, they interviewed govern- 
ment leaders, as well as American 
and western observers who live in 
those countries. 

They were in Poland the first 
week in Octdber, and what they 
learned then is especially relevant 
now in the wake of the recent 
murder of a Catholic priest there. 

This is the first in a series of 
reports on their trip.

Life in Poland is easier than in 
the Soviet Union. 
personal freedom, food, and 
housing, the Poles are way ahead 
of the Russians. 

This came out of interviews 
and personal observations our 
group of 22 American publishers 
had during a study mission to 
Warsaw the first week in Oc- 
tober. 

Polish people seem easy going, 
confident and aren’t afraid to be 
friendly to foreigners. They will 
smile on the streets and return a 
friendly wave from a busload of 
Americans, Not so in 
Czechoslovakia or Romania, 
where ‘Big Brother’’ reports 
people who have any contact with 
foreigners. 

When we were in Poland, a 
spirit of hopefulness was in the 
air that the country had turned a 
corner in proving itself to the out- 
side world. It was over a year 
since the government had lifted 
martial law, and all but 22 
‘political prisoners’? from the 
Solidarity days had been releas- 
ed. 

We found Polish officials very 
anxious for the U.S. to lift the 
economic sanctions it had placed 
on the country when Solidarity 
was declared illegal. They claim 
they must be able to participate in 
the International Monetary Fund 
and have ‘‘Most Favored Na- 
tion’’ status from the U;S. if they 
are ever to pay the interest on 
their national debt of some $28 
billion. 

American observers had begun 
to recommend a thaw in our 
policy toward Poland. However, 
the murder in late October of a 
Catholic priest who had spoken 
strongly against the government 
will undoubtedly slow down any 
such thaw. 

His outspokeness must have 
been considered extreme, because 
we saw that the Polish press and 
the people were very open in ex- 
pressing their views. Hundreds of 
newspapers throughout the coun- 
try are published and avidly read. 
The Catholic Church itself spon- 
sors over 50 publications. The 
only catch is a ‘‘preventive cen- 
sorship’’ law 

In practice this means a pro- 
government official who reads 
the copy before publication 
might delete portions that are 
‘against the constitution.’ Buta 
blank space is left when the paper 
is printed, and the people laugh 
and can usually figure out what 
was censored. 


In matters of 


Poles also travel about freely. 
Buses and trains are full in rush 
hours. Gasoline rationing, 
however, limits the use of private 
autos. 

The government’s goal in 
housing is at least one room for 
each person, and that goal has 
been reached, according to depu- 
ty chairman of the Economic 
Planning Commission, Fran- 
ciszek Kubiczek. 

The housing goal was a long 
task, since 80 percent of Warsaw 
was destroyed in WWII, and had 
to be rebuilt. The birth rate is the 
highest in Europe, and people 
keep moving from rural areas to 
the cities. 

New boxy style apartments are 
continually going up to meet de- 
mand. Still, young couples often 
delay marriage, waiting for an 
apartment. 


The differences between a 
socialist and a capitalist system 
are glaring, and the strong will of 
the Poles makes life hard for the 
government. 

When they raised food prices 
the public objected so strongly, 
they had to back down. Food is 
relatively cheap, and no one 
seems to be going hungry. 

Shortages of meat, butter, 
flour and coffee require rationing 
of those items. Each person may 
buy five to six pounds of meat 
per month, including bone. Fish 
and some fowl are not rationed. 


Fresh fruit and vegetables are 
said to be in short supply in the 
winter, but we saw them at 
numerous stores in October. 
Pork is a problem because so 
much is exported in the form of 
the famous Polish ham to earn 
hard currency, that shortages oc- 
cur at home, 

Eighty-five percent of the 
farmland remains in private 
hands, in three million farms. 

The ‘‘planned economy’’ ap- 
proach is not working in in- 
dustrial production and officials 
are trying to figure out something 
that will. 

Mieczyslaw Rakowski, deputy 
prime minister for education, 
culture and trade unions, told us 
all workers are now on an incen- 
tive plan and ‘“‘there is much 
discussion on how to get workers 
more interested in their work.”’ 

He admitted that although 


companies are legally allowed to 
go bankrupt, none has. ‘‘We 
know that some should, but no 
man in Poland would sign the 
papers.’’ 


As a result, the official 
economy scrapes along and the 
private entrepreneur takes over to 
fill gaps in consumer items. The 
‘*Poloni’’ stores are stocked with 
privately made goods and are run 
on a capitalistic basis. The stores 
are ringing up big profits, and 
this irritates the government. 


In the 1970’s Poland borrowed 
huge sums from abroad to 
modernize. Life was easy, but in 
1975 and again in 1979 world 


recessions led to strikes and 
unrest. 
Rakowski, who was chief 


negotiator for the government 
with the leaders of Solidarity, 
told us, ‘‘Coal is the base of our

exporting. When production 
dropped (by strikes) it led to mar- 
tial law. Now the Solidarity 
leaders admit they created very 
great blunders. They did not 
understand that democracy could 
not survive the destruction of the 
economy. Democracy is nothing 
if my pants are in rags.”’ 

Jerzy Urban, the official 
spokesman for the government 
summed up the country’s 
economic difficulties, saying, 
“Public opinion wants govern- 
ment intervention to curb price 
increases. We would also like to 
reduce employment, but the 
public objects, so we don’t drop 
employees, even in (obsolete) in- 
dustries and even when we could 
transfer these people to another 
job.”’ 


Asked if he had one message to 
send to America, he said, ‘‘U.S. 
policy toward Poland is illogical. 
It brings about a reverse effect 
from the one desired. It is 
dishonest and should not be sup-

Federal funding sought 


for fallen Cahaba span

No one is pointing any fingers as to the owner 
ship and responsibility for the bridge on Old 
Highway 31 which collapsed last week into the 
Cahaba River. 

The structure is recorded on Shelby County's 
inventory. That, however, does not hold Shelby 
County totally liable for replacement responsibili 
ty, said Shelby County Engineer Gary Ray. 

‘*The rule of thumb is, in order for a bridge to 
be placed in county inventory, it must lay between 
two counties, and the county to the south or east 
of the structure put the bridge on its inventory 
list,’” Ray said, ‘*But that does not totaly hold 
Shelby County liable for ownership or replace 
ment.”’

The Calera City Council pass- 
ed two ordinances dealing with 
money Monday night: 

eOne is designed to ease the 
monetary burden on residents 
who wish to tap into the city’s 
sewer system, 

eThe other levies a one-half 
cent sales tax on residents living 
in the city’s police jurisdiction. 


The tax is allowed by law tor 
municipalities which furnish 
police protection in the zone bet- 
ween city limits and police jur- 
disticion lines a service that 
Calera already provides for 
residents in its police jurisdiction. 

The council also passed a 
resolution that would change the 
policy on payment of tap-on fees 
for existing residences on existing 
lines of the city sewer system. 

Residents wishing to tap into 
city water had been required to 
pay $300 down on the $500 tap- 
on fee, with the rest payable in 
$25 monthly installments. 

The new ordinance, proposed 
by councilman Bobby Phillips, 
would change the down payment 
to $100, with the remainder of 
the $500 fee to be paid in $25 
monthly installments. 

In other business, the council 
filled two vacancies by appoint- 
ment, naming Mayor George Roy 
to the Birmingham Regional 
Planning commission spot 
recently vacated by former 
Mayor Carl Prichard, and nam- 
ing councilman Arthur Davis to 
the city’s water board. 

The council also heard in- 
quiries from two area residents, 
one requesting a temporary 
liscence to auction goods at an 
upcoming bazaar, and one re- 
questing an exception to the city 
zoning laws for placement of a

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Speeding worries Siluria

**We, the citizens of the com- 
munity of Siluria, bring to you 
this urgent request and petition 
for your immediate attention and 
action.”’ 

That’s the opening statement 
of a letter to the Alabaster City 
Council from a group of Siluria 
residents concerned about 
speeders in their neighborhood. 

The letter, containing specific 
suggestions as to how the traffic 
situation on 14th Street could 
possibly be handled, was submit- 
ted to council members by Mrs. 
Dianna Garrett at Monday 
night’s regular council meeting. 

Mrs. Garrett, also armed with 
a 169-name petition advocating a 
change in the Siluria traffic flow, 
was supported by half a dozen 
neighbors at the meeting who 
called for a ‘‘permanent solution 
to the traffic problem before so- 
meone gets killed.’’ 

She began her war on speeders 
two weeks ago when she saw her 
six-year-old son nearly get hit by 
a speeding car which entered her 
front yard to avoid hitting 
another vehicle. 

Since then, Alabaster police 
have beefed up patrols in Siluria 
and have issued 16 tickets and 35 
warnings to Thompson High 
School students and several 
Siluria residents. 

“One of the first people we 
caught was one of your Siluria 
neighbors,’’ Mayor Roger 
Wheeler told Mrs. Garrett. ‘‘You 
need let them know that tickets 
won't be given to only students.”’ 


“‘That was the only person | 
talked with who did not sign my 
petition,’’ Mrs. Garrett laughed. 


‘*You can’t keep a policeman 
there every day,’’ Charlie Greer, 
a 7th Street resident, told the 
council. ‘*You can put up signs to 
block through-traffic in our 
residential neighborhood and 
keep them on 119.” 


“We don’t want to do 
anything too fast, unless it’s 
right,’’ said councilman J.C. 


Draper. ‘*‘We want to find a solu- 
tion that’s lawful, but we can’t 
stop citizens from driving

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Proper deer dressing means good taste 


Now that gun season has officially begun, deer hunters in 
Shelby County are enjoying success in bringing home deer. 

In addition to trophies for the wall, the deer kill can provide a 
valuable and nutritious source of meat if the animal is treated 


and handled properly following the kill. 


In this first of a two-part series, information is given that will 
help the hunter in the field care for the deer he has killed. 
Careful handling following the kill will result in venison with a 
better taste and aroma, a fitting end to the skillful hunting ses- 


sion. 


Next week, information will be given concerning processing - 
skinning and cutting - as well as some recipes for preparing the 


venison. 


The information provided is based on a publication obtained 
through the Shelby County Extension Office, and thanks go to

BLEEDING THE DEER 


Sometimes the bullet will do an adequate job of bleeding the 
deer. To assure the highest quality meat, however, it is a good 


idea to bleed the animal using this method. 


CAUTION Approach the deer with caution, ready to fire 
another shot. Many hunters have been injured by wounded deer. 
First, lay the deer on its back, 
Locate the tip of the breast bone and, using a hunting knife 
{about a six inch blade), thrust it under the breat bone at about a 


40-degree angle, point toward the tail 


Give an upward thrust, dip the point, and sever the carotid 


artery. (see figure 1) 


Elevate the hind legs to allow good drainage, 


This process allows good blood drainage with the damage to

Remove all internal organs except the pluck - heart, liver, 
gullet, lungs, diaphragm, and windpipe. (see figure 3) If you 
remove the pluck in the field, you risk contamination of the

Cobb reads new novel 


Can innocence triumph in the 
face of life’s obstacles? Yes! says 
Bill Cobb, professor of English at 
the University of Montevallo, 
who will read from his new novel, 
**Coming of Age at the Y,’’ at 4 
p.m., Nov, 28 in Carmichael 
Library Auditorium. 

“Coming of Age at the Y,”’ 
just published by Portals Press of 
Tuscaloosa, is a parody of the 
familiar loss-of-innocence story 
reflected in the title. 

“It’s about a young girl who 
goes to the big city to find 
glamour and excitement, which 
she does in abundance,’’ Cobb 
says. ‘‘She meets a lot of eccen- 
tric characters and has a lot of 
adventures. She lives at the 
YWCA because she promised her 
aunt she would do that to stay 
out of trouble in the city. 

‘‘The book is not a tragedy. 
It’s a comic novel. She’s not left 
sadder, but wiser. Her innocence 
triumphs in the face of all sorts of 
obstacles.”’ 

A native of Greene County, 
Cobb grew up in Demopolis. 
After high school he went to 
Auburn with the notion of pursu- 
ing an engineering degree but 
couldn’t pass math and decided 


he had erred in his choice of 
careers, 

He ‘‘knocked around a while" 
in Nashville, Tenn., working in a 
Krystal restaurant and living in a 
boarding house ‘‘with old taxi 
drivers and other assorted 
derelicts."’ 

Finally, Cobb drifted to Liv- 
ingston State College (now Liv- 
ingston University), where some

Steward of Thy Bounty,’’ which 
received a prize this year in the 
Hackney Literary Awards com- 
petition, presented annually in 
conjunction with the Writing To- 
day conference at Birmingham- 
Southern College. 

Portals Press, publisher of 
Cobb’s new book, is one of a 
host of small presses springing up 
around the country which strive 
to fill a void for poerty and 
serious fiction that has been to 
some extent abandoned by the 
larger, more established firms, 

“Small presses, although they 
often do better comparatively 
than the large corporations on a 
given book, do not usually pay 
big royalties or make the ‘New 


York Times’ best-seller list,’’ 
Cobb said. 
“But my objective is not to 


make money. I’m pleased as I can 
be to have the book in print. | 
want to have it available to peo- 
ple who want to read it, That’s 
the great satisfaction of writing.”’

Now that gun season has officially begun, deer hunters in 
Shelby County are enjoying success in bringing home deer. 

In addition to trophies for the wall, the deer kill can provide a 
valuable and nutritious source of meat if the animal is treated 


and handled properly following the kill. 


In this first of a two-part series, information is given that will 
help the hunter in the field care for the deer he has killed. 
Careful handling following the kill will result in venison with a 
better taste and aroma, a fitting end to the skillful hunting ses- 


sion. 


Next week, information will be given concerning processing - 
skinning and cutting - as well as some recipes for preparing the 


venison. 


The information provided is based on a publication obtained 
through the Shelby County Extension Office, and thanks go to 
John Jones for his help. 


BLEEDING THE DEER 


Sometimes the bullet will do an adequate job of bleeding the 
deer. To assure the highest quality meat, however, it is a good 


idea to bleed the animal using this method. 


CAUTION Approach the deer with caution, ready to fire 
another shot. Many hunters have been injured by wounded deer. 
First, lay the deer on its back, head downhill if possible. 
Locate the tip of the breast bone and, using a hunting knife 
(about a six inch blade), thrust it under the breat bone at about a 


40-degree angle, point toward the tail 


Give an upward thrust, dip the point, and sever the carotid 


artery. (see figure 1) 


Elevate the hind legs to allow good drainage. 


This process allows good blood drainage with the damage to 


the trophy that slitting the throat can cause. 


FIELD DRESSING 


Remove the penis and scrotum by cutting the penis where it 
emerges from the pelvis bone, being careful not to spill the con- 
tents On the carcass. 

Remove all internal organs except the pluck - heart, liver, 
gullet, lungs, diaphragm, and windpipe. (see figure 3) If you 
remove the pluck in the field, you risk contamination of the 


testines. 
If the intestines should be cut or damaged by the shot, tie off 
the severed pieces to avoid further contamination that could 
harm the meat’s flavor. 
Then, beginning at the anus, slit the hide upward from along 
the midline to the breast. (see figure 2)

Cobb reads new novel 


Can innocence triumph in the 
face of life’s obstacles? Yes! says 
Bill Cobb, professor of English at 
the University of Montevallo, 
who will read from his new novel, 
**Coming of Age at the Y,”’ at 4 
p.m., Nov. 28 in Carmichael 
Library Auditorium. 

“Coming of Age at the Y,” 
just published by Portals Press of 
Tuscaloosa, is a parody of the 
familiar loss-of-innocence story 
reflected in the title. 

“It’s about a young girl who 
goes to the big city to find 
glamour and excitement, which 
she does in abundance,’’ Cobb 
says. ‘‘She meets a lot of eccen- 
tric characters and has a lot of 
adventures.

‘Tl went to college rather 
haphazardly,’* he recalls. ‘‘I lik- 
ed English, but I was just sort of 
taking courses. After four years 
they told me I had an English ma- 
jor. Dr. Robert Gilbert, who was 
a great teacher, suggested I go to 
Vanderbilt to study with Donald 
Davidson.”’ 

After a couple of years at 
Vanderbilt, Cobb was hired by 
UM to teach creative writing. 
That was 20 years ago. 

Cobb's other works have. in- 
cluded several short stories; ‘‘The 
Night of the Yellow Butterflies,"’ 
published in the Spring 1984 issue 
of ‘‘Arete: The Journal of Sport 
Literature’; **Old Wars and New 
Sorrow,”’ published in the Spring 
1984 issue of the ‘‘Scaronchee 
Review,’* Livingston University’s 
literary journal, and selected as 
the journal's best piece of fiction 
for the year; and ‘‘Faithful 
Steward of Thy Bounty,’’ which 
received a prize this year in the 
Hackney Literary Awards com- 
petition, presented annually in 
conjunction with the Writing To- 
day conference at Birmingham- 
Southern College. 

Portals Press, publisher of 
Cobb’s new book, is one of a 
host of small presses springing up 
around the country which strive 
to fill a void for poerty and 
serious fiction that has been to 
some extent abandoned by the 
larger, more established firms. 

**Small presses, although they 
often do better comparatively 
than the large corporations on a 
given book, do not usually pay 
big royalties or make the ‘New

Maureen Kelley: loves cookbooks

A visitor enters the Kelley home in Alabaster 
and immediately sees the long, comfortable, and 
spotless kitchen adjacent to the living area. Ob- 
viously, this is a place where the kitchen - and 
cooking - are a central part of family life. 

One can also imagine the smell of fresh-baked 
bread or see the delicious coconut cake as 
Maureen Kelley talks about her favorite foods to 
cook. Just to hear her speak of her craft lets the 
visitor know she does it well. 


Maureen says. ‘‘We manage to have our night 
meal together, and breakfast of course.”’ 

A large amount of food passes out of her kit- 
chen each day - all dishes that the six other family 
members enjoy but very little ‘‘junk food’’. 

‘‘They don’t need that,’’ she explains. ‘‘They 
need a good balanced diet. But I do take requests 
every now and then. If they don’t like what you 
fix, you might as well hang it up.”’ 

The five children now living with the Kelleys - 
Billy, Randy, Judy, Bonnie, and Jason - seem to

says. ‘‘But I sure do like to cook, though.’ 

The family of seven that gathers for dinner each 
night in the Kelley home seems to have no com- 
plaints. ‘‘They all like to eat!’’ Maureen beams. 

Cooking has been an integral part of her life for 
many years. 

“The first thing I remember cooking is 
biscuits,’’ she says. ‘‘That was when I was about 
ten, and I remember the mess I made.’’ 

Despite the mess, Maureen enjoyed cooking, 
and her mother shared much knowledge with her 
in those early years. 

Later, she furthered her cooking talents by tak- 
ing four years of home economics at Bibb Graves 
High School in Clay County. 

Following high school she married Henry Kelley 
(the way to a man’s heart is through his 
stomach?). They moved first to Birmingham, then 
to Shelby County. 

While living in Alabaster, cooking again 
became more than an everyday pastime for her. 
She began working-for the county cooperative ex- 
tension department, teaching cooking and nutri- 
tion to low-income families in the county. 

That work continued for 12 years, until the 
grant that funded the program was terminated. 

The experience she gained in learning how to 
stretch a food dollar has served her well, as she 
moved on to become a foster mother - currently 
with five children at home.

Perseverance has paid off for 
Attention Home Director Brenda 
Lee Rice. 

Since federal funding was cut 
off, she has found it nip and tuck 
to keep the agency going. 

But Rice told county police 
chiefs at their monthly meeting 
Wednesday, that a $50,000 
federal grant has recently been 
secured. Also, she has been able 
to purchase land for a new facili- 
ty. 

She reported that the grant 
came from the Department of 
Health and Human Services with 
the requirement that any 
runaway will be taken in. 

Rice said that she had been 
looking for some time for proper- 
ty to purchase, and found what 
was needed in a 20-acre lot on 
County 26 E. 

Not only is the present facility 
in Siluria limited in space, it is 
also built on a flood plain. 

Rice said she expects a new 
facility to be built next year. 

However, financial assistance 
will be needed, Rice said, because 
the $30,000 spent on the land 
purchase depleted capital funds. 

She said that the 1984-85 
budget for Shelby Youth Services 
and the Attention Home is 
$120,000 -— an increase of 
$28,000 from last year. 

The increase was needed to 
take care of the salary of a full

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When in Romania...

Imagine waking up to find 
yourself staring into the eyes of a 


German shepherd. That’s the 
way we entered Romania. 
The Orient Express from 


Budapect came to a stop about | 
a.m. on the border, A half-hour 
earlier, a Hungarian border 
guard had awakened us from our 
deep sleep in double decker 
bunks, to check passports as we 
left Hungary. 

Then as we drifted back to 
sleep the first Romanian official 
deftly unlocked our compartment 
door, asked for passports and 
wanted to know, ‘*‘What are you 
going to do in Romania?’’ We 
wanted to be sure we gave the 
same answer as the other 
newspaper publishers in our 
group, sO we read to him from 
our pre-planned schedule. He 
left. 

We went back to sleep. The 
train did not move. 

Suddenly, a knock, and the 
door was again opened from the 
outside. Ralph, on the lower 
bunk, opened his eyes. only to 
have his stare returned by the 
eyes of a trained guard dog. 

The dog was so large he filled 
the narrow walkway of the com- 
partment. He sniffed the mat- 
tresses, the luggage, the clothing 
hung on pegs, the crevices under 
the sink. 

Finally satisfied, the uniform- 
ed soldier who held the leash pull- 
ed the dog on to the next com- 
partment. What was the sniffing 
for? Some said drugs, others said 
gunpowder. Whatever it was, 
they don’t fool around in 
Romania. 

Romania is the only country of 
the Warsaw Pact that sent 
athletes to the Olympics this year. 
While Americans had hoped this 
was a Sign that Romanians were 
openly defying the Russians, we 
learned differently from 
American observers there. 

Indeed, Communism is so 
strong and the government so 
rigid and strict that the USSR 
does not worry about Romania, 
There are no Russian soldiers in 
the country. The longtime head 
of government, Nicolae 
Ceausescu, meets with Western 
leaders, but it is generally believ- 
ed, he serves as a stalking horse 
for the USSR. 

In fact, observers in Bucharest 
think the Soviets struck a deal to 
let Romania go to the Olympics 
so it could be a channel to the 
West to get Western technology. 

On the other side, Romanian 
government leaders told us that 
the country has made great ad- 
vances since WWII, when it was 
the most backward, illiterate 
country of Europe, Now 95% are 
literate, much progress in in- 
dustry has been made, the 
Danube-Black Sea canal is finish- 
ed shortening that route by 400 
km., and tourism is important,

Germany 

We arrived in East Berlin three 
days before the 35th anniversary 
of the founding of the German 
Democratic Republic (GDR). 
This event was keeping govern- 
ment officials so busy, they could 
nol give us as many interviews as 
other nations on our trip. But 
they organized a reception for us 
with many top officials and jour- 
nalists. 

1 happened to draw Werner 
Handler,genial vice-president of 
the GDR-USA Friendship Com- 
mittee. I later confirmed that 
much of what he said is the of- 
ficial Communist party line. 

‘*But you won't print this,’’ he 
said several times during the in- 
terview. Here are my notes of the 
interview: 

On nuclear arms: ‘‘The GDR

out for U.S. supremacy. 
Gromyko went to Washington, 
but he demands equality of 
negotiations, Reagan's strategy is 
superiority, but would the U.S. 
survive in a nuclear holocaust? 

“The most important message 
I would like to send the American 
people is to force the administra- 
tion to really talk about reduction 
of arms and not control of arms. 
We could be your ally in this. 

‘*Il believe the basic reason no 
progress is being made on this is 
that the war industry makes such 
high profits on building nuclear 
weapons.”’ 

On human rights:There are 
five political parties here. No 
political prisoners. No one is ar- 
rested for his beliefs. 30,000 to 
35,000 leave the GDR each year. 

‘*The country is very safe. You 
can walk anywhere at night and 
not be molested. This is also a 
question of human rights.’’ 

On the economy: ‘‘Trade bet- 
ween the GDR and USSR is big- 
ger than the trade between the US 
and any country. We buy 17 
million tons of oil and gas a year 
from the USSR and trade them 
machines, tools, instruments, ect. 
They’re modernizing their food 
production. We’re providing pro- 
cessing machinery.

They serve as 
seconds to the USSR and want to 
prove themselves. Mexico, for ex- 
ample, which would resent advice 
from a world power like the 
USSR, is more likely to accept 


‘In fact the trade is so heavy 
normal transportation routes 
cannot handle any more. We we 
are building a new ferry line from 
an island off our north coast to 
Lithuania. 

‘‘We are one of the biggest 
shipbuilders in the world. Today 
we put our 300th ship to water. 
Maybe we can sell some of our 
fishing ships in Alabama. (laugh) 

“Our trade with West Ger- 

many is 12 to 13 billion marks per 
year. We also have a big trade 
with Angola, Mozambique and 
other African nations.”’ 
On Afghanistan: ‘‘The Soviets 
had to go in there because it was 
on their border. What’s the dif- 
ference between that and the U.S. 
in Korea and Grenada? They’re 
not even close to you.”’ 

From well-informed western 
observers in East Berlin, other 
kinds of information emerged 
about this small but remarkable 
country: 

The population was 19 million 
at the end of WWII. It has drop- 
ped to 17 million today. Many 
say the Berlin Wall started the 
revitalization of the GDR. Before 
it was built, the brightest were 
leaving. Afterwards they came to ONLY 
terms with it. Since they could 
not leave the country easily, they $899°5 
decided to make the best of it. i ‘ 

In the last three years <—t-FELY 
reconstruction has boomed. 
There is a big effort to match 
West Berlin. 

Much propaganda is made that 
there is no unemployment. But 
there is a lot of underemploy- 
ment, as in most communist 
countries. People have jobs, but 
many do not work very hard. 

Machinery of high quality is 
one of the major exports. To man 
the factories, the GDR has im- 
ported about 15,000 workers 
from Mozambique, and others 
from third world countries. 

The GDR has 2,000 to 3,000 
intelligence advisors and the same 
number of economic advisors 
who are sent all over the world. 
They’re well trained, motivated 
and never ask for asylum abroad. 

They’re important as advisors

Several of her titles are: ‘‘The 
Best of Stillmeadow,’’ ‘‘Country

Cod,”’ ‘Still Cove Journal,’’ and 
‘Especially Dogs.’’ 

e‘‘If you have reached that 
time in life when you’re starting 
to pick investment over adven- 
ture, clean over scenic, comfor- 
table over intense, even though in 
your heart of hearts you’re only 
seventeen, the rest of you is for- 
ty.’’

against the system as in Hungary. 

But Soviet troops put down the 
attempt, and Czechoslovakia is 
now the quintessential Com- 
munist state. Most Westerners 
agree that the country is in the 
doldrums. Once a leader in 
machinery production, the 
Czechs are falling behind with no 
infusions of new ideas or capital. 

The movie industry, which a 
few years ago was attracting ar- 
tists from all over the world, is in 
a slump because new equipment 
and ideas have been discouraged. 

Part of the reason is that the 
Czechs are not trying to expand 
the economy. They’re determined 
to end up with no debt in two 
years. 

According to our sources, 
there are no political prisoners in 
Czechoslovakia. The Czechs deal 
with dissidents by assigning them 
menial jobs. One American told 
us, “‘When I think of all the 
talented people I know who are 
washing windows...”’ 

But even so most agree that 
Czechoslovakia is a pleasant 


place. Prague, the capital, has 
escaped destruction, and is an ar- 
chitectural museum dating from 
the ninth century. A_ historian 
would have no end of material

Hungary 


In Hungary, Janos Peter, 
speaker of the national assembly, 
described the style of government 
as ‘“‘postgraduate socialism’. 
Forced to buckle under to the 
Soviet system when their revolu- 
tion was crushed by Russian 
tanks in 1956, Hungarians have 
found ingenious ways to adapt 
and yet not give up their flair. 

Private enterprise flourishes, 
yet the economy is nominally 
State run.

Tests given 
at Pelham 


Where do you go to take your 
driver’s test? 

The state has provided two 
locations for Shelby County 
residents to take their written and 
road tests, but the county had 
been divided as to population so 
as to provide better service at 
each location, and residents are 
ask to cooperate. 

Doris Oddo, driver’s license 
technician, handles both loca- 
tions. 

Residents living north of the 
Simmsville Road (County 11) and 
west of U.S. 31 should take their 
test at the Pelham office, located 
in Probate Office annex at 
Pelham Plaza. 

Residents living south of the 
Simmsville Road and east of U.S. 
31 are to take their test at the Col- 
umbiana office, located behind 
the courthouse. 

The Pelham office, opened 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednes- 
day, will give written tests from 
8:30 a.m. and 10 a.m. and from 
12:30 p.m. until 2:30 p.m. Road 
tests will be given from 10:15 
a.m. until 11:30 a.m. and from 
2:45 p.m. until 4:30 p.m. 

The Columbiana office, open- 
ed Thursday and Friday, will give 
written tests from 7:30 a.m. until 
9:30 a.m. and from | p.m. until 
2:30 p.m. Road tests will be given 
from 9:45 a.m. until 11:30 a.m. 
and from 2:45 p.m. until 4 p.m. 

‘‘We are urging residents to go 
to the office in their area because 
permanent files are maintained at 
each office and we can’t keep 
tranferring them back and 
fourth,’’ said Sgt. L.R. Dale, of- 
ficer in charge of the Birmingham 
Driver’s Licecse Division. ‘‘But if 
someone in the Columbiana area 
wants to test at the Pelham of- 
fice, or vice versa, he needs to 
continue using the office he was 
tested at because that’s where his 
record will be.’’ 
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Grace Jones likes it — Marilyn 
Stutts likes it — and most impor- 
tant of all — the students at 
Chelsea School like it! 

What it is that has proved so 
popular and successful at Chelsea 
and three other county schools, 
are self-serve food tables. 


Lunchroom manager Grace 
Jones says that students no 
longer have to wait in line 10-15 
minutes now that they can serve 
themselves. 

And Stutts, who is assistant 
principal at Chelsea, says the new 
system has cut 15 minutes off the 
lunch hour. 

But Pat Bulger, coordinator of 
the child nutrition program for 
the county, is more pleased than 
anyone about the new method of 
serving lunch. 

She says that it has increased 
participation in the lunch pro- 
gram from 77-85 percent at 
Chelsea. 

“‘And that’s exactly what this 
system of serving lunch was 
designed to do,"’ Bulger says. 


The reason more students are 
eating in the lunchroom now, she 
explains, is because they are given 
a choice of what to eat. 

‘“*Any time you offer a 
choice,’* she says, ‘‘it increases 
Participation.” 

On Thursday, Chelsea students 
could either select a hamburger 
or turkey and rice; french fries, 
macaroni, green beans, tossed 
salad or raisin salad, hot rolls and 
cherry cobbler for dessert. 

Those dishes were served from 
two heat tables which keeps the 
food piping hot. A refrigerated 
section keeps the salads cold.

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Situated between the two heat 
tables is a refrigerated table 
which serves as a salad bar. 

Bulger says the salad bar also 
meets type A _ nutrition § re- 
quirements because it offers 
fruit, vegetables, protein and 
bread and milk. 

Observing a quirk of human 
nature at least among the 
younger generation —- Bulger 
Says that students tend to eat the 
food they select themselves 
whereas they might not eat the 
same thing if it were put on their 
plate. 

**But once it’s on their plate,’’ 
she says, ‘‘they’re obligated to 
eat it."” 

Besides offering a choice of 
menu, Bulger says that there is 
greater student participation 
because the kind of food they 
prefer is being served. 


Pointing to the hamburgers, 
french fries and the salad bar, she 
says that students associate these 
items with the fast food industry 
which they partonize. 

However, the meal served in 
school lunchrooms is more 
economical. For the past four 
years, elementary students have 
paid $1 and middle school and 
high school students $1.10. 


Countywide, more than 10,000 
students are served daily in 
school lunchrooms, Bulger says. 
Of that number, 25 percent 
receive free and reduced price 
lunches. 

Other county schools with self 


serve tables are: Montevallo 
Elementary, Valley and In- 
verness.

If they think it would help their 
lunchroom program, their re- 
quest for the new equipment will 
be considered on the basis of 
need, Bulger says. 

The cost of the three units is 
$6,500. 

Although the new system 
hasn’t been in operation long 
enough to determine whether it 
will be cost effective, Bulger says 
in terms of program particiaption 
that it is definitely a success!

State closes landfill near Riverchase 


The owner of a landfill near 
Riverchase has been ordered to 
immediately close the dump site 
he operates on Carl Raines Road 
off Old Montgomery Highway. 


Complaints of nearby property 
owners prompted the Alabama 
Department of Environmental 
Management to inspect the site 
J.W. Holsomback has operated 
since March, 1983. 


Beginning in June, three 
separate inspections were made 
and Holsomback revealed 


violations of state solid waste 
regulations. An ADEM 
spokesman said that Holsomback 
was given time to correct the 
violations, but failed to do so. 

ADEM ordered the site closed 
Nov. 20. 

Holsomback, who lives in the 


Pelham area, was unavailable for 
comment. 

Inspections of the site revealed 
that material was being burned 
against regulations, and that 
waste was being dumped outside 
the permitted disposal area. 


The landfill was only 
authorized for the disposal of 
brush, stumps and demolition- 
type waste such as wood, wood 


pallets, brick, concrete and 
roofing materials from the 
destructions of buildings. 

ADEM issued an order for 
Holsomback to close the site and 
remove all waste dumped in 
unpermitted areas within 30 days. 

Closing of the dump involves 
covering the disposal area with at 
least two feet of soil, and 
planting vegetation to minimize 
erosion. 


Train and truck collide at crossing

He said the train traveled ap- 
proximately 350 yards before 
coming to a stop. 

The crossing on County 52 was 
cleared within two hours, but the 
Lee St. crossing was closed for 
seven hours before the track 
could be cleared. 

During the past eight years, 
Thomas said there have been four 
or five wrecks on the two cross- 
ings. 

Thomas said it appeared that 
Monday’s wreck was either caus- 


According to wreck reports, 
Lee was driving toward 
Columbiana when the car hit and 
killed a horse near County 42. 

“I was doing about 15 or 20 
miles per hour when the horse 
came through my windshield,’’ 
she said. ‘‘I do not know what 
was going on (with the chains), 


but it was not an ordinary 
accideent.”’ 
Lee said she is seeking to 


contact several people who tried 
to talk to her just after the 
accident.

MONTGOMERY - At the risk of saying we 
told you so, in this space a couple of weeks ago 
we warned you that no sooner had the shouting 
died down from the 1984 campaign, that it 
would start all over again for the 1986 cam- 
paign. It has. 

Already a poll has been conducted on the 
relative strength of the likely gubernatorial can- 
didates. The poll was financed in part by a cou- 
ple of oganizations who have more than a pass- 
ing interest in politics---the Alabama Education 
Association and the Alabama Trial Lawyers. 

The poll, not suprisingly, showed a large 
number of voters still unsure who they might 
support, but of those who have made up their 
mind, the old master George Wallace is still the 
man to beat. 

Wallace was named as the choice of 25.7 per- 
cent, with Lt. Gov, Bill Baxley trailing with 
18.7 percent. Further back, almost neck-and- 
neck, were Atty. Gen Charles Graddick with 

13.5 percent and former Lt. Gov. George 
McMillan with 13.1 percent. 

Wallace, who won a fourth term two years 
ago thanks largely to his ability to attract a 
number of black voters, appeared in the poll to 
have improved his position with that group. 
Almost 50 percent of the blacks polled said they 
favored Wallace over any of the others. 

While Wallace had to be pleased by the 
results of this early poll, there was one part of 
the survey which was not pleasing. He had, by 
far, the highest negative rating of the can- 


didates. 
Almost 50 percent of those surveyed said 
they felt he was doing no better than a 


fair/poor job as governor.

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Steps taken on mobile homes

“*Tonight I think we’re taking a step in the right direction,’’ Colum- 
biana Mayor Buck Falkner said Thursday. 

The ‘‘step’’ taken was in the direction of mobile homes — an issue 
that has plagued the city council for years. 

Falkner said that an ordinance on locating mobile homes in the city 
has now been drawn up. Zoning regulations require a two-week wait 
before the law can come to a vote. 

The law will allow mobile homes only in the southwest corner of the 
city, and Robert McMahon has already asked for written permission 
to locate a unit on Lester Street. 

The request was initially made by his fiance Bobbie Jo Walton 
several weeks ago, but the council turned it down, sayind that it would 
not allow any more mobile homes in the city until an ordinance was 
adopted. 

But, as McMahon noted, the’ council later allowed a mobile home 
on Jonesboro Circle, 

Using the words that councilwoman Jessie Jones has used so often 
regarding mobile homes, McMahon accused the coucil of 
**discriminating.’’ 

Agreeing with McMahon that their decision was unfair, the council 
voted 4-1 to allow the mobile home to be placed on Lester St. provided 
the health department approved the site. 


City attorney Bill Justice advised the council that the next step in the 
passage of the ordinance is getting a recommendation from the plann- 
ing and zoning board. 

In other matters: 

The council voted to give $5,000 to the construction an athletic 
field house at Shelby County High School. The donation will be made 
through the county board of education. 

®In taking bids for a pickup truck for street superintendent James 
Palmer, the council voted to accept what they thought was the low bid 
of $7,754.27 from Strickland Chevrolet. 

However, when the specifications of that bid and another from 
Leach Pontiac for $8,155.14 were studied after the meeting, it was 
discovered the dealers had bid on different vehicle models, so the bids 
will have to be resubmitted.

Part II 
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Turn deer into double treat 


This is the second in a two-part 
article that offers some tips for 
turning a trophy deer into a dou- 
ble treat, some good tasting 
venison as well. 


SKINNING THE DEER 

To skin the deer, all you will 
need is a good steak knife, a six- 
inch boning knife and a hand 
saw. 

When cutting the hide, always 
cut out with the blade of the knife 
turned up. This protects the meat 
from contamination from hairs 
and dirt on the hide. 

Begin by making a long cut 
along the inside of the hind legs 
from the hock to the cut between 
the legs. Continue skinning along 
the flank, keeping the hide pulled 
back away from the carcass. 

Skin along the side and over 
the breast, then make a cut along 
the inside of the front legs to the 
breast and skin out the legs. 

Skin the hind legs, the flank, 
and the fore legs to a point about 
three-fourths the depth of the 
side. Complete the skinning of 
the leg and rump by removing the 
hide back to the tail. 

Skin around the tail, leaving a 
portion of the tail holding the 
hide. At this point you can pull 
the hide down over the back to

the base of the head. 

Remove the head at the atlas 
joint (the first joint next to the 
head). Cut through the meat to 
the point where the head joins the 
neck and twist. 

Wash the carcass again and 
trim away any excess hair or 
bloody areas. 

SPLITTING THE CARCASS 

Saw through the sacral 
vertebra (tail region). Cut 
halfway through the carcass, then 
switch to the outside to complete 
the cut. This will yeild the easiest 
path for cutting. 

If the split gets off center, con- 
tinue the cut to the next vertebra 
and then realign the saw. 

After splitting, wash the car- 
cass thoroughly, especially down 
the backbone. Trim away any ex- 
cess dirt or blood areas that will 
not wash off. 

The carcass can now be cut in- 
to any number of different 
pieces, depeding on individual 
preference. 

COOKING METHODS 

Venison has a finer texture 
than beef, but is more watery and 
less fat. For this reason, venison 


generally served rare to medium 
rare. Different fats - beef or pork 
- can be added for variety. 

Trim as much fat as possible 
from the meat before freezing. 
The venison fat has a tallow-like 
texture which is generally not 
pleasing when cooked. 

Loin cuts and cuts from the up- 
per leg are the most tender and 
can be prepared using dry heat 
methods. The remainder of the 
venison is most pleasing when 
prepared using moist heat 
methods, or it may be ground. 

When grinding venison, a 
home grinder will suffice. Fat is 
usually mixed with the meat, six 
parts venison to one part beef fat. 

To add variety, sausage may be 
mixed, three parts meat to one 
part sausage. 

Tender cuts can be successfully 
pan fried. Cut pieces no thicker 
than 3/4 inch, fry quickly in a 
liberal amount of fat or butter, 
and do not crowd the pan. If 
water seeps from the meat, the 
heat is too low or the pan too 
crowded. 

Roasting is also appropriate 
for the more tender cuts. Season 


may be dry if not properly the meat with salt and pepper, 
prepared. place on the oven rack in an un- 
Fat is usually added when covered pan, the surface of the 


cooking venison, and the meat is | Meat covered with bacon strips. 


Roast in 325 degree oven, allow- 
ing 20-25 minutes per pound of 
meat. 

For less tender cuts, stewing is 
a frequently used method. In ad- 
dition, braising can be very suc- 
cessful. 

To braise, season with salt and 
pepper, brown meat in hot fat. 
Add a small quantity of water, 
reduce heat, and cover tightly. 
Cook slowly until tender, usually 
two to three hours. 

Another method of prepara- 
tion popular with hunters is mak- 
ing venison jerkey. 

Cut the venison into pieces one 
to one-and-one-half inches thick 
and about five inches long. Any 
cut can be used, but tender cuts 
are preferable. 

Make a brine of one-half 
pound of salt per one gallon of 
water and store it in a stone 
crock, granite canner, or plastic 
bucket. 

Weight the meat so that the li- 
quid covers the surface and let 
soak for at least 12 hours. 

Drain well and place on trays 
from a smoker. Transfer to 
smokehouse. Dry and flavor with 
warm smoke for five to fifteen 
days, using any non-resinous 
wood.

‘““NONE!”’ was the unison reply. 
The Rebels quickly regained the momentum with a fumble recovery 


early in the third quarter. After trading fumbles with Springwood, 
Coosa Valley moved to a fourth and five inside the Springwood

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Austria: home to refugees 


by Ralph Sears 

A potential ‘trivial pursuit’ 
question; What European nation 
has never turned away a refugee? 
Answer: Austria. 

Austria was the fourth country 
visited during this fall’s National 
Newspaper Association study 
mission, and the first nation we 
visited that is not within the 
Soviet sphere of influence. The 
contrast between the Warsaw 
Pact countries and Austria is 
almost overwhelming, 

Our group of 20 publishers and 
editors had grown somewhat ac- 
cusomed to dim, dark nights in 
Warsaw, East Berlin and Prague. 
But, Vienna was brightly lit, busy 
and bustling. The people on the 
streets of the city seemed happy 
and were enthusiastically engaged 
in going about their business. 

Free enterprise is flourishing. 
Merchants display their wares 
with great care and electric signs 
not only proclaim the advertising 
message but also brighten the city 
after dark. This atmosphere told 
us we were no longer behind the 
Iron Curtain. 

The people told us, too. A 
statue erected by the Russians 
just before they pulled out of the 
city is supposed to honor Russian 
soldiers. The people of Vienna 
jokingly refer to it as a statue of 
the last great thief. 

Civic clubs, such as Rotary, 
meet regularly in Vienna. This 
type of organization is banned

behind the Curtain. Three of our 
group attended one of the weekly 
Rotary Club meetings in Vienna. 
Rotarians from a dozen countries 
were in attendance, emphasizing 
the fact that Vienna is strategical- 
ly located and is a city for inter- 
national business. 

Dr. Fred Sinowitz, Chancellor 
of Austria, told us that the 
Austrian government is an ad- 
mirer and supporter of Western 
democracy. He went on to ex- 
plain that part of the good feeling 
toward the United States 
originated with the post-war 
Marshall Plan. 

In the spring of 1945, Austria 
emerged as an independent state. 
Ten years later the allied powers 
restored complete sovereignty to 
Austria, and shortly thereafter its 
parliment passed the Federal 
Constitutional Law establishing a 
status Of permanent neutrality. 

Humanitarian activities are 
among the major goals of the 
constitution. Aid for refugees 
and emigrants constitutes one im- 
portant aspect of the 
humanitarian obligation which 
Austria has chosen to take upon 
itself, and to which it remains 
committed, 

Thousands have fled from 
behind the Iron Curtain by way 
of Austria. Additional refugees 
have come to Austria from In- 
dochina, Cambodia, Vietnam, 
Chile, Uganda and elsewhere. 

Federal President Dr. Rudolph 
Kirchschlaeger told our group 
that Austria has never sent a 
refugee back. 

Although Austria is an admirer 
of the United States’ form of 
democracy, it is a socialistic 
country. Health care is available 
to all who apply. Financing 
health care, however, is becom- 
ing increasingly difficult, accor- 
ding to Chancellor Sinowitz. 

The arts flourish in Austria, 
with substantial subsidies from 
the government. The State Opera 
employs 3,500 people. All theatre 
in Austria is supported, at least in 
part, by the government. 

Vienna, a city of more than a 
million inhabitants, is where the 
Vienna Boys’ Choir sings and is 
the home of the world famous 
Spanish Riding School featuring 
the equally famous Lippizaner 
horses. 

When it comes to music, Vien- 
na is considered to be the capital 
of the world. In no other city 
have sO many composers lived 
and worked: Hayden, Mozart, 
Beethoven, Schubert, Brahms, 
Mahler and Strauss to name a 
few. 

Marcia and I took advantage 
of the opportunities afforded us 
and attended a performance of 
the Opera Martha at the 
Volksopera. The opera was sung 
in German, but we had no trou- 
ble following the plot. The tenor 
wooed and won the soprano and 
the baritone wooed and won the 
contralto. 

In Vienna, on the banks of the 
Danube River, our touring group

of newspaper people boarded a 
hydrofoil for a half day’s journey 
down the Danube to Budapest, 
Hungary. 

The river trip provided flashing 
panoramas of beautiful scenery, 
but the trip on the Danube does 
not compare with a similar trip 
our group took last year on the 
Rhine River between Bonn and 
Wiesbaden. The magnificent 
castles and vineyards of the 
Ritine are not present on the 
Danube. 

YUGOSLAVIA 

The last country visited on this 
fall’s trip is Yugoslavia. The first 
thing we were told by Vice- 
President of the Federal Ex- 
ecutive Council Borsiav Srebric is 
that Yugoslavia is a leader of the 
non-aligned nations of the world. 

He emphasized that the coun- 
try is not a part of the Eastern 
Bloc, nor is it a member of the 
Warsaw Pact. In fact, he told a 
few Russian jokes, presumably to 
illustrate that there is freedom of 
speech and that Yugoslavia is not 
aligned with the 
Soviets. Yugoslavia’s relations 
with the United States are quite 
good. The U.S. exports such 
things as cotton, leathers, some 
food stuffs and high-tech to 
Yugoslavia. Yugoslavia, in turn, 
exports textiles, certain foods and 
furniture to the United States. 

Next spring the Yugoslavs plan 
to introduce a new small 
automobile on the U.S. market. 
It will be called the Yugo 55 and 
is a basic, two-door car with a 
four cylinder engine and a hat- 
chback body. It is expected to sell 
for around $4,000 and probably 
will be marketed through the 


same chain of dealerships now 
selling Subaru. 

The city of Belgrade again 
made us very much aware of the 
contrast between the Eastern 
Bloc and the Western world. 
Belgrade is hustling and bustling 
with brightly lighted streets and a 
relatively happy atmosphere. 

Daniel Freed, a _ political 
counselor in the United States 
embassy in Belgrade, reminded 
us of a little Yugoslav history. 
Marshal Tito came down from 
the hills of Yugoslavia in 1945, 
right after the war, and set up a 
communist government. 

Tito broke with Stalin in 1949 
and the U.S. backed him. Tito 
then began to reform his govern- 
ment and established an open 
communist government complete 
with free enterprise and a free 
press. 

Today, Yugoslavia is still a 
communist country, but the com- 
munism practiced is not at all like 
the government of the USSR. 

Marshal Tito’s photograph is 
displayed almost everywhere... in 
government buildings, nearly all 
shops and markets and in almost 
every home. 

On October 20 of this year, 
Yugoslavia celebrated 40 years of 
peace, which is the longest tran- 
quil period in the history of the 
country. 

For all practical purposes the 
‘‘serious’’ part of our tour of 
Eastern Europe was over when 
we flew out of Belgrade. Our next 
stop was Dubrovnik on the 
Adriatic coast. 

Our trip back to the States was 
by way of Munich, New York, 
and — of course — Atlanta.

As | reached the giant shedding branches of the tree, my feet started 
rolling on the pecans hidden in the tall grass. | mean rolling like maybe 
I'd stepped onto a ball bearing ice rink. | threw up my arms — coffee 
cup and all to catch my balance. 

‘Ruff!’ Buck complained as black coffee splattered his head. 
(Normally, he takes it with milk and sugar.) 

The good news was that I landed on Buck’s rubber ball, thus break- 
ing my fall instead of my rear end. The bad news is that Buck’s ball 
was awfully wet. 

**Well, life’s full of little tradeouts, isn’t it?” 

‘Ruff.’ 

GRANDMA WAS RIGHT, BUT THAT'S PART OF HER JOB: 
As I sat there under the tree — the pecan tree, that is — | picked up 
two pecans that were hidden in the tall grass. I squeezed them together 
in my hand until one of them cracked - I can’t ever get both of them to 
crack when I open them that way - picked out the meat and ate it. 


I poked around in the thick grass, found a few more, then a few 
more. Actually, they were everywhere, all over the place. I just hadn’t 
realized it before because I guess I hadn’t been under the tree for a few 
weeks, and you sure couldn’t see the pecans what with all the thick 
2rass. 

I guess Grandma was right. It’d be a lot easier to find all the pecans 
if I'd cut the grass. But the dadburn battery was dead on the tractor 
and bush-hog, and for some reason the lawn mower wouldn’t crank.

FROM PECANS TO THE APPALACHIAN TRAIL: Finding the 
pecans caused me remember a day in 1981, back when Jeff Mitchell 
and I spent six months hiking the Appalachian Trail from Georgia to 
Maine.

** Mitch said. 


**Still, it’s kinda’ neat finding things to eat buried in the ground out 


in woods like this.”’ 


““Yeah,’’ Mitch agreed, blowing a green ramp cloud out of his 


mouth. ‘‘Kinda’ neat..."’ 


‘*Ruff,’’ Buck said, bringing me back to the present, reminding me 
that I was still sitting on his wet ball. 

MIXING RAMPS AND PECANS: ! gave Buck a throw - actual-- 
ly, he says ‘‘frow’’ because he’s still learning to talk — to get rid of 
him, then sat there for a minute thinking about ramps and pecans. 


You have to dig for ramps.
